ANNUAL MEETING. 
PROCEEDINGS OF THE MISSIONARY UNION. 


The American Baptist Missionary Union held its fifty-sixth annual 
meeting in the First Baptist Church, corner of Broad and Arch Streets, 
Philadelphia, May 24,1870. The exercises commenced at 10 o'clock, 
A. M. 

The session was opened by the singing of the 854th hymn of the 
Psalmist, — ** Jesus shall reign where’er the sun.’ 

The President, M. B. Anderson, LL. D., read the Scriptures, and 
prayer was offered by Rev. Wm. Ward, of Assam. 

The President addressed the Union with words of greeting, and a 
review of the mission work and its prospects. 

In the absence of the Recording Secretary, Rev. Theron Brown, of 
Ms., was appointed Recording Secretary pro tempore. 

Rev. Messrs G. D. Boardman, D. D., J. S. Kennard, aul the Home 
Secretary were designated by the Chair as the Committee of Arrange- 
ments. 

It was voted that all the regular Committees be appointed by the 
Chair.

Rev. J. Wheaton Smith, of Pa., introduced the following Resolution. 
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Resolved, That a Committee of three be appointed to bear the follow- 
ing communication to the General Assembly of the Presbyterian 
Church, now in session in Philadelphia, and make all needful arrange- 
ments. 

The American Baptist Missionary Union to the General Assembly of the Presby- 
terian Church, greeting : — 

Dear Brethren, — In the Providence of God we are assembled in the same city, — 
a city whose name suggests a sentiment to which all Christian hearts respond. 

Should it seem desirable to you, we invite a union meeting of an hour, in which to 
mingle some words of mutual confidence, and send up our united supplication for 
the extension of our Redeemer’s kingdom in the Earth. 

Should this measure meet your approval, we suggest five o’clock this afternoon as 
the time, and the Beth Eden Church, Northwest corner of Broad and Spruce Streets, 
about midway in distance between our respective places of meeting, as the place. 


The Resolution was adopted, and the President nominated J. W. 
Smith, of Pa.,S. Colgate, of N. Y., and R. Turnbull, of Ct., as a Com- 
mittee of Conference and greeting to the General Assembly, bearing 
the above communication. 

The Committee of Arrangements reported as follows. 


REPORT. 

The Committee of Arrangements beg leave to report: 7 

1. That the Union adjourn at 12} o’clock and meet again at 2h o’clock, Pp, M.; 
afternoon session, adjourn at 5 o’clock, and that the evening session commence at 
7.45 o'clock. 

2. The Committee recommend that the annual sermon be delivered at half past 11 
o'clock, A. M., immediately after the presentation of the reports of the Treasurer 
and the Executive Committee. 

3. That Rev. M. J. Knowlton deliver an address this afternoon immediately after 
the opening of the session. 

5. That the election of Officers and Managers be assigned for half past four o'clock 
this afternoon. 

4. That the address be followed by reports of Commiitees. 

6. That the evening be devoted to business, and addresses from returned mission- 
aries and missionaries under appointment. 


Portions of the Annual Report for the Home Department were then 
read by the Home Secretary. 

The Foreign Secretary gave an abstract of the Report of the Execu- 
tive Committee for the Foreign Department, with explanations. 

The Foreign Secretary recommended the appointment of a special 
Committee on New Missions. 

Motion was made and passed for such appointment. The following 
were designated.

The following communication to the American Baptist Missionary 
Union was read to the meeting by Rev. Dr. Warren. 


Dayton, O., May 16, 1870. 
Rev. J. G. Warren: Dear Brother, — The first Baptist church of Dayton have 
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resolved unanimously to invite the Missionary Union to hold its annual meeting, by 
itself alone, with us in May, 1871; and they have instructed me, in the absence of 
the pastor, to communicate through you, this invitation to the Union. 

We have restricted our invitation to the Union, not because of any exclusive pref- 
erence for this over our other approved denominational Societies, but because we are 
unable to accommodate more than one Society at a time; and because we believe 
that separate meetings, considering the magnitude of these Societies and the vast ex- 
tent of our country, will promote the highest good of all. 

Done by order of the church. E. TuresuEer, Committee. 


The invitation was referred to the Committee on Place and Preacher. 

Religious services following next in the order of the day, the congre- 
gation sang three verses of hymn 853 of the Psalmist, — “ Great God, 
whose universal sway.” Prayer was offered by Rev. J. B. Taylor, 
D. D., of Va., Secretary of the Southern Baptist Board of Foreign Mis- 
sions. Rev. W. W. Everts, D. D., of Ill., then preached the Annual 
Sermon from Matt. 19: 28, —‘**Have followed me in the regeneration.” 

Voted, 'To dispense with the reading of the Treasurer’s Report. After 
prayer by Rev. E. L. Magoon, D. D., of Pa., the Union adjourned at 
half past 12 o’clock. 


AFTERNOON SESSION. 


The meeting was called to order by the President at half past 2 
o'clock. 

The hymn was sung, —* The morning light is breaking.” Prayer 
was offered by Rev. 1. Westcott, D. D., of Ct. 

Rev. M. J. Knowlton, of the Eastern China Mission, made an ad- 
dress, stating interesting facts connected with his mission. 

The Committee on inviting the Presbyterian General Assembly re- 
ported the following reply to the action of the Missionary Union in the 
forenoon, on the matter of a formal Conference with that body. 


A communication from the American Baptist Missionary Union of the United 
States, being read, it was — 

Resolved, ‘That the General Assembly cordially reciprocate the Christian courtesy 
and kindly feeling expressed by that body now in sessi .n in this city, and that we do 
appoint a committee of the following named commissioners to appear in that body 
and present our fraternal salutations.

REPORT. 


We pause for a few minutes in the business of our session to remember those who, 
during the year, have been cailed, one by one, from our ranks. The necrology of 
this year embraces the names of some of the most revered at home and abroad. 
There is something sad in the dying out of the generation of originators and leaders 
in any great and good cause. But we have reached in the history of our work the 
period when this must occur. Only a few of those who saw the beginning of our mis- 
sions, and were among its earliest friends and patrons, are to-day living; and each 
year will lessen the number, till soon not one of them will be left. But though the 
laborers fall, the cause survives and the Master lives, and our fellow-toilers who have 
gone from us have not ceased to be, but have passed on to purer fellowships and nobler 
activities. 

Heman Lincoln was identified with our missionary enterprise from its inception to 
the day of his death. When the call of Judson and Rice for help came from the far 
East, he was among the first whose ears caught the sound, and whose heart and whose 
purse responded to it. A subscription paper is still preserved, drawn up in 1813, and 
headed with equal sums by Thomas Baldwin, John Ripley, and Heman Lincoln, for 
the support of Mr. and Mrs. Judson. From that time onward to the day of his death, 
a period of more than fifty-six years, his zeal in the cause, thus early espoused, was 
constant and constantly increasing. He gave to it his counsels, his prayers, his liberal 
contributions, and his valuable services. It lived in his affections while anything had 
place there. For more than twenty years he filled the office of Treasurer, retiring 
from business with the express purpose of giving himself more exclusively to this 
service ; and he was chosen, on his resignation of the treasuryship, Chairman of the 
Executive Committee, an office which he held so long as he was able to leave his 
chamber. His decline was gradual, and he reached the grave through months of 
physical helplessness, in which, however, he was mercifully spared from acute suffer- 
ing. 

= Lincoln was born in Hingham, Ms., Jan. 7, 1779; was baptized by Dr. 
Baldwin, May 19, 1799. He died in Boston on the morning of Wednesday, Aug. 11, 
1869, in the 91st year of his age. 

The next one on the roll is the name of one who was as widely known and honored 
in his own denomination and out of it as any American Baptist. The intelligence, 
as it sped through the country and went abroad to foreign lands, that Baron Stow 
was dead, awakened sorrow in many thousands of hearts. Eminent as a preacher, 
wise in counsel, pure in life, he early took and maintained a prominent place in all 
our great denominational enterprises, and his influence was everywhere a power. 
Always intelligently and heartily interested in foreign missions, he was for thirty 
years a member of the Executive Committee, and for eight of these years Recording 
Secretary. Three times he was elected Corresponding Secretary ; but love for the 
pastor’s work led him in each case to decline. On the retirement of Dea. Lincoln, 
who had long presided over the Executive Committee, Dr. Stow was unanimously 
chosen to fill his place, and held the position till his death. Truly has it been said of 
him, “ He cared for missions as much as if the cares of a parish were not on him. 
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Every page of the Records at the Missionary Rooms bears the impress of his mind 
and heart, and a fearful chasm would yawn, should all that he has done for the cause 
of missions be eliminated. He has determined its entire working more than any 
other man. He will live in the missionary movement, not simply as remembered, but 
as an indestructible force, while that movement continues.” 

Baron Stow was born in Croydon, N. H., June 16, 1801. He graduated at 
Columbian College in 1825. His first settlement as pastor was in Portsmouth, in his 
native State, In 1832 he became pastor of the Baldwin Place church, Boston, and in 
1848 he removed to Rowe Street, now Clarendon Street church. His last illness 
was only for a few weeks, and, almost before he was missed from his accustomed 
walks, came the announcement of his death. 

From among the Board of Managers, one, the Rev. Leonard Tracy, of East Bethel, 
Vi., has been summoned. He was a good man, a faithful pastor, and a devoted 
friend of all the benevolent enterprises of the church. Though suddenly called, he 
was found ready and his end was peace. “ His sick-room was cheerful from the light 
reflected from his own faith and peace.” He was widely known, — and known only 
to be respected and loved. 

Among the laborers abroad who have been taken from their fields is the name of 
Rev. J. L. Douglass, for fifteen years an earnest and successful missionary in Burmah. 
He was greatly esteemed by the Executive Committee and by all who knew him at 
home, was beloved by his associates abroad, and revered by many whom he had been 
instrumental in winning to Christ. His death was preceded by only a brief illness, 
through which he was sustained and cheered by the presence of Him whose he was 
and whom he served. “If this be death,” said he, “it is easy to die. Once I 
dreaded it, but no longer. It is only to lie peacefully. and look at Jesus.” And a - 
little later, “ Tell my brethren, tell everybody, to look at Jesus, to labor for Him 
alone while life is given, and trust Him always.” 

J. L. Douglass was born on the 8th of Feb. 1823. He graduated at Union College 
in 1850. He was ordained in October of the same year at St. Ann, N. Y., and hav- 
ing remained as pastor there a short time, removed to Pittsburg, Pa. He was ac- 
cepted as a missionary in 1855, and reached Bassein in June of that year. Here, 
with the exception of a visit to this country, he continued to labor till summoned to 
his reward on the 23d of July, 1869. 

Still another missionary, honored and beloved, fell suddenly a victim of the cholera, 
in the very vigor of his manhood and height of his usefulness, Rev. Edward Payson 
Scott. He had been only seven years in the field, and gave promise of many years 
of increasing usefulness to come. But He in whose hands his life was, and to whom 
the cause is infinitely dearer than it can be to us, decided that his work was done. 
We cannot understand it, but we see through a glass darkly. The summons came 
when least expected, and with almost no premonition he was summoned to drop the 
sickle and enter into rest. 

Edward Payson Scott was born in Greensboro, Vt., in 1832. He studied at Knox 
College, Ill., and was a graduate of Hamilton Theological Institution. He sailed 
from Boston June 9, 1862, arriving at Nowgong the November following. His death 
occurred in Assam, May 18, 1869, after an illness of only twelve hours. 

And still another name is to be added, that of the saintly Mrs. Bronson, wife of 
Rev. Miles Bronson, missionary to Assam. For more than thirty years she had 
given evidence of her devotion to the cause by self-sacrificing service. Her influence 
was gentle, but constant and effective. Few women have exhibited greater facility 
in adapting themselves to the ever-varying phases of missionary life. Faithful as a 
wife and a mother, she did not neglect the great mission on which she was sent. 
Failing health decided her to seek rest in her native land; but she reached its shores 
only to step from it within the gates of the celestial city. On the 30th of September, 
1869, she fell asleep in Jesus without a struggle or a groan. 
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Ruth Montague Lucas, Mrs. Bronson, was born in Madison village, N. Y., Aug. 3, 
1813. She was married on the 7th of September, 1836, to the Rev. Miles Bronson, 
and on the 17th of the next month they sailed from Boston for Calcutta, on their way 
to Assam. Here for thirty-two years she lived and prayed and toiled. 

Were it not a departure from the custom restricting these obituary notices, we 
should gladly mention the names and deeds of some of the friends of the cause who 
have passed on during the year, and whose generous legacies have come to the 
treasury in the time of its greatest need. To such the silent gratitude of many hearts 
is given, and though dead they yet live in their example and in the fruits of their 
benefactions. 

But brethren, we see that the Great Reaper has gathered his sheaves from every 
portion of the field, from the Executive Committee, from the Board of Managers, 
from the generous contributors, and from the faithful toilers abroad. These vacant 
places in our missionary ranks are pleading with a voiceless eloquence for new re- 
cruits. Let the silent plea be responded to. “ The harvest is plenteous, the laborers 
are few. Pray ye therefore the Lord of the harvest” that He will send forth more 
laborers into His vineyard. 


The Committee on Place and Preacher reported Rev. Sumner R, 
Mason, D. D., of Ms., to preach the Annual Sermon, and Rev. T. D. 
Anderson, D. D., of N. Y., as his alternate ; the place of meeting to be 
Dayton, O., as per invitation; and the time, the fourth Tuesday in 
May, as fixed by the Constitution. ‘ 

An animated discussion followed on the Report, resulting in a division 
of the question. The meeting voted, 1. To accept so much of the Re- 
port as refers to date and preacher. 2. To commit the remainder toa 
special committee of fifteen, who shall report in the evening, the com- 
mittee to consist of the following individuals :

Report on New Fields. 


EVENING SESSION. 


Dr. Neale of Ms., led in prayer, and the President declared the Union adjourned 
to meet in the same place at 7:45, evening. 

The evening session was opened by the singing of the hymn, “ All hail the power of 
Jesus’ name.’’ 


A vote was passed to send a delegation to meet the Presbyterian General Assembly 
at their devotional services to-morrow morning, from 9 to 10. 


An interesting address followed by Rev. Wm. Ward, missionary to Assam. 


The special Committee on Place of Meeting next year reported as 
follows : — 
REPORT. 


The Committee on the next meeting of the Missionary Union beg leave to report : 

1. That we deem it highly important for our General Missionary Societies to hold 
their annual meetings at the same time and place. 

2. That the proper disposal of the business of the Missionary Union requires an 
annual meeting to continue for not less than two days. , 

8. That churches with which the meetings are held shall be expected to provide 
entertainment only for actual delegates, bearing written credentials from the churches 
or local associations which they represent ; and that all Life and Honorary members, 
who are not thus appointed delegates, shall be expected to provide for themselves. 

4. That there may be sufficient time to consider the various subjects which require 
attention, it will be wise, in the judgment of your Committee, hereafter to dispense 
with the Annual Sermon, and therefore it is recommended that the Union reconsider 
the vote passed this afternoon making provision for a sermon next year. 

5. ‘That we cheerfully accept the invitation to hold our next meeting in Dayton, 
0., provided that invitation is so modified as to conform to the recommendations of 
this report. 

And it is still further recommended that in case this is not done, the Union meet at 
such place as may be designated by the Executive Committee. 

Respectfully submitted. 

The report was adopted unanimously. 

The report of the Committee on new missions was read by Rev. Dr. 
Caldwell, of Rhode Island. 


REPORT. 


The Committee appointed by the Union to consider the question of occupying new 
fields of missionary work, especially in Southern Europe, ask leave to present a re- 

rt. 

P They must say, first of all, that no sufficient time is allowed by the brief period of 
the Annual Meeting to give proper and thorough consideration to the subject. They 
must at best present the crude results of a hurried and somewhat superficial examina- 
tion. 

They have considered this question only with reference to Spain and Greece, and 
only in connection with present opportunities, and agents now available on the field. 
They have also considered it in the light of the fact that our primary call and office is 
to evangelize heathen nations, and that already we have more work on hand among 
those nations than we are at present able to accomplish. 

The civil changes in Spain, and the virtual establishment of freedom of worship, 
have unquestionably prepared the way for a freer development of religious life, and 
the use of new evangelizing agencies. The labor of foreign Christians has found 
response and fruit. There are signs also of religious inquiry and movement among 
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the people themselves. As Baptists, and especially in our work as a Missionary 
Society, we watch with eager eye any indications of a predisposition for our senti- 
ments, or of the appearance of any native leaders already imbued with them. This 
would constitute a loud and unmistakable call for us to stretch out a helping hand, as 
we have already done in Germany and Sweden. But your Committee fail to dis- 
cover any distinct and decisive Providential opening of this kind which should call us 
off from labors aiready initiated and exigent in pagan countries. We must wait for 
the further ripening of events and opportunities in Spain, as in Italy, before inaugu- 
rating a deliberate missionary movement among their people. That the Executive 
Committee will listen to all reports, and institute inquiries and furnish a channel for 
the transmission of individual charities to Christian laborers there, is only a part of 
their province, and will be expected of them without instructions from the Union or 
its Board of Managers. 

It is some years since we have been actively engaged in missionary work in Greece. 
Much consecrated power has been expended on that field. Our best and noblest 
have given years to that famous and yet degenerate country. That we have the 
force at our disposal to employ in a fresh onset, or that any new promise invites us, 
does not appear. One of our early converts, for some years engaged in another 
service, with his wife, an American lady, is now free to undertake religious labor, and 
is engaged in it. How far the Executive Committee shall aid him may be safely left 
to their own judgment. Your Committee, so far as they have been able to consider 
the situation of affairs in Athens, do not feel justified in recommending the Union to 
instruct its Board to revive the Greek mission. . 

Your Committee recommend that the Union instruct the Board to hold itself in 
readiness to take advantage of any opening for missionary work on the Continent of 
Europe. 


The report was discussed at length and with much spirit, particularly 
on the question of occupying the Spanish field; but was finally adopted 
by a small majority. 

Rev. W. V. Garner, of Ms., moved that the portion of the vote to 
accept the report of the regular Committee on Place and Preacher, 
which relates to the annual sermon next year be rescinded, according 
to the recommendation of the special Committee of fifteen. 

Passed unanimously. 

Prayer was then offered by Rev. Wm. H. Parmly, D. D., of New 
Jersey, and the exercises of the fifty-sixth anniversary meeting of the 
Union closed.

Dear Brethren, — The present is a moment for the utmost frankness and Christian 
simplicity among the friends of foreign missions, and in this spirit [ make the follow- 
ing communication. 

After protracted deliberation I have reached the settled conviction that my time of 
official service in connection with the Missionary Union draws to a close, if indeed 
it be not already terminated.

Still I am in the hands of my brethren, and if 
they think it worth while to prolong for a brief period, such service as 1 may be able 
to render, it may not be right for me wholly to decline. 

It is proper I should add that I am prompted to this step by no dissatisfaction with 
any one of my brethren in or out of the Missionary Rooms, but simply by a desire 
that the Union should receive the most efficient service practicable. The missions I can 
never cease to love, and in some capacity I must labor for them so long as God shall 
give me strength.

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FIFTY-SIXTH ANNUAL REPORT. 


HOME DEPARTMENT. 


Mr. PReEsIDENT AND BRETHREN OF THE UNION: — 


At the close of another year of official service, the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Missionary Union desire to submit to the constituent body, 
convened in annual meeting, a detailed account of their doings, and a 
statement of the progress of the missions committed to their care. 


MISSIONARY ROOMS. 


The Committee met at their Room in Bedford Street on the first day 
of June last, and organized by the appointment of the Rev. Baron Stow, 
D. D., Chairman, and the Rev. Robert C. Mills, D. D., Recording Secre- 
tary. The Hon. John M.S. Williams declined to serve on the Com- 
mittee, and William T. Richardson, Esq., was chosen to supply his place. 
After the death of the Rev. Dr. Stow, hereafter referred to in this Re- 
port, the Rev. Samuel W. Foljambe was elected to fill the vacancy thus 
occasioned, and the Rev. Sumner R. Mason, D. D., was elected Chairman 
of the Committee. During the year the senior Corresponding Secretary, 
in charge of the Foreign Department, has suffered from impaired health, 
and for several weeks he was compelled to absent himself from the 
Rooms in the hope of restoring his former strength and spirits. Though 
not as fully restored as all his friends most ardently desire, he returned 
to his post about the beginning of the new year, and, to the full meas- 
ure of his strength, and beyond his strength, has given himself to the 
exacting duties of his station. 

It is no more than proper to make the statement here that the coun- 
sels of the Committee have been characterized by harmony of feeling 
and unanimity of action. The Committee have honestly endeavored to 
meet the requirements of the time, to distribute the means at their dis- 
posal with careful regard to the varying and multiplying wants of the 
different missions, and above all to seek the Divine guidance in all the 
measures which they have originated or sanctioned. And they find 
abundant occasion for rejoicing in the tokens of the Divine favor vouch- 
safed to our missions in Europe, Asia, and Africa. While we devoutly 
ascribe all the spiritual successes of the year to God, who is now as He 
has been in all ages, the sole efficiency of His people, we yet esteem 
it a peculiar felicity that we have been permitted to stand in so near re-

lations to these gracious displays of the renovating power of the Spirit. 
** Not unto us, not unto us, O Lord, but unto thy Name be glory.” 


THE CORPORATE POWERS OF THE UNION. 


Until a very recent period it was most confidently held that the cor- 
porate powers of the Union, originally derived under the laws of Penn- 
sylvania, and more recently ratified and confirmed by the Legislature 
of Massachusetts, were ample for all the purposes of a corporate ex 
istence, and that they would be so recognized in all the States of this 
Union, so as to enable us to take and hold all mortuary gifts, made in 
proper form, whether of the nature of bequests or devises. But the 
doctrine has recently been set up in New York that no Foreign Cor- 
poration, by which is meant corporations not chartered under the laws 
of that State, can take a devise within its limits. The will in reference 
to which this question arose was duly admitted to probate, and the 
property, consisting of a dwelling-house and lot in the village of Hamil- 
ton, Madison County, was in the usual course of administration vested 
in the Union. After we had contracted to sell the premises, the heirs 
at law commenced proceedings to obtain possession, on the ground that 
the Union as a Foreign Corporation can not take real estate by will in 
New York. The question was a new and startling one, and there were 
circumstances which seemed to make it our duty if possible toé main- 
tain our title to the estate. The case is now in the Court of Appeals. 
We think the law ought not to be as claimed by the heirs at law, and 
we are not without hope that the court of last resort will decide that 
it is not so. But to avoid all future question of this sort, the Com- 
mittee applied to the Legislature of New York at its recent session, 
and obtained an act empowering us to take by gift, grant, and devise, 


subject to the provisions of the statute of wills, in words and figures fol- 
lowing : — 


An AcT IN RELATION TO “THE AmeRICAN Baptist Missionary UNION.” 


The People of the State of New York, represented in Senate and Assembly, do 
enact as follows : — 

Section 1, The corporation created by the laws of the State of Pennsylvania, and 
known by the name and style of “ The American Baptist Missionary Union,” shall be 
capable of taking by gift, devise, or bequest, subject to all provisions of law relating to 
devises and bequests, any real or personal property, and may hold and convey the 
same for the uses and purposes of the said corporation ; provided that the annual in- 
come of the real estate so held by the said corporation in the State of New York, at 
any one time, shall not exceed the sum of twenty thousand dollars. 


SxcTion 2. This act shall take effect immediately. 


OBITUARY. 


While we have found so much occasion to be glad on account of the 
progress of our great work, we have had frequent occasion to deplore 
the loss of those who have loved it and wrought in it. 

On the very day of our last annual meeting, while we were engaged 
in our high deliberations, one of our most devoted and efficient mission- 
aries was writhing in the agonies of Asiatic cholera, and ere the day closed 
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he was cold in death. Thus, at Nowgong, in Assam, passed away 
the Rev. Edward Payson Scott, in the fresh strength of his manhood 
and just as he was girding himself anew for his chosen service. Mr, 
Scott was a man of sincere piety, of sound judgment, and of great 
aptness for his work. His mission to the Mikirs opened auspiciously, 
and we cherished the hope that he would be spared to see it attain a 
more positive character of success. That hope is cut off, but his hope 
is realized, and he now exults in the fruition of heaven. 

The Rev. John L. Douglass, of the Burman Department in Bassein, 
died in that city of fever, July 23, 1869. Mr. Douglass had approved 
his character as a missionary by many years of laborious and fruitful 
service. His genial spirit ne MnP him to his associates, while his Chris- 
tain integrity commended him to their confidence. He was abundant in 
labors, unselfish in aim, and zealous in spirit. He gave himself and his 
substance to the cause of missions. His death leaves a chasm in the 
ranks marshalled for the overthrow of heathenism, though it has added 
another to the company of the blood-washed in heaven. 

And yet another must be added to the roll of our missionary wor- 
thies; Mrs. Ruth Montague Bronson, wife of the Rev. Miles Bronson, 
D. D., of the Assam Mission. This gentle but heroic spirit passed into 
rest at Elmira, N. Y., Sept. 30, 1869. Mrs. Bronson had been the 
companion, comforter, and helper of her now bereaved husband during 
the whole period of his missionary service, and had borne her lot, 
whether of toil or privation, bravely and well. The sweetness of her 
disposition, the constancy of her purpose, and the quiet force of her 
character, combined with earnest love for the cause of missions and an 
unquenchable desire for the salvation of the heathen, rendered her con- 
spicuous at once in the endearments of domestic life and in the activities 
of missionary work, 

Death reaps his harvest from all lands and from all ages. The Hon. 
Heman Lincoln, who sustained a continuous official connection with the 
Union of nearly forty-five years, died at his late residence in Boston on 
the 11th of August last, in the ninety-first year of his age. He was 
among the earliest friends and supporters of the missionary enteyprise 
in this country, and few men in our home field have served the cause with 
clearer intelligence or purer zeal. He was elecfed Treasurer in 1824, 
and held this responsible place nearly twenty-two years, not only dis- 
charging its proper duties, but taking upon himself other laborious ser- 
vices, all of which he performed without pecuniary compensation. After 
his retirement from the Treasurership he was chosen a member of the 
Executive Committee, a trust which he continued to fill till age and 
infirmity confined him to the chamber whence he was borne to his 
burial. He was the Chairman of the Executive Committee during 
twenty-three consecutive years. His large experience, his integrity, 
his urbanity, and his clear perception of the business in hand, together 
with his deep and conscientious piety, conspired to make him a most effi- 
cient presiding officer and a safe counsellor. Having given the better 
strength of his long and useful life to this service, he evinced his abid- 
ing love for the cause by a testamentary gift, from an estate already 
much diminished by his life-long devotion to its interests, of two thou-

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sand dollars to the Union. A wise, just, and good man, full of years 
and full of honor, has passed into rest. 

Scarcely had the grave closed over the honored form of Mr. 
Lincoln, when his old associate in our missionary counsels, his pastor, 
his friend, the Rev. Baron Stow, D. D., was released from earth to join 
him in heaven. Dr. Stow died at his late residence in Boston on the 
morning of December 27, 1869, in the 69th year of his age. For a 
period of about forty-four years he had been intimately be al to the 
cause of Foreign Missions, and during the last thirty-seven years he was 
either a member of the acting Board or of the Executive Committee. 
Conscientious, painstaking, and judicious ; always keen to mark the shift- 
ing currents of opinion and zealous for the cause of missions, he was at 
once conservative and progressive, while the rare faculty by which he 
was able to seize and ouhale in proper form the best substance of the 
variant and often conflicting suggestions of other minds, conspired to make 
him one of the most practical and influential members of the Committee. 
Besides these invaluable services in the Committee room, he was largely 
influential in shaping the organic structure, and practical relations of the 
Missionary Union. When his revered friend, Deacon Lincoln, was 
compelled by age and infirmity to retire from the Chairmanship of the 
Committee, the high character, the long service, and the Christian affa- 
bility of Dr. Stow pointed him out as the proper person to fill the chair 
which had been so much honored by the late incumbent. We sadly 
miss his presence in the Committee, always so constant and inspiring ; 
we sorely need his counsel in the perplexities so often cast upon us. 
His work was done faithfully and well. The call was sudden, but the 
"eo had been long, and he has gone to inherit the joy of his 

ord. 

We are also called to lament the death of an honored member of the 
Board of Managers, a contemporary and intimate friend of Dr. Stow, 
the Rev. Leonard Tracy, of Bethel, Vermont, who died in November 
last, after a brief illness, ripe in grace as well as in years. Mr. Tracy 
was a Christian gentleman of the old school, and a man of every way 
estimable qualities. A good preacher, a faithful man, a judicious ad- 
viser has been taken from our assemblies, and we are left to say, in 
view of these repeated visitations, ‘‘ Help, Lord, for the godly man 
ceaseth.”” 

The obituary notices of these Reports have ordinarily been confined 
to those who were, at the time of their death, officially connected with 
the Union in some department of its labors. But peculiar benefactions 
to our work, from some who were not of us in this sense, not even, in 
some cases, ecclesiastically with us, seem to demand that we should 
recognize their beneficence by recording their names in these pages. 

The Rev. John D. Sweet, late of Somerville, Mass., a young minis- 
ter of enlightened views and active piety, having a short time before 
his death effected insurance on his life to the amount of $10,000, as- 
signed the policies to the Missionary Union, stipulating that the amount 
accruing on the said policies after his death should be invested as a 
fund, and that the entire income, after the déath of his wife, should be 
annually used for the general purposes of the Union. Sooner than 
he thought, too soon for the world which so much needs the light of 
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sincere piety, and the incentives of self-denying example, our friend - 
was called from his work to his reward. In the midst of his activities a 
he was seized by a disease which terminated in death in less than two 
days from the first attack, August 9th, 1869. The whole sum repre- 
sented by the policies has been paid into the Treasury, and has been in- 

. vested according to his directions. The large sum he has left to yield 
its annual income for the cause of Missions, illustrates the possibilities 
of beneficence which lie in the rugged and barren path of poverty. : 

During this year we have received notice of the decease of three 
sainted women, two of them members of the Reformed Dutch Church, j 
and the third a communicant of the Protestant Episcopal Church, who 
left bequests to the Union, amounting in the aggregate to about $30,000. 
Let us gratefully record the names of Ann James, relict of Edwin 
James, of precious memory, late of Albany, N. Y., Mary Jones, of 
Newark, N. J., whose gift is in memory of a pious mother, who 
watched the dawn of our missions and loved them to the last; and 
Margaret Crozer Bucknell, the late beloved wife of William Bucknell, 
Esq., of Philadelphia. These gifts and the pious motives which 
prompted them, are worthy of commemoration, and we record the names 

of the givers, not so much to honor them, as to signalize that divine 
charity which rises superior to denominational limits, and is destined 
at last to make the people of God one. , |

RECEIPTS AND EXPENDITURES, 


The gross receipts of the Treasury for the year were $200,953.80; ; 
while the expenditures amounted to $220,560.26, leaving a balance 7. 
against the Union of $19,606.46. ° 4 
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The amount received from Donations was $160,640.97 ; from Lega- 
cies $19,267.38; and from other sources $21,045.45. Of the amount 
included under the last head, $10,271.10 came from the American and 
Foreign Bible Society, $4,500 of it consisting of grants made through 
that Society to our Missions in Germany and Sweden for Scriptures by 
the American Bible Society. Additional grants from the same source 
have been made to the Swedish, French, and Teloogoo Missions, amount- 
ing in all to $3,000, a part of which only has yet come to hand, 
and that came too late to be included in the account of the last year, 
These grants proved very timely, and showed the true relation of Bible 
Societies to the work of Missions. 

The Donations and Legacies were derived as follows : Maine, $4,801.-

ESTIMATES. 


The progress of our work among the Teloogoos and the absolute im- 
portance of providing schools as well as Scriptures for the multitudes 
that are coming to a knowledge of the truth ; the necessity of still far- 
ther reénforcements for Burmah; the demands created by the hopeful 
movement in Africa, and the openings which solicit our attention in 
other lands, with the ordinary grants to France, Germany, and 
Sweden, will require a very large outlay during the current year. 
We ought to have at least $250,000. With less than this amount our 
missions must be crippled and hindered. Who can assure us that we 
shall obtain it ? 


COLLECTION DISTRICTS. 


The Collection Districts remain the same as last year, with a single 
change. Western New York has been constituted a separate District, 
the old Central District having been contracted to the River counties 
of New York and Eastern New Jersey. Rev. J. B. Pixley has been 
appointed District Secretary for Western New York, and is meeting 
wit!i an encouraging measure of success. Rev. G. H. Brigham having 
retired from the Middle District, Rev. Thomas Allen was appointed to 
succeed him. He entered on his duties early in the last summer, and 
shows himself an efficient workman in the vineyard. 

The Committee believe that the time has arrived for the establish- 
ment of a new District embracing all the territory beyond the Missis- 
sippi. ‘There is a vast and rich region destined soon to be influential in 
the political, social, and religious scale, and it seems wise to sow early the 
seeds from which our future harvests dre to come. It is scarcely to be 
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expected that the immediate returns to our Treasury of such an agency 
will be very considerable ; but the facts of our missionary work, sowed 
broadcast in the virgin soil, and the interest awakened in it, will yield 
fruit in the end. We must keep in view that the fundamental idea of 
our present system of Home culture is education, imparting knowledge 
to our people and training them to habits of giving. Itis time to begin 
this work in that vast trans-Mississippi region, already open, and soon to 
be peopled by millions. 


The New England States comprise the Eastern District, which is 
under the immediate charge of the Home Secretary. The interest in 
the cause of missions is on the increase in the larger part of this District, 
though the receipts have fallen a little short of last year. The dona- 
tions of the year were $59,582.99 and the legacies were $10,627.82, 
making an aggregate of $70,210.81. A more thorough canvass of the 
States of New Hampshire, Vermont, and Connecticut would secure a 
large increase of receipts ; but it is hoped that this result may be secured 
without any piiiiendtapa: through the codperation of the pastors. 
In this District, if anywhere, the present system of collection will be ef- 
fective. So far itseems to have worked well, and we are disposed to 
trust to it for a still more satisfactory development of the benevolence of 
the churches. 


Tue Centra District, as before stated, has undergone an import- 
ant change during the year, but it still yields large returns. It is still 
under the able supervision of Rev. Orrin Dodge, who has been able to 
pursue his labors without interruption, and who has everywhere been 
kindly received by pastors and churches. He has travelled about 10,000 
miles, visited 151 churches, attended 11 associations, delivered 157 ser- 
mons and missionary addresses, written about 800 letters, part of them 
accompanying circulars, and received and accounted to the Treasurer for 
$35,668.69. The whole sum received from the District during the year 
was $39,421.49, of which $5,100 were from legacies. Mr. Dodge 
reports that there is no diminution in the District of interest in for- 
eign missions. The cause has a strong hold on the sympathies of the 
people, and there seems to be no reason why we may not hope to reap 
an increasing annual harvest. 


Tue Western New York District, including that portion of the 
State west of the Chenango and Mohawk valleys, north to the Adiron- 
dacks and Lake Ontario, has been set off during the year, Rev. J. B. 
Pixley, formerly Mr. Dodge’s Assistant, District Secretary. It was 
thought that Mr. Pixley would be more effective, if charged with the 
cultivation of a well-defined field. The plan of setting off this portion 
of the State also embraced the idea of cultivating the churches of On- 
tario, where there is no stated agency, except that of the efficient 
Secretary of the Canadian Foreign Missionary Society, Rev. William 
Stewart, B. A., of Toronto, who, as the pastor of a large church, is able 
to give but little personal attention to the work of collection. Owing to 
the presence of Rev. John McLaurin in the Province during the greater 
portion of the year, it has not been necessary for Mr. Pixley to extend 
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his personal labors so far. He will probably find it necessary to do this 
another season. The whole sum realized for this District during the 
last year, not including Canada, is $10,356.74. If, according to the 
original design, we include the Canadian donations, the gross sum would 


be $12,162.94. 


Tue Sournern District, comprising the same territory as heretofore, 
is still under the supervision of the Rev. J. V. Ambler. Owing to local 
causes and the stringency in the money market, there has been a slight 
falling off in the amount collected in the District during the year. The 
Secretary has been abundant in labor, having visited 200 churches, 
attended 14 associations and conventions, delivered 130 sermons and ad- 
dresses, written 750 letters, and sent out over 2,000 circulars. He speaks 
of the cordial codperation of the pastors among whom he has gone, and 
finds no occasion for discouragement. The whole sum collected in the 
District is $18,683.48, of which $541.48 were from legacies. Rev. Dr. 
Kincaid has rendered valuable assistance during a part of the year. 


Tue Mrippre District, covering the same territory as last year, 
which suffered a check the previous year on account of the ill health of 
the District Secretary, the Rev. George H. Brigham, was subjected to 
a still further loss by his retirement from the service at the beginning 
of the present year. The Rev. Thomas Allen, formerly missionary to 
Burmah, was chosen as his successor, and as soon as possible entered the 
field, which he has worked with efficiency. He has been only ten 
months engaged in the service, but has travelled 9,349 miles, attended 
18 associations, visited and presented the cause of missions to 80 churches, 
made 61 addresses on the subject of missions, spoken to 34 Sunday- 
schools, written 674 letters, and sent out 592 circulars. The whole 
amount collected in the District this year is $10,671.22, a very cheering 
advance on the receipts of the previous year, which, considering the 
stagnation in business and the closeness of money, is creditable to the 
energy of the Secretary, and the activity of the people. 


Tue Western District, embracing the same vast area as formerly, is 
still under the charge of the Rev. S. M. Osgood and the Rev. C. F. 
Tolman. They have found the year one of great difficulty and per- 
plexity. In some portions of the District the corn crop was almost cut 
off, while the large reduction in the price of wheat and the consequen 
scarcity of money, conspired to make collections for missions very diffi- 
cult. The entire amount collected from the District during the year is 
$23,968.10, of which nearly two fifths came in during the month of 
March. The number of contributing churches in the District is 621, 
which is 49 more than the previous year. The summary of labor per- 
formed in the District is as follows: miles travelled 28,805, public meet- 
ings attended 60, churches visited 1,641, addresses delivered 327, letters 
written 3,524, collections received and remitted $22,930.60, which, with 
the amount sent directly to the Treasurer, makes the aggregate given 
above. The accustomed effort has been made to circulate the period- 
icals. The Rev. A. T. Rose performed valuable service in the District 
during the closing months of the year. 
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There is no doubt that an intelligent interest in missions is growing 
in the West ; but with the constant and imperative claims for church 
building and other means of home culture, among a rapidly — 
opulation, a large portion of which is foreign, it may not be expecte 
that the contributions to our Treasury from this District will at once 
compare favorably with those of the Eastern States. The Secretaries 
are hopeful, however, both in view of what has actually been achieved 


and of the prospect of future growth. 


Tue Dominion OF CANADA continues and increases its sympathy and 
codperation. The brethren of the Province of Ontario have not only 
remitted through their Treasurer, Thomas 8. Shenston, Esq., a large 
amount of money, but they have sent two more choice spirits to the 
heathen — the Rev. John McLaurin and wife. Our Treasurer has re- 
ceipted to Mr. Shenston for $1,806.20, in addition to which the churches 
of Ontario contributed a sum ranging from $700 to $1,000 for the outfit 
of Mr. and Mrs. McLaurin. We recognize the efficient codperation of 
the Canadian Foreign Missionary Society, of which the Rev. William 
Stewart, B. A., of Toronto, is the Secretary. 

We are happy to state that during the year codperative relations have 
been formed with the Foreign Mission Board of Nova Scotia, New 
Brunswick, and Prince Edward’s Island. The Union has adopted the 
missionaries of the Board, the Rev. William George and wife, assigning 
them to service with the Rev. A. R. R. Crawley in the Henthada Mis- 
sion, and the Board remits funds for their support through our Treasury. 
Our brethren of the Provinces thus secure a field of effective labor with- 
out incurring the expense of compounds, dwellings, chapels, school- 
houses, ete., and we reap the advantage of securing the aid of promisin 
laborers, and of wider sympathies. The amount paid by the Provincial 
Board into our Treasury the first year of this propitious arrangement is 
$2,429.91, besides the outfit of the missionaries, an amount which 
evinces commendable liberality on the part of the churches of those 
Provinces. : 
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FOREIGN DEPARTMENT. 
GENERAL SURVEY. 


” Changes still go on in the ranks of the laborers. The following are 
worthy of notice :— 

Rev. Charles E. Becker, a member of the Senior class at the Crozer 
Theological Seminary ; Rev. R. E. Neighbor, late pastor of the Bap- 
tist church at St. Charles, Ill., and a graduate of the University of 
Chicago; Rev. William George, of Nova Scotia, for some time con- 
nected with Acadia College ; Mr. Edwin Bullard, a member of the Senior 
class at the Newton Theological Seminary, and a son of a former mis- 
sionary of this body; and Rev. Miner R. Deming, a former graduate of 
Newton, and several years pastor of the Baptist church at ~ Marlboro’, 
Mass., have all received appointments as missionaries of tlie Union. 
Messrs. George and Becker have been designated to labor among the 
Burmans, Mr. Neighbor among the Mikirs of Assam ; the fields of labor 
of the other two remain to be fixed. Miss Maria Bronson has also 
been appointed assistant missionary to her father. 

Since the last annual meeting, the following-named -persons have set 
out for your Eastern missions, and all except the last named, are known 
to have reached their destination in good health, and with high expecta- 
tions of usefulness: viz. Rev. A. R. R. Crawley, Rev. Miles Bronson 
and daughter, Rev. E. B. Cross, Rev. J. R. Haswell, Rev. Melvin 
Jameson, Rev. Stephen B. Rand, Rev. John McLaurin, and Rev. 
William George, with their wives. Most of them were with you at 
the last anniversary, and contributed much to the interest of the oc- 
casion. All except Mr. George proceeded to their fields of !abor by “ the 
overland route,” it having been found impracticable to secure, at the 
proper time for sailing, suitable ships by the Cape passage. Mr. 
George and wife sailed in January, direct for Calcutta. 

Several of your mission families have found it necessary, after years 
of wearing toil, to return to their native land. Of this number are Rev. 
Miles J. Knowlton, from the Eastern China, and Rev. J. W. Johnson, 
from the Southern China Mission, Rev. D. L. Brayton from Burmah, 
and Rev. William Ward from Assam. Mrs. Dr. Dean and Mrs. Stod- 
dard found it important, on account of impaired health, to seek a 
change ; and Mrs. Rose, with her children, has joined her husband in 
this country. The last named came in company with her parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. Brayton, and ail, except those from Assam, came by Cali- 
fornia, crossing the Pacific by the American line of steamers. They 
have generally been inclined to stop and refresh themselves on the Pa- 
cific Coast, and Messrs. Johnson, Brayton, and Rose, with their families, 
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are now there; which fact accounts for their absence from the meet- 
ings Mr. Johnson, with great acceptance to those for whom he has 
labored, and to the relief of your treasury, has supplied the Baptist church 
in Petaluma during the past winter. We hope to greet in person all 
these honored brethren and sisters in due time. 

In looking over your numerous and extensive mission fields, the Ex- 
ecutive Committee are gratified to observe everywhere signs of ad- 
vancement. 

Among these signs in the Swedish Mission, three are deserving 
of distinct mention ; first, the progress made by the Gospel in Fin- 
land, converts having been multiplied among its inhabitants, the or- 
dinance of. baptism administered in its waters for the first time in accord- 
ance with New Testament teachings and by a subject of the govern- 
ment, and the Lord’s Supper celebrated by baptized believers in the very 
heart of the kingdom; second, the publication at Stockholm, by Mr. 
Drake, as a personal enterprise, yet under the advice of his brethren, of 
a weekly newspaper, political and religious in its character, and adapted 
to disseminate those ideas which lie at the foundation of a free State and 

-a voluntary Church ; third, the choice in the First Baptist church of that 
city, by popular vote, of a pastor, accompanied by a pledge to pay him 
astipulated amount as salary, the first instance of the kind, so far as we 
are informed, among your mission churches in Europe. 

Jn the German Mission we chronicle with approval the inauguration 
of a movement towards establishing a Baptist College at Hamburg, in 
which preachers and pastors may be trained for this work. Already a 
third story has been added to the old chapel building for the purpose of 
dormitories, and the school is to be opened the approaching autumn. 
Twenty young men, approved by the churches, are known to be eager 
at once to avail themselves of its opportunities. Within the year Mr. 
Oncken has made a missionary journey far to the southeast, through 
Austria and Hungary, penetrating Southern Russia quite on to the 
Black Sea, and, on his return, sweeping around through parts of Tur- 
key. On the way he found numerous groups of German emigrants to 
whom he preached the gospel, instructing inquirers, baptizing believ- 
ers, and forming churches. In one instance he organized a church of 
native Russians, and everywhere found openings for the introduction of 
a pure religion. 

If the progress of a simple Christianity in France is not rapid, it is 
nevertheless sure. The workmen are steadfast and earnest. Within 
the last few years an interest has sprung up in favor of the mission, on 
the part of our American brethren visiting Paris, or residing there for 
purposes of business, and the last year has witnessed a marked increase 
of that interest. Among its significant indications are promises of 
money in considerable amounts by sundry wealthy persons, to be ex- 
pended, whenever the proper time shall come, in the erection of a 
chapel for the use of the Baptist Church jn that centre of European in- 
fluence. The Executive Committee have been watching this move- 
ment, and they are of the opinion that the time has come when its sig- 
nificance and force should be tested by an effort to raise the required 
funds and erect the much-needed building. They are also of the opin- 
ion that it should be conducted on a separate basis by a distinct agency, 
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and they have already gone so far as to invite an honored brother to 
superintend and carry it forward to completion. We are not yet in- 
formed whether he will undertake the service. 

Your Committee have not been idle or indifferent spectators of what 
has been going on a few years past in the countries bordering on the 
Mediterranean, Italy, Spain, and Greece. In several instances they 
have been applied to for assistance in carrying forward missionary opera- 
tions, and more than one person has directly offered himself for appoint- 
ment to labor in those fields. For various reasons they have not felt au- 
thorized to respond in the manner desired to these applications, but have 
uniformly given expression to words of encouragement and hope. In 
the autumn, correspondence was opened with Rev. William I. Knapp, at 
present residing in the city of Madrid, Spain ; and he was requested to 


furnish such facts in regard to the field as would form the foundation: 


for intelligent action on the part of the Union and the Board of Man- 
agers at the present meeting. It is out of the power of the Executive 
Committee to establish a mission, without the sanction of the Board pre- 
viously given. At a later period the Committee deemed themselves 
warranted in appropriating $500 towards defraying the expenses of a 
delegation to Madrid, the object being to explore the field and bring 
out to view those features which call for agencies distinctively Bap- 
tist. 

Some months ago the Committee also authorized the Treasurer to re- 
ceive and transmit, outside of his official account, any moneys which 
individuals might wish to forward to laborers in Spain or Greece, the 
object being to place within the reach of all such facilities as the Union 
possesses for a safe and prompt medium of transmission. 

The blessing of God on the African Mission has been great beyond 
all precedent. The Spirit from on high has been poured down, a general 
revival of religion been enjoyed in the church, and the work of 
grace extended, at many points, among the native Africans of different 
tribes. The preachers who have been longest in the country are unani- 
mous in saying that never before have they witnessed anything in ex- 
tent and power to be compared with it. The set time to favor Zion 
seems indeed to have come, and the Executive Committee cannot for- 
bear to add the expression of their solemn conviction, that at this junc- 
ture a most weighty responsibility rests on the Missionary Union in ref- 
erence to this part of your undertaking. It were well for you to listen 
to the detailed statements coming up from this quarter, and take time 
for such deliberations as should at once result in planting a school of the 
prophets in the Republic of Liberia. The pupils for such a school are 
there, some of the teachers are also there ; other teachers and the means 
to support all are here. Ought not your portion to be forthcoming ? 

Turning our attention now for a moment to the Asiatic Missions, we 
read with a half-doubting, half-believing amazement, the record of 628 
baptisms among the Teloogog of Southern India, 66 baptisms among 
the Garos of the Brahmaputra valley, 629 baptisms reported among the 
Karens of Burmah, 97 baptisms among the hard-hearted Burmans them- 
selves, a much larger proportion to the whole number of converts than 
among the Karens — and last, though not least worthy of note, 81 bap- 
tisms among the Chinamen, showing us that these last are not beyond 
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the renewing power of the Holy Spirit. In these items we see the evi- 
dences of fruit gathered. We can take it in our hands, hold it up to 
view, regale our taste and satisfy our appetite with it, and so let it min- 
ister to us the needed stimulus and strength. But whoever will take 
these records that follow, read, study, and carefully digest them, com- 
paring part with part, and gathering up all the threads of evidence into 
one grand argument, shall see and know that your missions, even the 
least fruitful of them, are becoming every day more pervading and 
more resistless in their power, sending out wave after wave against the 
massive bulwarks of superstition and idolatry ; and that, while too quiet 
and too unobtrusive to be accurately measured, for that very reason their 
influence is the more mighty and the more sure in the end to prevail. 
“The God of missions” is in them, and * His word shall not return 
unto Him void.” 

In closing these observations, introductory to the report on the For- 
eign Department, the Executive Committee cannot forbear to give utter- 
ance in a somewhat formal manner to the opinion, that the vital interests 
of the undertaking committed to your care are in danger of suffering 
by the rapid manner in which you pass over the business of the an- 
nual meeting. You do not allow yourselves sufficient time for delibera- 
tion. In an enterprise like this, involving so many and delicate relations, 
having so many different parts, more or less intimately related to one 
another, reaching out to the ends of the earth, and having to do with a 
score of different countries, and as many different tribes and races 
through all coming time; an enterprise, moreover, carried on in times 
like the present, when the most distant parts of the globe are brought 
quickly together, and the most strange and dissimilar peoples are rudely 
thrown into contact, questions of: the gravest concern will be constantly 
arising, which for their proper settlement require the combined intelli- 
gence and piety of the friends of missions. There is upon you at this mo- 
ment the question of opening new missions in Southern Europe. It might 
well occupy one full session of this body, after the presentation of an 
elaborate report by a wise and judicious committee. There is the ques- 
tion of a training school in the Republic of Liberia, already hinted at. 
There is the “China Problem,” so called, which this body cannot, 
without positive guilt, fail to contribute its share in solving. This mo- 
ment the question is urgent, whether the aspect now presented by that 
government to the civilized world, together with the rush of its subjects 
to this country, should not suggest and demand a modification in the 
mode of evangelization, or at the least a change in the base of operations, 
inducing us, perhaps, to plant our main force on the east instead of the 
west side of the Pacific Ocean. 

And then who shall say, that the wonderful work of God among the 
Teloogoos does not demand at this time something more at your hands 
than a prayer of thanksgiving and a song of praise? Ought you not to 
have time enough and patience enough to put your hearts and heads to- 
gether for a little space over the question of demands and supplies, 
while here and now you shall devise the spirit of a truly Christian con- 
secration, and liberal things for those “little ones,”” whom God has so 
signally shown His willingness to call His sons and daughters? 

These we mention as only a few of the instances that now press them- 
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selves on our attention. Are all these weighty matters to be disposed 
of in a day? or are they to be passed over in silence? By either course 
you will, in our deliberate judgment, prove recreant to the trust com- 
mitted to you, a trust that an angel of light might well covet. 


ASIATIC MISSIONS. 


BURMAH. 


The Burmah Baptist Missionary Convention assembled in the city of 
Rangoon for its fourth anniversary, on the 30th of October last. The 
body organized by the choice of Dr. Wade as President, Drs. Binney 
and Stevens, with Ko Eing and Po Kway, as Vice-Presidents, I. D, 
Colburn, Corresponding Secretary, D. A. W. Smith, Sau Tav and Ko 
Yah Koke, Recording Secretaries, and D. L. Brayton, ‘Treasurer, 
Standing Committee, Messrs. Bennett, J. M. Haswell, Van Meter, 
Carpenter, E. O. Stevens, and Cushing, with six native brethren. 

The committee on the roll reported the names of 15 missionaries, 26 
native ordained preachers, 47 unordained preachers, and 17 delegates of 
churches, as entitled to a seat in the Convention, representing all the 
stations in Burmah except Tavoy. Other friends were in attendance, 
to the number of 423, making a total of 523. The religious services and 
the order of business were essentially the same as in previous years, — 
the native brethren bearing a full share in preaching, conducting prayer- 
meetings, presenting reports, and deliberating on important subjects. 
Everything passed off harmoniously, and all seemed to feel that prog- 
ress had been made. 

The amount of money contributed by churches and individuals, in- 
cluding missionaries and English residents, was somewhat over Rs. 
2,500, — equal to about $1,100. This sum the Standing Committee ex- 
pended on eleven native preachers and five schools. There has been a 
steady and marked increase in the funds from year to year, — those of 
the last year being about five times greater than the sum realized the 
first year. 

The schools aided were the Karen Normal School, under the care of 
Mr. Brayton, and the Theological Seminary, both in Rangoon ; the 
Karen Normal School of Tavoy, conducted by Mr. Norris ; the Burmese 
Girls’ Boarding-school, in the care of Miss Haswell at Maulmain ; and 
the Kyen School under the supervision of Mr. Stevens at Prome. In 
several of these cases, funds were appropriated in accordance with the 
wish of the donors ; while in others, as the Girls’ Boarding-school, and 
the Tavoy Normal School, the committee acted on its own judgment. 

Of the preachers supported by the Convention, ten were Karen and 
one Kyen,—this last being under the direction of Mr. Stevens, of 
Prome. Of the others, one was Sa Quine, Pwo Karen missionary in Up- 
per Siam, two were in the Sitang valley, two in Toungoo, two in the 
Red Karen country, and two in the Rangoon and Dallah districts. All 
seem to have labored with a good spirit: but so far, without any very 
marked success, unless those among the Red Karens be an exception. 
At that point some impression has been made. 
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The report of the Standing Committee refers in fitting terms to the 
removal by death of brethren Douglass and Scott, from the ranks of the 
foreign laborers, and of the venerable Dea. Lincoln, a life-long friend of 
missions and of missionaries, from the counsels and toils of the home field. 

In the report of Dr. Binney on the state and prospects of the Karen 
Theological Seminary, we notice with pleasure the following sugges 
tions : — 

“1. Whether we might not make some provision for general educa- 
tion for Karens, by which this Institution might be relieved of that de- 
partment. 

“2. Whether some effort might not be commenced for the support 
of pupils, either by scholarship, by associational effort, or by inducing 
parents aud churches to do more for their own sons while here. 

“3. Would it not be well annually to appoint a committee of five, 
seven, or more, in which the native element should be largely repre- 
sented, who, singly or together, would occasionally visit this institution, 
not for special examinations, but to become more intimately acquainted 
with all connected with its usual operation, and to make to us such sug- 
gestions as might from time to time be thought desirable.” 

The annual report of the Standing Committee, after setting forth in 
strong terms the one great end of the Convention, viz., the evangeliza- 
tion of all the tribes of Burmah, proceeds in the following strain : — 

“ For the attainment of this object, we recognize two chief agencies 
to be relied on with the blessing of God; namely, preachers of the word 
and Christian education ; and the former as the chief of the two. 

* But how shall men be obtained for the work of preaching? We all 
agree, that unless called of God, no one is fit for the preacher’s office. 
Sucéess in this work is wholly of Him; we must therefore have men in 
this office, with whom He will be pleased to work. To supply these 
men, therefore, it is evidently our first duty to pray Him, who is the 
Lord of the harvest, that He will send laborers into His harvest. In 
this view, too, we all cordially concur ; but, as a body, do we feel the 
importance of this duty to such a degree, as to seek effectually the ob- 
ject desired? Your Committee are impressed with the importance of 
so bringing this subject before the body of the church members, as, if 
possible, to enlist their earnest and persistent prayers in its behalf. We 
would therefore suggest to the Convention now assembled, the desirable- 
ness of recommending to the churches the observance in concert of one 
or more convenient days during the coming year, as days of special fast- 
ing and prayer, to pray the Lord of the harvest that He will send labor- 
ers into His harvest. 

* But when God, in answer to prayer, has brought forward the men 
whom He calls to this work, we also recognize the necessity that they 
should be furnished for this work by instruction in the Scriptures, in 
such a manner that they may become workmen that “need not to be 
ashamed, rightly dividing the word of truth.” Hence the importance 
of the other agency which we have named, Christian education. And 
for the attainment of this end, it is plain that suitable schools must be 
established and permanently maintained; especially schools of the 
higher grades, which are recognized as exerting or destined to exert an 
important influence in promoting our grand design of. evangelization ; 
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schools, moreover, of such an order as is adapted to call forth the s mpa- 
thies of the churches generally, that, combining their prayers and their 
efforts for an object of common interest, they may the more strongly 
realize that they are one body in Christ. 

** Such a school we regard the Karen Theological Seminary at Ran- 
“snarling institution designed for no one section of the Karen field, 

ut to give a suitable training to men called of God to the ministry, 
from whatever part of the country they may come, to return, after their 
term of study is over, back to the places whence they came, or to go 
wherever else the Providence of God may call them. 

*“‘ Of the same character is the projected ‘ Burman Literary and Bib- 
lical School,’ the establishment of which has been earnestly recommended 
by this body, and which, we are grateful to observe, enlists the cordial 
sympathies of our brethren in America. 

“If the two General Institutions which have been named, were kept 
steadily before the churches of this country, as institutions designed for 
their benefit and dependent on their aid, we doubt not the effect on the 
churches themselves would be most salutary, as well as on the cause of 
evangelization at large. 

“Your Committee, therefore, beg to recommend to the Convention 
the adoption of Resolutions, commending these two objects to the special 
consideration of the churches, soliciting their contributions and their 
a that God will make them fountains of healing streams to this 

nd, as institutions of this character have long proved for our own 
beloved country and for the world. 

“ But in specially commending these two institutions to the churches, 
we do not wish to be niiantealt as excluding other schools from the 


aid of this Convention. ‘The schools hitherto aided have been cordially 


aided, and we trust that good, far more than adequate to the amounts 
severally bestowed, has been effected ; but we think still greater good 
will be effected by presenting to the churches objects for their combined 
support, which are manifestly of a general character, interesting the 
whole body alike. They will thus come better to understand the grand 
object of forming this Convention, namely, the organization of union 
which shall take the whole country within its scope, and devise ways and 
means for its entire evangelization. The churches will thus, it is hoped, 
come to see and to feel that it is an organization worthy of their united, 
earnest, and steady support.” 


MISSION TO THE BURMANS. 


Tavoy. — Rev. J. F. Norris, in temporary charge. One church, one Burmese day-school for 


girls. 

Mautmatn. — Rev. J. M. HASWELL, D. D. and wife, Rev. J. R. Haswexu and wife, Miss S. E. 
HasweE.Lu. Two native churches, one English, three out-stations, seven native assistants, besides 
two Bible women; one ordained preacher, three vernacular day-schools, one female boarding- 
school. 


Rancoon. — Rev. E. A. Stevens, D. D. and wife, Rev. J. Waps, D. D., Mrs. M. B. INGALLS, 
Miss R. H. Apams. In this country, Rev. A. T. Rosr, Mrs. 8. R. Knapp. Mrs. Rose on her way 
home. Three native churches, one English, nine out-stations, thirteen native assistants, three 
Bible women, two vernacular day-schools. 


Hentuapa. — Rev. A. R. R. Crawtey. In this country, Mrs. CRAWLEY. On the way out, 
Rev. WM. GrorGE and wife. Three churches, two out-stations, six native preachers. 


Proms. — Rev. THomas Simons and wife, Rev. E. 0. Stevens and wife. In this country, 
Rev. Dr. Kincam and wife. Three churches, two out-stations, seven native preachers, three or- 
dained, six schools. 
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BassEin. — Rev. Metvin JAMESON and wife. Mrs. Miss A. R. GAGE. Five 
churches, four out-stations, six native assistants, one school. 


TAVOY. 


The small Burmese church at this station still lives, though in ex- 
treme feebleness. Mr. Norris has labored to the extent of his ability 
and even beyond, to fan to a flame the decaying embers, having in ad- 
dition to his care of the Karen department, regularly conducted services 
in the Burmese language. The result has been a quickening among the 
disciples, and an addition of five members to the church, doubling the 
number. There are now ten members; and several heathen, at the 
tine of making up his report, were listening seriously to the truth. 
This is progress. A Burmese Girls’ School has been continued with 
good attendance. 

Mr. and Mrs. Norris are almost the only English-speaking residents 
at this station, and for their sakes, if for no other reason, there ought to 
be another mission family there. If the zeal of our young men and the 
liberality of the churches should equal the demands of the work, there 
would be a mission family wholly devoted to the Burmans, leaving Mr. 
and Mrs. Norris to devote their whole time to the Karens, who need 
constant attention. Small-pox and cholera have prevailed to an alarm- 
ing degree, both in the town and district of Tavoy. 

Statistics. — One church, ten members. 


MAULMAIN. 


Rev. James M. Haswell, with his wife, reached Maulmain early in 
July. Rev. James R. Haswell and wife left New York in December, 
and arrived at the place of their destination Feb. 5. The arrival of 
both families was hailed by the native Christians with expressions of 
satisfaction. Under date of July 8, the father wrote, “I am happy to 
write to you again from this place. I arrived here a week ago, having 
spent a few days in Rangoon. I find plenty of work awaiting me, so 
much that I feel oppressed in view of it and of my want of strength 
and vigor to perform it. I pray the Lord to grant me grace sufficient 
for me, and to make His strength perfect through my weakness.” 

Mr. Hancock, who had for a few months at the request of the Com- 
mittee exercised a general care over the Burman department, relin- 
gs all responsibility to Mr. Haswell on his coming, and retired to 
the Karen department, which needed all the aid he could render. 

At a later date, October, Mr. Haswell reported, ‘ Our preaching 
force is sadly weak ; of the four Burmese assistants employed in the city, 
two are very infirm from old age, a third, one of our ablest men, we 
fear has not long to live, and the fourth finds his dutigs as pastor of 
the church all his strength is equal to. It is encouraging, however, 
to find two young men, formerly pupils in our school, who are anxious 
to fit themselves to become preachers, and so give us reason to hope 
that as the old laborers fall, others in the full vigor of youth will take their 
laces. House-to-house preaching has been kept up as much as possi- 

le. The female members of this church have supported two Bible- 
women, who have labored faithfully in all parts of the town, besides 
making occasional trips to Beloo kyoon and Martaban. The Sunday- 
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school which was in a very low state, has lately been re-organized and is 
now in a flourishing condition, numbering over sixty pupils. The 
teachers meet together once a week to study the lesson. The Sunday- 
school has undertaken to furnish a part, if not the whole, of the salary 
of the school-teacher employed at K’Mahwet. The church too have 
contributed liberally for carrying on the Lord’s work, the various of- 
ferings amounting to over Rs. 1,200. One of those who have died 
during the year was Mah Doke, one of the first converts to Christianity 
among the Burmese. There are several inquirers, and we hope soon 
to see other tokens of good.” 

Amherst. — At this out-station, no additions have been made to the 
church during the year. The pastor works on faithfully, hoping and 
praying for the descent of the Spirit. There is a school of fifty pupils, 
all of whom attend the Sunday-school. 

EK Mahwet. — To this new out-station, located on the public road 
between Maulmain and Amherst, Mr. Haswell thus refers : — 

“In his report for last year, Mr. Norris mentions that land had been 
purchased and that a building for mission purposes was in process of 
erection in this place. In January last Moung Reuben and Moung 
Yangen, accompanied by their families, removed to this new field of 
labor. A school was at once formed, of which Moung Yangen took 
charge. Moung Reuben devoted himself to preaching, his house being 
thronged by those desirous of hearing of the Christian religion. Very 
soon several began to ask what they must do to be saved, and in May 
four persons, a man and three women, openly professed their faith in 
the Saviour by being baptized in the presence of a large number of 
their townsmen. All of these were upwards of fifty years of age, and 
were greatly respected in the village. From the time of their baptism 
till now, they have steadily grown in grace. ‘Their hatred of idolatry 
is extreme ; the old man was lately asked how he felt toward idols and 
pagodas. ‘I loathe the sight of them,’ was his reply. In simple faith 
in and love to the Saviour, these converts are a reproof to many who 
have known the truth for a far longer period. A man and _ his 
wife are now waiting for an opportunity to be baptized; there are also 
three women who give every evidenca of conversion, but whose husbands 
are violently opposed to their uniting with the church. These women 
attend the chapel regularly, though having much to bear in consequence. 
There are several inquirers, one or two of whom are from other vil- 
lages. Many manifest some interest, receiving and reading books. 

* The Sabbath services have been well attended, sometimes thirty 
heathen being present ; latterly however the number has fallen off, and 
generally there are but from four to ten present aside from the school 
children and believers. The school numbers thirty-five. Some of the 
pupils have leathed to read and are making good progress.” 

Schools. — The Morton's Lane School was under the care of Mr. 
lliffe until December, when Dr. Shaw Loo took charge of it. Mr. Iliffe 
continues in missionary work, though not in mission employ. This 
school now numbers seventy-five pupils. One of them, a lad about 
sixteen years of age, has recently joined the church. His mother, on 
her death-bed, charged him to become a priest, and his father and 
friends urged him to do so, but in vain ; and finding his resolution to be 
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a Christian too firm to be shaken, his father at last gave an unwilling 
consent to his being baptized. The Girls’ Day-school numbers thirty 
pupils. The teacher is an earnest worker, and unusually well qualified, 
having formerly been a pupil in Mr. Howard’s school. 

The Girls’ Boarding-school. — Of this school Miss Haswell has given 
the following particulars : — ; 

“ During the past year this school has depended in a great measure 
on native teachers, as my health obliged me to give up the care of it 
almost entirely for seven months. Notwithstanding all the hindrance 
to its progress, the school has rather gained than lost ground, and now, 
by the blessing of God, its prospects are brighter than ever before. 

“Five girls have been.removed by their parents, since last October, 
two in November, one in April, and two in July. Of these, three have 
repaid the money expended for them during the time they were in 
school. One of the other two belonged to Tavoy, and as no agree- 
ment had been signed by the parents, I could not require them to repay 
the money. The other is the child of one who was formerly a member 
of the church, but is now excluded. I could have compelled her by 
law to restore the amount expended on her daughter ; but it was thought 
that to do so under the circumstances, would be misunderstood by the 
native Christians, and have a bad effect. The children who have been 
removed were nearly all members of the most advanced class. There 
are now twenty girls in the school, all of whom can read, with one ex- 
ception. 

“‘ The first class have a good knowledge of the geography of Europe 
and Asia. In arithmetic they are able to work readily in compound 
numbers and fractions. They read, write, and spell with a good degree 
of proficiency. 

*“ An hour a day is given by the whole school to the study of the 
Bible, and they are thus becoming well acquainted with the Scriptures. 
. “ All the classes have made better progress than could have been ex- 
pected, considering the disadvantages under which they have studied. 
Much of the credit of this is due to Mrs. Ady, who superintended the 
school while I was absent, and by her kind instructions encouraged both 
teachers and pupils to be faithful. Some religious interest has been mani- 
fested, but not so much as last year. None of the scholars have united 
with the church, but two are now wishing to do so, and one of those 
who have been taken away expressed a hope in Christ before she left. 

* This school is having a very good influence on the Girls’ Day-school, 
in stimulating both teachers and scholars to increased efforts. Another 
encouraging thing is that three of the girls who have been removed 
from this school are pursuing their studies at home. One woman whose 
daughter is in the school, finding her child was getting in advance of 
her, persuaded her husband to give her lessons at home in arithmetic 
and geography. 

* Another young married woman who lives on the place has, with 
the help of the children, taught herself to read, and now comes into 
school for an hour a day to study arithmetic. 

“The Woman’s Union Missionary Society of Philadelphia have ap- 
pointed a young lady to assist in the school, who, we trust, is now or 


soon will be on her way out. The Philadelphia branch of this Society 
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have made most liberal donations, and have pledged themselves to fur- 
nish for the next two years a sum that will, with what is received from 
other sources, be more than sufficient to support the school according to 
its present limits. We have thus every reason to hope that, with God’s 
blessing, the school will soon be enlarged, and made more efficient than 
it has ever yet been.” 

During the last year the school derived a large part of its support 
from the Burmah Convention, and Miss Haswell, in her report made 
to that body, uses the following language : “I am deeply grateful to the 
Convention for enabling me to carry out the desire of my heart, in 
beginning this school ; and though I am glad to state that their assistance 
stino longer necessary, I shall never forget that, under God, the suc- 
cess of the school is owing to the generous help and kindness extended 
to it by the Burmah Baptist Missionary Convention.” 

English Church. — “ Services in English have been maintained 
throughout the year. Two have united with the church by baptism 
and two by letter. One has died. Means have been raised for fin- 
ishing the house of worship begun some years ago, and the work is being 
rapidly completed. There is a prosperous Sabbath-school in connec- 
tion with the church. 

** A good library and several kinds of Sunday-school papers have been 
obtained from America by the school, and are a great attraction to the 
children. The Mission Society supports several native preachers, 
among whom is the Tamil assistant. His labors seem to be not in vain, 
as four of his countrymen have been hopefully converted within a short 
time, and are now wishing to unite with the people of God.” 

For these facts we are indebted to Mr. Haswell. 

— Burmese churches, 2; baptized, 6; restored, 2; dis- 
missed, 1; excluded, 2; suspended, 1; died, 4; whole number, 121. 
Schools, 5, including those at K’Mahwet and Amherst; whole number 
of pupils, 216. Sunday-schools, 2; pupils, 110. Contributions, Rs. 
1,200. English church, 1; baptized, 2; added by letter, 2; died, 1. 
Present number, about 20. 


RANGOON. 


Dr. Wade continues to reside at this station, finding a comfortable 
home in the family of Mr. Bennett. The infirmities of age increase 
upon him, but he still devotes some attention to literary pursuits, and 
we are pleased to notice that he was able to be present at several of the 
sessions of the Convention held at Rangoon in October, in the aims and 
plans of which he shows a deep interest. May his valuable life be long 
continued. 

In the absence of Mr. Rose, the care of the station has devolved al- 
most wholly on Mr. Stevens, whose strength holds out in a remarkable 
manner. The health of both missionaries and native helpers has been 
good, and the year may be set down as one of encouraging success. The 
following details of the work, and its results in the city itself and the 
outlying region, have been given by Mr. Stevens. 

* Preaching has been maintained at the usual stations ; at Pa-zoon- 
doung, the eastern suburb ; on Merchant Street, and Canal Street in 


town; and at Kemendine, the western suburb. Two preachers also . 
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have gone from house to house in the town, besides assisting in the 
preaching at the regular stations. At Kemendine, a primary school, 
numbering about 50 scholars, under the superintendence of Mrs. Ben- 
nett, has been maintained with gratifying successs. In the town, the 
children of the Christians have been taught chiefly in schools of other 
denominations ; but the Christians are beginning to feel the desirable- 
ness of having a school of their own, and we hope one will ere long be 
established. 

“In the country, the usual stations have been maintained at Anan- 
ben,Mengalah-dong, Ma-ngay and Twantay. A new station has also 
been commenced at Pegu, on the Zineganaing side of the river, where 
a preacher has been stationed, and a house has been purchased for his 
occupancy. This preacher is maintained at the expense of the Mission- 
ary Society of the Burmese church. He will not confine his labors to 
Pegu, but will itinerate also in the district. ‘Two men have been re- 
cently baptized from a village of the district, who were brought in 
mainly through his instrumentality. The preacher here stationed is 
one of the fruits of the station at Ma-ngay. 

“ The stations at T'wantay and Mengalah-dong have also borne fruit 
during the year, two persons from each having been baptized. One of 
these belonging to Mengalah-dong is a case of special interest, as illus- 
trating the power of truth to subdue, even though the struggle may be 
long maintained. This man, while living in security, heard the word 
of the gospel. It commended itself to his judgment as the truth ; but 
all his relatives were heathen. Immediately, as it appeared to them 
that his mind was interested in the gospel, they commenced their oppo- 
sition ; his wife, as was to be expected, being the bitterest of the 
opposers. He had not courage to forsake all for Christ, neither could 
he forsake the Christians nor their worship.. Years passed away in the 
struggle ; and although at times our hopes were almost gone, we could 
not resist the impression that the truth had fastened as a barbed arrow 
within him, and would yet cause him to fall at the feet of Immanuel. 
That, we now trust, is the fact. Within the last month he has been 
baptized, and his wife, even, encouraged him to the step. Our prayers 
now are for her, and there are not wanting tokens that our hopes for 
her also will ere long be realized. 

“Three Bible-women have also been at work, chiefly within the 
town; but they have also gone into the villages, generally in company 
with one or more of the preachers. One of these is supported by ladies 
of Rangoon, and the other two, in part by ladies of Philadelphia, all 
under the superintendence of Mrs. Bennett. 

* One member of the church, formerly residing at Ma-ngay, has died 
during the year. She was baptized in old age, the first-fruits of the 
labors of her son, the preacher of the station, and from the day of her 
baptism lived a consistent Christian life, which, we doubt not, had an 
important influence in the conversion of a married daughter, who is 
following in the footsteps of the mother. To the last, the aged disciple 
continued faithful, and died in peace with a firm trust in Christ. 

** For the instruction of the preachers a Bible-class was taught several 
months during the rains, at which, on account of distance, only one of 
the preachers of the district could be present with those stationed in the 
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town and its suburbs. Some others besides the preachers also availed 
themselves of the opportunity of study, so that the class consisted gen- 
erally of eight pupils. We commenced with the book of Daniel, tak- 
ing cursorily the historical books of Ezra, Nehemiah, and Esther, and 
went through Haggai, Zechariah, Malachi, and Revelation. 

“English services have been maintained as usual with encouraging 
success, the pastor being largely assisted by his brethren, so that more 
than half the preaching on Sabbath evenings has been done by them. 
The Sunday-school has continued to prosper under Mr. Bennett, the 
average attendance being over fifty. 

“ The service for Tamil and Teloogoo members of the church, con- 
ducted by one of the natives in the brick chapel, in one or the other of 
those languages, has been regularly maintained, and the members, be- 
sides, have private evening meetings at their own houses, and we are 
satisfied that good is being done among them.”

restored, 3; excluded, 8; died, 1; dismissed, 2; present number, 215. 
Contributions, for pastor, Rs. 265 ; Missionary Society, 257—2-9 ; miscel- 
laneous expenditure, 2837—7—3 ; Sunday-school pice box, 12 ; Missionary 
box 66-3-3 ; Prome chapel, 219-8. Total, Rs. 1,057-5-3. English church 
baptized, 12, present number, 45. Contributions, incidentals, Rs. 625- 
1-6 ; sacramental collections, 120; ‘ Burmah Mission” box, 66-0-9 ; 
S. S. Mission box, 14-13-6; Rangoon Missionary Society, 1,420-5-9, 
Total, Rs. 2,246-5-9. 


THONGZAI, LETPADAN, ETC. 


The laborers in this field are still at their loved employment, seeing 
much to make glad their hearts, and yet not without a mixture of trials, 
as will appear by the extracts given below of a letter written by Mrs. 
Ingalls, the 20th of October last. 

** During the year I have had under my care nine preachers, two col- 
porteurs, and two Bible women. We have also had four schools — 
number of pupils, 155. I have also performed my usual amount of 
travel, which includes my trips to Henthada. In our churches, 82 
have been admitted by baptism, 2 have been excluded, and 2 have died, 
making the present number of the Thongzai church, 101, and of Letpa- 
dan, 40. 

“At times a great solemnity rested on the minds of the enlightened 
heathen, and Christians were active in their Lord’s service. The Sab- 
bath day was honored by those heathen, and prayer for ‘acceptance went 
up from them to the Eternal God, in the name of our Lord Jesus 
Christ. At one place, the morning light several times dawned upon us 
while we were yet in our night readings and conversations. Priests and 
laymen, also women, were awake to the great subject of the soul’s sal- 
vation. We thought we heard ‘a sound of a going in the tops of the 
mulberry-trees,’ and rejoiced over the anticipated conquest of the Buddh- 
ist host about us; but, alas, only a few came out on the Lord’s side. 
Some have resumed their field-work on the Sabbath, and others have 
laid up their books, and the voice of petition to the Eternal God is no 
longer heard. They no longer worship idols, but we fear they have not 
built upon the Rock, Christ Jesus. Not only have they failed to deny 
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themselves and take up the cross, but we fear that they have not yet 
seen their scarlet sins. I have mourned over this, but have not been 
discouraged ; for those 32 converts have been our drops of rejoicing. 
As I have meditated on these things, O how I have longed to make my 
request where the good ones often complain of the want of a special 
object, in the missionary concert. If they could but wrestle as Jacob 
did, then souls would be blessed. 

“ Now again the Good Spirit seems to hover over us. The ‘ Life of 
Christ’ is read ; we are visited by new companies of thoughtful men 
and women, and when we are invited to their homes, they gladly bow 
with us in prayer to the Eternal God, and their rude voices try to join 
in the praises. We have a company of ten, men, women, and children, 
who wait for baptism in this place ; but will they be followed by others 
who now listen? We hear the call too from the tops of our Karen 
mountains, ‘ Come and teach us the long expected way of our fathers.’ 
Seven of these people have been added to our church, a handful only 
among those hundreds who are seeking the blessed way to heaven. 

“ The Lord has heard the ery of our fathers and mothers for a revi- 
val in our own dear country ; and, as ‘the promise is to you and to 
your children,’ why should not we have a revival in Burmah? ‘ Ac- 
cording to vour faith it shall be done unto you.’ ‘ All things are possi- 
ble to him that believeth.’ O how often we feel the force of our Sa- 
viour’s words: * Without me ye can do nothing.’ . 

“A group of interesting children have been gathered into the 
schools ; one Sabbath-school well attended ; preaching, prayer-meetings, 
and Bible classes, sustained ; and many books given; and we will have 
faith to believe that we shall reap a rich harvest. 

“My companion in labor, Miss Adams, has entered the work with 
real earnestness, for which I have reason to thank God, who knew our 
wants and also knew, I believe, His chosen servant. The heathen 
have come forward with a sum of money for one branch of our educa- 
tional department. Heathen men have given us their zayats, and one 
of our Christian brethren has built a teak chapel, and the Lord has 
raised up new preachers of the gospel, and put it into the hearts of oth- 
ers to go where the voice of the Lord called. We have great reason to 
thank Him, and also the Sabbath-schools, special societies, and dear 
Christian friends, who gave their funds to us through the Missionary 
Union. 

* Just now we are passing through trials caused by robbers. A gang 
visited and robbed one of our rulers, who isa Christian man. They 
stuck sharp bamboos about the house to prevent people reaching it, then 
fired, and cut with a sword, and demanded the key of the safe contain- 
ing the revenue money. After they had taken out the bags, containing 
over Rs. 3,000, they blindfolded the man, and dragged him out of the 
village, warning the people not to follow. The revenue officer was cut 
and bruised, but not seriously injured. 

* All this occurred only a few doors from our house, and during my 
absence since that, the village has often been visited by gamblers, and 
several times thieves are known to have entered our own dwelling. © 
’ When this state of things in the district was made known to the English 
officials, they gave orders to have the offenders punished. A few have 
been caught. 
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“Tn the midst of these events, indeed, the last week, a Roman Catho- 
lic priest came here to make his first converts ; and in three days he 
had a list of 300. We do not sorrow over these, for there is not a re- 
spectable heathen among them. They are such as wish to escape the 
new laws, or obtain some worldly gain. . . . . It is a time of great con- 
fusion, but the Lord is our Shepherd, and the sheep ‘shall never per- 
ish.’ ” 

Statistics. — Churches, 2; baptized, 32; excluded, 2 ; died, 2; pres- 
ent number, 141. 

HENTHADA. 


Mr. Crawley of this mission returned to his field in the early part of 
December, leaving his family with friends in Nova Scotia. He 
reached Henthada the 13th of February, while the Burman Associa- 
tion was still-in session at that place. Under date of 17th February he 
wrote, “I find less change in all respects than I had expected. Not 
one of the native Christians has died, and they all appear to be doing 
well, and the prospect for years of joyous and fruitful labor is as bright 
as I could wish.”’ Rev. William George and wife, under the joint ap- 
pointment of the Missionary Board of Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, 
and Prince Edward’s Island, and of the Missionary Union, are on their 
way to join this mission, and we hope soon to announce their arrival. 
During the year Mrs. Ingalls spent some time at this station, and did 
much to encourage the churches in well-doing. No report of changes 
has reached us, and we give the statistics as last year. 

Statistics. — Churches, 8. Whole number, 185. 


PROME. 


In July Mr. Stevens suffered from a very severe attack of fever. 
For several days his friends were not a little anxious about the issue; 
and when at length their assiduous exertion and the skill of the physi- 
cian prevailed over the violence of disease, it was a time of rejoicing in 
Prome. A most valuable life was saved to the work of evangelization 
among the Burmans. 

The churches in this province, three in number, have united with the 
Association of Burmese churches, some time since organized in the 
Pegu district, —a step from which great good is expected. 

The Prome church within the past year has given a pastor to the 
Rangoon church, in the person of Moung YanGen. He went to take the 
place of Ko En, the venerable and beloved disciple, one of the earliest 
and most steadfast converts. These men had formerly been associated 
together to some extent in labors. 

The new brick chapel is approaching completion, — a work in which 
the assistance of sister churches has been received, --- the Rangoon 
church having sent forward Rs. 218-8, and the Maulmain church, Rs. 
360. The total amount expended up to the end of September, was not 
far from Rs. 5,000. 

In the early part of the year Mr. Stevens made his “ long-contem- 
plated visit to the Eastern Hills Karens.” He found what seemed to 


him a most inviting field of labor. He expresses the opinion that “ if | 


Christian men could be found of their own race, to brave the perils and 
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hardships of the region where these Karens live, to stay among them and 
teach them for a time, and then visit them at frequent intervals, bearing 
to them the glad messages of salvation through Christ, there is every 

rospect that many of these simple-hearted mountaineers would turn 
unto the Lord. 

Increased and increasing interest is manifest in the matter of educa- 
tion, both secular and religious, “ special pains” having been “ taken 
to awaken in the hearts of the young more earnestness in studying the 
doctrines and facts of Scripture.” The primary school under Mrs. 
Stevens’s supervision shows an advance in the attainments of the pupils,. 
as well as an increase in the average attendance. The Sabbath-school 
too has outgrown its former proportions, in which connection honorable 
mention is made of the name of Mrs. Simons. The average attendance 
for two months was fifty. 

Schools. — The number of schools in operation the last year was six ; 
an Anglo-Burman mission school at Prome, taught by a native, with an 
average attendance of 30, and three mixed schools, that is, schools made 
up of boys and girls, also at Prome, having each from 20 to 30 pupils, 
— one third, or thereabouts, females. The school at Enma numbers 31 
boys and 3 girls, — 34 in all, —six of the boys being Karen. At Pal- 
amy Gong village is taught a Karen school of fifteen pupils, — one half 
nearly girls. The education of girls is coming to be regarded with fa- 
vor, and many are learning to read. Two lads connected with the 
Enma school have been baptized. 

The school department is chiefly in the hands of Mr. Simons, while 
to Mr. Stevens belongs more especially the care of the churches and na- 
tive preachers. 

Statistics — Churches, 3; baptized, 5; excluded, 17 ; restored, 8 ; 
dismissed, 6 ; died, 1; present number, 177. Schools, 6; pupils, 112. 
Contributions for religious purposes, Rs. 238-13, for tuition, rs. 49-15-6. 
Preachers, ordained, 3 ; unordained, 4. 


BASSEIN. 


As already stated in another connection, this station was sorely be- 
reaved in July by the death of the missionary in charge, Mr. Douglass. 
The burden of care from that time fell on Mrs. Douglass, assisted by Miss 
Gage, who a short time before had reached the place from Toungoo. 
Mr. and Mrs. Carpenter also extended a helping hand, so that, up to 
the present time, the several parts of the work have gone forward vigor- 
ously. Mr. Jameson, designated by the Committee to this field, reached 
his destination early in March. As will be seen by the following ac- 
count, taken from the minutes of the Burmah Baptist Convention, the 
early part of the year was marked by an unusual degree of success. 

** Karly in January five converts were baptized by Mr. Douglass and 
united with the church in town. Three of these were Chinamen, and 
two were promising boys connected with the school. Soon after, a visit 
was made to several of the jungle churches, which was deeply interest- 
ing. At the village of Toung Galay four persons were baptized, ard at 
Padouk-bin, two. 

* In the following month a church was organized, and several persons 
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were baptized in the town of Kyun-pyau. One of them was a man who 
bore the title of Kyoung-ta-ga, — builder of akyoung. He had expended 
large sums of money for religious purposes, and according to the ideas of 
Buddhists had gained much merit. But after a careful study of the New 
Testament, he was enabled to renounce his own righteousness and trust in 
Christ alone for salvation. On the 18th of April, fourteen more were 
baptized in the village of Kyun-ma-nai. Nine of these were heads of 
families. A church was also organized here the same day. Cheered by 
these tokens of the Lord’s presence and blessing, Mr. Douglass returned 
at the beginning of the rainy season to resume his work in town. 
_ The boys’ school, with eighty pupils, made large demands upon his 
time and strength. Added to this and the general work of the mission, 
was the daily instruction of a class composed of the native assistants. 
The want of more help in the persons of zealous, efficient native preach- 
ers was deeply felt. Two of the most faithful ones belonging to the 
Bassein churches had, only a short time before, been called to join the 
church triumphant. The first of these was Oo Huin, whose chief em- 
ployment for thirteen years had been to go from house to house, reading 
and explaining the precious truths of the Bible. When he felt his end 
approaching, he sent a request to the teacher that he would have a cof- 
fin made for him like those used in Christian countries, and brought to 
him without delay, as he wished no gaudy, heathenish display to be made 
at his funeral. He expressed much satisfaction on seeing the one Mr. 
Douglass had made, and at sunset of the day after its arrival, he sent for 
his neighbors and friends to come and see a Christian die. He exhorted 
them all to believe in Christ, prayed for them, bade them farewell, and soon 
fell asleep in Jesus. Sayah Ko Bike, who for a quarter of a century had 
been a faithful witness for the truth, was soon after called to rest from 
his labors, and enter into the joy ofthe people of God. The churches 
felt deeply the loss of these two, who had been pillars among them. But 
none anticipated the heavier blow which soon fell upon them, when 
worn by constant and unremitting toil, the beloved teacher, the faithful, 
zealous missionary fell at his post. Like Paul, he had been ‘ pressed in 
spirit’ for this people: he had felt for them ‘ continual heaviness and 
sorrow,’ and ceased not, while life continued, to testify unto them re- 
pentance towards God and faith towards our Lord Jesus Christ. One 
young man belonging to a heathen family, who was greatly attached to 
him, sought every opportunity of being near him during his illness, and 
on the day preceding his death, in a few simple words, told him that he 
now prayed to Jesus and trusted in Him for salvation. ‘I thought it 
would be so,’ was the reply of Mr. Douglass, unable to say more, though 
his countenance expressed the joy he felt. The young man has since 
identified himself with the disciples, and been of great assistance in the 
carrying on of the school, being possessed of marked abilities as a 
teacher. 

** Encouraging reports have been received from several of the places 
visited by Mr. Douglass during the dry season, of persons who are in- 
quiring after the truth and of others who desire baptism. Thus, while 
he is enjoying the rest and blessedness of heaven, the seed sown months 
ago is springing up, and will doubtless continue to increase until the time 
when he that soweth and he that reapeth shall rejoice together.” 
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The above bears internal evidence of having come from the pen of 
Mrs. Douglass. Under date of Dec. 24, after referring in appreciative 
terms to the sympathy and support accorded to her by the Executive Com- 
mittee and her missionary associates, making grateful reference also to 
the Divine consolation experienced in the hour of bereavement, she 
made the following statement of what had been attempted after her hus- 
band’s death. ‘ The school has been kept up with lively interest, with 
the exception of the month of November, when we both [Miss Gage 
and herself} felt that we must have rest. We have reason to believe 
that some of our scholars are hopefully converted, and they are desirous 
of baptism. 

“ T have made one long trip in the jungle, when I visited a number of 
villages. I never saw the Burmans so anxious to hear of our Saviour, 
and the way of salvation by Him. Almost as soon as my boat would 
stop, the people would come down, asking me up to their houses, so that 
they might hear us talk and sing. They would frequently speak of my 
husband, and of their desire to see his face and hear him preach again. 
I tried in my feeble way to make it plain to their minds that if they 
would but believe what he had preached to them, and worship the true 
and living God, they all might expect, not only to see his face, but be as 
happy as he is. In the village where he made his last visit, there are sev- 
eral waiting baptism, and a large number of inquirers. We spent several 
days with them, and I really felt it was good to be there. 

* The native preachers worked nobly, never appearing to grow weary. 
At first I shrunk from the responsibility of even for a short time taking 
charge of things here, fearing that they who had always had a strong 
man over them, might not be always willing to be led bya woman. But 
I have been very agreeably disappointed. They have been kind, and 
quite as willing to work as in former times. They say the Lord has 
taken teacher Douglass away, but he has left Mamma to be with and care 
for them, and they beg of me never to leave them. I love the work ; 
my heart is in it, and while I have strength, I should like, if agreeable 
to the Committee, to remain on the field.”” It hardly need be said that 
the Committee had already signified their willingness that she should re- 
main. They also approved of the course of Miss Gage in connecting 
herself temporarily with this mission. 

Statistics. — Churches, 5; baptized, 32; whole number, 133. Pupils 
in school, 80. 

GENERAL SURVEY. 


The Association, comprising all the Burmese churches except those 
connected with the Maulmain station, was held at Henthada, Feb. 10-13. 
Dr. Stevens, referring to this meeting, observes, ‘* The impressions pro- 
duced by the meeting, I think, were most favorable. The churches seem 
to be growing in stability as well as in numbers, and the delegates from 
Prome seemed to be specially strengthened and quickened by being 
brought into Associational relations with the other Burmese churches. 
The arrival of br. Crawley on the last day of the meeting added very 
greatly to our joy. Iam sure but one feeling prevailed among us, both 
missionaries and converts, that of encowragement, for good signs among 
the Burmese appear on every hand.” 
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Summary. — Churches, 19, of which 2 are English ; baptized, 97, of 
whom 14 are English, Whole number of members, 1,045. Scholars re- 


ported in school, 613. Native preachers, about 50, of whom 10 are or- 
dained. 


MISSION TO THE KARENS. 


Tavoy. — Rev. J. F. Norris and wife. Twenty-one out-stations; twenty-two churches: nine 
hundred and ninety-four members; two hundred and eight pupils in school; native preachers and 
assistants twenty-five, thirteen ordained. 

MAULMAIN. — Rev. SrepHen B. Ranp and wife. R. B. Hancock in this country. Fifteen 
churches; eight hundred and twenty-eight members; sixteen preachers, of whom seven are or- 
dained: two hundred and fiftv-five pupils in scbool. All the foregoing items except the last are 
copied from last year’s statement. 

SHWAYGYEEN. — Rev. N. Harris and wife. Fifteen churches; eight hundred and eighty-four 
members; ten preachers, of whom five are ordained; one hundred and three pupils in school. 

TouncGoo. — Rev. E. B. Cross and wife, Rev. A. BUNKER and wife. Sixty-nine churches; 
twenty-nine hundred and one members; sixty-three preachers, of whom eight are ordained; five 
hundred and seventy-two pupils in school. 

RanGoon (Pwo Karen). — ——., Rev. D. L. Brayton and wife in this country. Four- 
teen churches; three hundred and fifty-six members; native preachers, twenty-eight, of whom 
three are ordained. . 

Hentuapa.— Rev. D. A. W. Situ and wife. In this country Mrs. B. C. Toomas. Sixty- 
four churches; sixteen hundred and eighty-five members; sixty-nine preachers, of whom nine 
are ordained. Copied from last year. 

Bassein (Sgau Karen). — Rev. C. H. CARPENTER and wife, Miss I. Watson.  Fiftv-eight 
churches; five thousand nine hundred and eighty-eight members; seventy-two preachers, ef whom 
sixteen are ordained; thirteen hundred and twenty-one pupils in school. 

(Pwo Karen). — , Mrs. VAN Meter. Rev. H. L. VAN METER on his 
way home. Nineteen churches; seven hundred and sixty-seven members; fifty-two preachers, — 
six ordained; three hundred and four pupils in school. 


TAVOY. 


The work at this station has been prosecuted amidst many difficulties, 
arising from repeated attacks of sickness in the missionary’s family, and 
the prevalence of such epidemics as cholera and small-pox, both in the 
town and different parts of the district. It has been much of the time 
next to impossible to induce the people to leave their homes for any 
cause whatever. Hence the school in town was small, the late meet- 
ing of the Association but thinly attended, and plans for a mission tour 
to Siam frustrated. Still Mr. Norris has not been idle. In the early 
part of the year he gave his attention to securing, in a more eligible 
and healthy locality, a new mission compound, and fitting up more 
commodious and attractive buildings for the mission family and the 
Karen Normal School, — an undertaking which has been crowned with 
signal success. The Government has withdrawn a large part of its 
civil and military representation from the station, which has to a large 
extent deprived our brother and sister of English society. Mrs. Nor- 
ris is said to be the only English-speaking female in the place. We 
glean the following 

Statistics. — Churches, 22 ; baptized, 34 ; excluded, 17 ; dismissed, 2; 
suspended, 11; restored, 12. Present number, 994. Pupils in school, 
208 ; native preachers, 25— of whom 13 are ordained. Contributions 


of the churches, so far as reported, in cash, Rs. 266-12; in paddy, 310 
baskets. 


MAULMAIN. 


From December, 1868, till July, 1869, this station was left with 
none but native superintendence. On the arrival of Dr. Haswell, early 
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in July, Mr. Hancock relinquished the Burmese department to him, 
and turned his attention to the Karen department, from which time to 
the end of the year he devoted himself to its interests, and with grati- 
fying results. Mr. S. B. Rand, originally designated to the Karens of 
Henthada, has been transferred to this field. 

The meeting of the Association for February, 1869, was well at- 
tended, and a good spirit pervaded the exercises. Some of the 
churches are in a vigorous, healthy state, while others are in a languish- 
ing condition. About the time of this meeting, Mr. Harris spent some 
time in visiting them. 

The Normal school in town was kept up, as for several years past, 
with Rev. Pah Poo as head teacher. The average number of schol- 
ars, during a term of four and a half months, was sixty-five. Preach- 
ing was regularly kept up twice on the Sabbath by the head teacher, 
with public worship every evening in the week. A Sabbath-school 
was also well sustained. 

Six jungle schools, averaging in all one hundred and ninety pupils, 
have been in operation during the rains. Reading and writing were 
the branches taught. The numerical changes in the churches we are 
unable to give, and so put down the totals as last year. 

Statistics. — Churches, 15. Whole number, 828. Preachers, 16 ; 
ordained, 7. For 1869, the number of pupils in school was 255, and 
the contributions reported were Rs. 454. 


SHWAYGYEEN. 


Mr. Harris has continued to reside at this station and to superintend 
the work. Mrs. Harris, during the last year, has been with him. 

There has been considerable preaching to the heathen, both by the 
missionary and the native preachers, though no new churches have been 
gathered. A few converts are reported in places where no church or- 
ganization exists. An unusually large number of the heathen have vis- 
ited the missionary at his house, and some have appeared almost per- 
suaded to become Christians. Two native preachers, of great excel- 
lence of character, have died, a loss much deplored by all. A son of 
one of them is studying in the United States. It is hoped he will in 
due time take his father’s place as a preacher of the gospel to his people. 

Statistics. — Churches, 15; baptized, 62; died, 1. Whole number, 
884. Pupils in school, 103. Native preachers, 10; ordained, 5. 
Contributions, not including support which the churches have given 
their own pastors, Rs. 312-11-1. 


TOUNGOO. 


Mr. and Mrs. Cross left us for their field of labor in December, 
reaching Rangoon early in March. The sole care and responsibility of 
conducting the mission for the year under review has devolved on Mr. 
Bunker. It has been a year characterized by exhaustive labor and en- 
couraging results. He made the following report to the Burmah Con- 
vention, which we transfer complete to these pages : — 

“ The cause of Christ among the Karens of Toungoo has continued 
to gain ground during the past year; the usual progress or decline 
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among the old churches has been observed, with a balance, it is confi- 
dently believed, in favor of advancement. The process of education is 
manifestly going on in the minds of most of the disciples, and the lines 
of the true and false are becoming more sharply drawn. An influence 
for good is also growing among the heathen. They are applying to be 
admitted to Christian villages in not a few instances, and the number of 
heathen children coming to Christian schools is increasing. 

- “In the northern portion of the field a decided advance has been 
made. The example of the new churches recently formed has had a 
stimulating effect on the neighboring villages, so that now several vil- 
lages-are agitating the question of resuming the worship of God. Even 
now a number of young men could be located in that region, with a 
large part, if not all their support guaranteed to them by the people 
themselves. 

“The new villages occupied last year have continued steadfast and 
have had good schools. So far as heard from, the success gained ap- 
pears to be permanent. 

** Many obstacles, arising from ignorance and prejudice, which may 
not appear in other Karen fields, yet oppose the efforts of the missionary 
for an advance in the character of the churches. The disciples of Apol- 
los, and Paul, and of Christ, have not yet learned in practice, that there 
can be only one Christ, so that they may work together in Him. Hence 
any one missionary must labor under many difficulties in efforts to cor- 
rect even the most glaring evils in the churches for some time to come. 

* Asa rule, the native preachers have done as well as usual in their 
work ; yet a few have failed to give any proof of their calling to the 
work of preaching the gospel. 

“The whole of the dry season was spent in travelling among the 
churches, with the exception of about six weeks, during which time a 
journey was made among the heathen. 

“It may be remarked, in passing, that the work of careful visitation 
from church to church seems to be the great need among the Toungoo 
churches at present, not only for the disciples but also for the heathen. 

“The native preachers have in too many instances lost their early 
zeal in proclaiming the gospel among the nominal Christians, and espe- 
cially so among the heathen. 

* At present there are few volunteers for the latter work. Whence 
comes this retreat among the native preachers? Is it because they en- 
joy too great ease and prosperity, blessings of the gospel which they 
have embraced, and have been lulled to sleep? Perhaps great trials 
are needed to arouse them. Perhaps their beds are made too soft for 
them. Perhaps the evil lies on the side of church discipline, which 
may have a name rather than a reality. It certainly is a question of no 
light practical import. 

“The jungle schools show a slight increase in attendance on last 
year ; but there is yet room for vast improvement in this respect. 

**The school in town has been much more encouraging than last 
year. The rate of increase has been full fifty per cent. while the length 
of the time during which instruction has been received, has been ex- 
tended. The diligence and advance of the pupils have been all that 
could be expected. 
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* As the Red Karen work was undertaken by the Convention at the 
beginning of the year, it was deemed highly desirable to make a jour- 
ney to that country to locate intelligently the native preachers, and as- - 
certain the mind of the people. Accordingly the journey was made 
with most satisfactory results. The Holy Spirit manifestly prepared the 
way. A tour was made, in company with Rev. Mr. Vinton, of Ran- 
goon, through the entire length of Karennee. Two native preachers 
were located at the village of the chief of western Karennee, at the so- 
licitation of the chief himself, who promised them all the assistance in 
his power to render them. These men have been faithful to their work, 
and were yet at their post when last heard from. 

“A young man connected with the family of the chief came over to 
Toungoo soon after our return, and asked to be admitted to the school 
in town. During the term he was hopefully converted, and, with a 
number of other boys, was baptized at the close of the school. This is 
the first Karennee ever baptized, so far as known. Just before his bap- 
tism he received a letter from his wife, yet in her native land, in which 
she exhorted him to constancy and firmness of purpose, adding that she 
too was resolved to follow him. Latterly two more young men came to 
the mission compound and asked for instruction, desiring to know of the 
new religion. They are at present under the instruction of a native 
preacher, who resides on the compound. 

“Providence seems to indicate that the time for an extension of the 
kingdom of Christ among this great and interesting tribe has come. It 
is therefore earnestly hoped that the ground thus occupied may not be 
given up, but that the work which promises so much for the glory of 
Christ, under the blessing of the Holy Spirit, may be pushed forward 
vigorously.” 

Statistics. — Churches, 69; baptized, 222; whole number, 2,901. 
Preachers, 63; ordained, 8. Pupils in Normal School, 120; in village 
schools, 452 ; in all, 572. Contributions for all purposes, Rs. 1,519. 


RANGOON (PWO KARENS). 


Much of. the dry season, as has been customary with Mr. Brayton, 
was spent in jungle labor; special attention being given to several 
churches in the neighborhood of Pantanau. In one heathen village a 
good deal of interest was manifested, and three heads of families declared 
themselves whole-hearted believers in Christ. One aged woman asked 
for baptism. In another neighborhood, four churches, being near to- 
gether, united at the commencement of the year in observing the week 
of prayer. 

The annual Association was a meeting of much interest, and the letters 
from the churches showed that the monthly concert of prayer for mis- 
sions had been generally observed. A resolution was passed to make 
an effort to have it universally observed the coming year. An unusual 
number having taken letters to churches in other Associations, the 
whole number of members is not as large as last year. 

The Normal School in town has been kept up with the usual degree 


of interest. 
Statistics. — Churches, 14; baptized, 15; received by letter, 23;

HENTHADA. 


In the early part of the year, Mr. Smith was transferred, with his own 
consent, from the care of this field to a position as teacher in the Theo- 
logical Seminary at Rangoon. Before leaving the district, however, he 
visited the churches extensively, and did what he could to reconcile the 
minds of the people, preachers and others, to the change. And when 
in Rangoon, he kept up an extensive correspondence with prominent 
brethren, assisting them in their plans of labor, and encouraging them to 
zeal and devotion. Though absent in person, he was yet present in 
spirit, everywhere exerting a salutary influence. The school in town, 
for many previous years kept up during the rains, was suspended ; but 
in its place another, of like character, was opened in one of the villages, 
under the supervision of the pastor, and having for head teacher a gradu- 
ate of the Rangoon Seminary, well fitted for the service. Things thus 
moved on prosperously. 

Still the churches, and especially the preachers, were not satisfied. 
In the absence of the man who had taken the place made vacant by the 
fall of their beloved Thomas, they felt disconsolate and lonely. ‘They 
did not fail to make known to him and to others their wish for his re- 
turn, and that wish, strengthened and deepened by frequent repétition, 
made an impression. ‘That impression, taken in connection with other 
providential events, ripened into a conviction of duty on the part of Mr. 
Smith that he ought to return to his old field, and to this view the Com- 
mittee acceded. Since January he has been with his family, at Hen- 
thada, earnestly at work. Mrs. Thomas still remains in this country, 
with health somewhat improved. 

No report has reached us of the changes in the churches, as reported 
at the Association of 1869, and we put down the number of churches 
and members, as in the previous year. 


Statistics. — Churches, 64; members, 1,685. Preachers, 69;  or- 
dained, 9. 


BASSEIN (SGAU KARENS). 


In October last, Mr. Carpenter gave to the Burmah Convention a 
compact statement of the condition and prospects of this mission, which 
we transcribe in full. It presents in a forcible manner the defects and 
virtues of the churches: — 

** Since the foundation of this mission in 1854 by Mr. Abbott, three 
missionaries who had successively served the churches have been re- 
moved by death. 

* The heathen are swift to say that it is the avenging work of their 
magicians. ‘The native Christians, in their bewilderment and affliction, 
are led to inquire anxiously, whether it is not in judgment for sin hidden 
somewhere within the camp. It is nearer the truth to say that some, 
at least, of these valued laborers cut short their lives by over-work, ren- 
dered necessary by the requirements of this great field: knowing that 


so it seemed good in our Heavenly Father’s sight, we would bow sub- 
missively to His inscrutable will. 
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“ During the past year, the present incumbent has visited forty-four 
of the fifty-eight churches under his care. The state of religion in some 
of the churches is hopeful, though we cannot report any case of marked 
revival power ; and of the greater number it must be said that ‘ the love 
of many has waxed cold.’ While they very generally maintain the out- 
ward forms of worship and continue their contributions to the several ob- 
jects which claim their help, in full measyre, many members of the fee- 
bler churches, having no faithful spiritual guides, have gone astray in pur- 
suit of vain pleasures. Card-playing, poay-going, tattooing, and drunk- 
enness, it pains me to say, are not uncommon in some of the churches, 
while old superstitions have a hold upon a still larger number. Church 
order and discipline are very imperfect throughout the district. More- 
over, radical changes are needed in the views and practice of many of 
the churches, as to the pastorate. Our sixteen ordained ministers are 
a band of excellent men, with fair qualifications and zeal for their work. 
Many of the unordained pastors are worthy men also, but there is a dis- 
position of long standing to choose, as pastors, men ready to lead and as- 
sist in temporal matters. Then, from clannishness, their choice is usu- 
ally restricted to the circle of their own relatives and connections. The 
pastors, also, often aim to transmit their office to their own sons, with- 
out much regard to fitness. From these causes it happens that a consid- 
erable number of the churches are suffering for the want of faithful pas- 
tors, ‘able to teach.’ Growth in knowledge, good works, or the 
Christian graces, is greatly retarded by worthless incumbents. In some 
cases the churches see and feel the need of a change ; but the pastor 
will not take himself out of the way, and so the churches, in Karen fash- 
ion, quietly endure him. This state of things is the more trying, as we 
have a constantly increasing number of young men who have completed 
their studies at the Theological Seminary. with credit, but can find no 
suitable sphere for the exercise of their gifts. 

“In the village schools we have evidences of growth and improve- 
ment which are indeed gratifying. By a special effort last dry season, 
some twenty-five of our young men, studying at Rangoon, were pro- 
vided with schools during their vacation. The object in view was two- 
fold: —that of giving the more backward villages an opportunity of 
seeing the advantages of good schools for their children, and, also, of in- 
troducing the young men to the churches, in the hope that some at least 
would form acquaintances which would result in a pastoral settlement 
when their term of study should have expired. 

“ Our statistics below are for the year ending February 1, 1869. The 
statistics for the current year would show a still greater increase, the 
number of schools being fifty-eight, and the total of pupils not less than 
eighteen hundred. 

* Among other causes of this marked revival of interest in education, 
one assumes special prominence ; and that is the fondness of the Ka- 
rens for the newly acquired art of part singing. It supplies, most per- 
fectly, a want that had long existed of some rational Christian amuse- 
ment to take the place of the heathenish festivals and poays, which the 
Christian Karens had abandoned, but to which the children were often 
drawn. They are intensely fond of it, and by a little instruction in the 
principles, be¢ome very creditable, independent singers. Their interest 
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and progress in study is invariably improved by the practice of music, 
and it is often remarked by the pastors and parents, that the minds of 
these children are always quickened and their morals elevated by it. 
I want to call the attention of the brethren to this subject, confident 
that a little pains taken in this direction will be abundantly repaid. 

“ Our school in town, the Normal and Industrial Institute, has been 
well attended, and considering ,the fact that most of the teachers were 
new and associated for the first time, the progress in study has been sat- 
isfactory. Misses De Wolfe and Watson have rendered valuable assist- 
ance, both in the instruction of their classes and in the care of the girls’ 
sewing. 

* Sahnay, as for the last five or six years, has held the laboring oar in 
the English school-room. Friends in America, who assisted him in his 
course of study there, will be glad to know that their kindness was not 
thrown away. Poo Koung, with two assistants, has done well in the 
vernacular department. A distinct female department, vernacular, has 
been begun, with some forty girlsin attendance. The principal care and 
direction has fallen upon Mrs. Carpenter, assisted by two Karen young 
women. The beginning is so hopeful that we expect, with the Divine 
blessing, good results in the future. 

“ The total number of pupils in the three departments was one hun- 
dred and forty. This number would have been largely exceeded, if we 
had not adhered to our rule not to receive pupils in the vernacular de- 
partment, who had not previously advanced to Fractions, in arithmetic. 

**We have commenced erecting a number of cottage dormitories for 
the accommodation of the pupils. Three have been completed during 
the year, the cost being defrayed chiefly by the Karens. J. Philip, Esq., 
has donated Rs. 10, and W. Hope, Esq., Rs. 50, for the use of the 
school.” 

The meeting of the Convention at Bassein last year is referred to as 
an occasion of great pleasure to the people. 

Statistics. — Churches, 58 ; baptized, 263 ; restored, 43 ; excluded, 56 ; 
died, 101; whole number, 5,988. Nominal Christians, 4,000. Village 
schools, 44; pupils in school, — boys, 784, girls, 537; religious contri- 
butions, Rs. 11,741; contribution for school-books, Rs. 4,548. Native 
preachers, 72; ordained, 16. Bassein preachers engaged in Toungoo 
and Prome districts, 18 ; Bassein students in Theological Seminary at 
Rangoon, 55. 

BASSEIN (PWO KARENS). 


Mr. Van Meter reports the past year as one of much prosperity. The 
following details of labor and results are given : — 

*“ The churches, as a whole, have been steadfast and harmonious. All 
but one or two have, to say the least, held their own. Most of the others 
have been actively engaged in making aggressions on the kingdom of 
darkness about them, and have welcomed into their midst friends and 
neighbors hitherto living without God and without hope. 

“ We have the pleasure again of reporting an addition to the number 
of the churches. The new church is in Shway-Loung, and forms also a 
new village in a place not before occupied, nine miles distant from the 
nearest Christian village. This village numbers six houses and 32 per- 
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sons. Three of these houses are from the Tha-ya-gon church, and three 
are from the heathen, and have been known as ‘white book people ” 
only for a period of six months. 

“ This is the fourth church in that large and populous township, and 
the nineteenth Pwo church in Bassein. 

“ The native pastors and preachers are increasing year by year, both 
in number and efficiency. All the churches but three have their own 
pastors, and these are watched over by the nearest pastors and by the 
missionary. 

“ The great work of the year has been preaching the gospel among 
the heathen. Many have engaged in this work, both preachers and 
private members, both men and women. Thousands of miles have been 
travelled in all directions, and, as might be expected, encouraging re- 
sults have attended their labors. Tha Bwa alone received the names of 
106 persons, the residents of 48 houses in 15 villages, who had already 
renounced or were ready to renounce all heathen customs, and on receiv- 
ing further instruction, become the followers of the * white book.’ 

* In this connection it is with much joy that we announce the opening, 
at last, of Sabagela, a large and populous township, south of Shway- 
Loung and near the sea-coast. The gospel has already been received 
there in three villages, two of them Pwo and one Burmese. Often have 
the claims of this field been discussed, and plans laid for laboring there ; 
but owing to its distance from the city and most of the churches, little 
has been done. I visited the township in the latter part of May, at a time 
when the excessive heat made jungle labor very trying, and partly as a 
consequence, I returned from this visit to be laid aside during all the 
month of June, with a bad leg and affection of the head attended with 
deafness, which came on as I stepped from my boat at the first village, 
and made all attempts to communicate witlr the people difficult and em- 
barrassing. 

“It would be interesting, could we state the whole amount of labors 
performed and miles travelled ; but Karens have not yet learned to make 
such reports. 

“ From a memorandum kept of my own labors abroad, I have the 
following summary for the year 1868 — tours, 30; visits, 91; miles 
. travelled, 2,823; of which, performed on foot, miles 335. During this 
year I was out every month. 

“For the present year, to the 18th of September — tours, 18 ; visits, 
63; miles travelled, 2,027; on foot, 219. 

* Schools. — A new impetus has been given to all school operations 
this year. By a little judicious aid, and the expectation of a Govern- 
ment grant, schools have been sustained in more villages than heretofore. 
The largest village school was at Moung-tha, in the dry season, and num- 
bered 43 pupils. At a second session in the rainy season, the number 
was increased to 59, the largest Pwo school yet reported. 

** One most encouraging and pleasing fact is, that in seven of these 
schools young women have been engaged as teachers. .Total village 
schools, 12; pupils, 237. 

“ The city school has numbered 67, nearly double of previous years. 
Of these 22 were females and nearly all young women. Mrs. Van 
Meter and Miss Higby have had the chief care of this school. They 
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were aided by a competent native teacher, Shway Thah, who gave much 
satisfaction. From the above, we have a total in village and city schools 
of 304. Many heathen families, knowing that rice was needed for our 
city school, gave cheerfully for the same.” 

Statistics. — Churches, 19; baptized, 33; church members, 767. 
Nominal Christians, 727 ; total Christian community, 1,494. Preachers, 
52; ordained, 6. Pupils in town school, 67 ; in twelve village schools, 
237. Total, 304. ‘Total contributions and expenditures, Rs. 2,582. 
Books sold, Burman, Karen, and a few English, Rs. 663. “ Burman 
Messenger,” for the most part taken and paid for by the people, 220. 

Summary of Karen Churches. — Churches, 276 ; baptized, 629 ; total 
members, 14,403. Preachers, 335; ordained, 67. Pupils in schools, 
2,763. Contributions, Rs. 21,892. 


THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY FOR THE KARENS. 
Ranaoon. — Rev. J. G. Binney, D. D., and wife, assisted by native teachers. 


During most of the year Mr. Smith was associated with Dr. Binney in 
the department of instruction ; but for reasons stated in another connec- 
tion he has been restored to his old field at Henthada. 

The operations of the school have gone forward without interruption, 
and with the usual measure of success, as will be seen by the subjoined 
account from the pen of Dr. Binney. 

* While in an Institution like this it must be quite an exceptional 
year to have anything new to present, the year past has been so full of 
accustomed blessings that it gives us pleasure to report progress. We 
have enjoyed our usual good health, and the conduct of the pupils has 
been commendable, and we trust real progress has been made in the 
appropriate work of the Institution. 

_* The curriculum given below has guided us, as usual, with one or 
two exceptions to accommodate classes. Still, owing to the over-crowded 
course of study, some parts of the course have been too much hurried.

“Instruction is given each week in the principles and practice of Sa- 
cred Music. 
** One evening each week is devoted to a religious service, with preach- 
ing by the older young men in rotation, and other times for especially 
devotional meetings. 
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“ The religious state of the pupils, which of course with us occupies 
the first place, continues good, and in the case of some at least we trust 
there is a riper Christian experience, and a more definite apprehension 
of Christian principle and duty. 

“The average number of pupils has been 914 for the session of nine 
months. Itis greatly to be desired that pupils entering the Institution 
should have more preparation study, that we may concentrate our time 
and labor here upon the more appropriate work of a Biblical and The- 
ological course.” 

The above statement relates to the session for 1868-69. The session 
for 1869-70, opened with a hundred pupils, and at last accounts all was 
going on prosperously.

girls, supported chiefly by donations from personal friends in this 
country. The Committee look upon it with favor, and expect some 
day to see it expand into a Seminary of a high order for the Karen 
women of Burmah.

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MISSION TO THE SHANS. 


TounGoo. — 


In this country, Mr. and Mrs. Bixsy ; Miss GAGs, temporarily connected with the Burmese 
department at Bassein.

TOUNGOO. 


Mr. Bixby still remains in this country, his health being in too pre- 
carious a condition to warrant his return. In the early part of the year 
it was deemed wise that Mrs. Bixby should join her husband here, and 
she accordingly did so, arriving home in midsummer. It is not certain 
when they will resume their much loved employment abroad. For the 
last nine months they have been engaged in mission work in the city of 
Providence, and with encouraging results. 

Miss Gage, not regarding herself as adequate to bearing alone the re- 
sponsibilities of the station of Toungoo, left when her sister did, and came 
down to Rangoon. Soon after she repaired to Bassein, where she found 
a congenial home in the family of Mr. and Mrs. Douglass. She was 
there, rendering most valuable service amidst the trying scenes attending 
the sickness and death of brother D., and has since united her efforts 
with Mrs. D.’s in carrying forward the mission. 

Of the state of the church in Toungoo we have but limited means of 
information, and can give no details. At the request of the Committee, 
Mr. Bunker, of the Karen mission, has looked after the property of the 
Union, and given such attention as his other pressing engagements would 
allow to the native preachers and church. It is likely that the members 
are scattered, many of them beyond recovery. The school was given 
up when Mrs. Bixby left. Till time can be given for an examination, 
we give the items as last year. 


Statistics. — Churches, 5. Whole number, 134; preachers, 11. 


RANGOON. 


In the early part of the year under review, that is, the winter of 1868-69, 
Mr. Cushing, accompanied by his wife, made two trips to the Shan States, 
full accounts of which from his own pen have appeared in the Mag- 
azine. The extreme eastern point reached was Monai city. Wherever 
they went, the people gathered around them, and many listened atten- 
tively to the story of the cross. Several thousand tracts were distributed, 
and seed sown from which we may hope for fruit in coming time. The 
spirit and bearing of two native assistants is spoken of with gratitude, 
as they seemed to have the enlightenment and salvation of their country- 
men at heart. 

In March of last year, Mr. Cushing removed to Rangoon, and estab- 
lished that as the head-quarters of his work till such time as the way 
into the Shan country may be opened. In the vicinity of that city large 
numbers of Shans are found, their villages being scattered here and there 
within a circle of several miles. Within the last two years many Chinese 
Shans have settled down there, so that this element of the population is 
increasing. Their villages have been repeatedly visited by Mr. Cushing 
and his native assistants, and some interesting cases of inquiry have 
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occurred. Two have been baptized, and one, who has for years been a 
backslider, has been induced to return to Christ. 

During four months of the rainy season, a small school was taught 
under the care of Mrs. Cushing. The attendance was irregular, varying 
from nine up to twenty and more, — the irregularity being occasioned by 
the opposition of Shan priests, who intimidated the children and their 
parents. Two of the pupils gave evidence of having become disciples 
of Christ. 

Mr. Cushing continues with unabated enthusiasm the study of the 
language and the preparation of elementary works. Two additional tracts 
and a spelling-book have been printed during the rains. Proximity to 
the press constituted one of the chief reasons for his removal to Ran- 

oon. 

° Early in November last, Mr. Cushing left Rangoon, in accordance 
with plans previously sanctioned by the Executive Committee, expecting 
to be absent three or four months, perhaps more. He expected to pen- 
etrate the Shan country far to the east of the Salwen River, into 
regions and among people not before visited, the object being to ascer- 
tain any peculiarities of the language not heretofore discovered, and 
compass, so far as may be, the extent of the field embraced by the mis- 
sion. He is accompanied by Mrs. Cushing. i 

At Toungoo he wrote of his success thus far, and ofthe preparations 
completed for the remainder of the journey, since which we have 
nothing fron his pen, though through other channels we learn of his 
safe arrival at Monai. We await with deep interest further intelligence.

This mission has been twice bereaved during the year; once in May 
last by the death of Mr. Scott at Nowgong, and again in September, by 
the death of Mrs. Bronson, at Elmira. Other laborers, exhausted by 
the climate, have found it necessary to seek a more invigorating atmos- 
phere. Mrs. Stoddard reached our shores in the early summer, and both 
Mr. and Mrs. Ward are on their way home. Mrs. Comfort’s health 
was much impaired in the spring, and she was advised to leave Gowahati 
for a season. A visit to Gowalpara proved very beneficial. 

On the other hand, we are thankful to record that Mr. Bronson, ac- 
companied by one of his daughters, set out for Assam by the overland 
route in December, and has no doubt reached Nowgong before this 
time. 

SIBSAGOR. 


In tiie month of July, Mr. Ward made over the care of the press to 
Mr. Clark, and not long after, in company with his wife, left the station. 
On their way down the river, they spent several weeks with Mrs. Scott 
at Nowgong, and subsequently briefer periods with Mr. and Mrs. Com- 
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fort at Gowahati and Mr. Stoddard at Gowalpara. These interviews 
were mutually refreshing, especially to Mrs. Scott, on whom the entire 
responsibility of the station had been devolved by the removal of her 
husband. 

The departure of Mr. Ward at so early a day after the arrival of Mr. 
Clark, threw a great burden upon the latter, — one indeed for which 
he felt himself inadequately prepared. The trial, however, has furnished 
a fresh confirmation of the assurance given by the Master to all His 
servants, “ As thy day is, so shall thy strength be.” Late accounts in- 
dicate that all departments of labor are moving on regularly and hope- 
fully. Midhi Levi, the old and tried assistant, having acquired a good 
use of the English language, proves to be a valuable interpreter at this 
juncture. No detailed statement of work done in the printing-office has 
come to hand. 

The church numbers the same as last year, 24. 


NOWGONG. 


By the death of her husband, Mrs. Scott was left in sole charge of the 
station, with the additional care of three children. The blow was fear- 
ful, and its effects for the moment stunning. But she soon recovered 
herself, took hold of the Everlasting Arm, and rose up to duty and enjoy- 
ment in duty. With a remarkable degree of courage and firmness, she 
put her hand on the helm of affairs, and from that day to this, all parts 
of the work, including the church, schools, native helpers, and financial 
matters, have gone on successfully. Mr. Ward, after being on the 
ground some time, wrote, “* The charge of the Nowgong mission, from 
the hour of her husband’s death until missionaries from home shall arrive, 
is sister Scott’s. The picture of womanly devotion and heroism is 
unique, and I would sooner have stayed away than that coming here for 
a short time should mar it. I shall touch nothing, meddle with nothing, 
dictate nothing, but let well alone. Thank God for this exhibition of 
His grace in so sustaining and strengthening our sister in such an 
emergency, even enabling her to decide to remain among her beloved 
Mikirs in a work for which her experience, capacity, and surprisin 
knowledge of the language render her eminently adapted. We had 
taken it for granted that she would accompany us home. It seemed 
rather strong doctrine, when she wrote that she proposed to remain and 
continue in the work, saying, ‘I gave myself to the work of missions be- 
fore I ever knew my precious husband.’ But it now seems to me to be 
of the Lord ; and with her good health and excellent domestic arrange- 
ments, I see no reason why she may not give much time to successful 
missionary labor in connection with the Mikir school for young men.” 
We cannot give a better idea of the state and prospects of work at 
this station than by copying entire a recent letter from Mrs. Scott. 
* The year 1869 has been one of steady progress in the mission work. 
Especially is this visible in the schools and among the Mikirs of the 
hills. The work there is being carried on by Habe and Mon, two of 
our Hill Tribe School pupils. Two Bible-readers whom I sent out in 
December have just returned, and bring most interesting accounts of 
the work done by Habe and Mon. In Habe’s field, two young lads, 
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who have never seen a missionary, have given good evidence of conver- 
sion. In their village they have started an interesting Sabbath-school ; 
several of the children of that village have learned to write, so that they 
might be able to send me letters when Habe comes down to the station, 
I have received two very nice little letters from two of the children, 
letters that would do credit to children at home. 

“That the Mikirs as a people will be gathered into the kingdom of 
Christ, I cannot for a moment doubt. They are waking up, and grad- 
ually feeling their way into the light. Rong Bong, the first Mikir bap- 
tized, who was excluded from the church last year, seems greatly 
moved on this subject of late. During one of his late visits, while I was 
talking with him on this subject, he said, ‘ Yes, yes, I see it all. I see 
how those young men are leading our people out of the wilderness, and 
I, alas! who should have been an Omed, am an outcast from God, reap- 
ing the bitter fruits of my sins.’ Last night in our prayer-meeting, he 
prayed with a fervor and an eloquence I have seldom heard, for his own 
forgiveness and the redemption of his people. But he is a man of weak 
principles and bad habits, and I dare not encourage his restoration to 
church fellowship, lest again he fall and bring a double disgrace upon 
the cause. 

** During the past year, one only has been baptized into the fellowship 
ofthe church. Two have been restored, three excluded,:and two. have 
died. Present number, 35. 

** Our Sabbath-school averages fifty in regular attendance. 

** Five schools are in successful operation, two on the Mikir hills, one 
among the Casaris, one girls’ school in the station, and one Hill Tribe 
Normal School. For these schools I am receiving from Government 70 
rupees monthly. I am hoping to get the grant for the Normal School 
increased during the coming year. Three pupils from the Normal 
School will, I trust, be baptized when Mr. Bronson arrives. The Garo 
sepoy, of whom I spoke in my last, still evinces much interest, and at- 

tends our Sabbath-school and Sabbath services. He seems near the 
kingdom. My Bible-readers start again in a few days for a tour among 
the Cassiya Garos of this district. Charles, the native preacher, ac- 
companies them. O that the Spirit of the Lord may rest upon their la- 
bors.” 

Statistics. — Church, 1; baptized, 1; restored, 2; excluded, 3; died, 
2. Present number, 35. 


GOWAHATI. 


The general aspect of things at this station remains much the same 
as last year. No special revival influences have been felt, and no addi- 
tions have been made to the little church. Sabbath services have been 
kept up,-—in the English by Mr. Comfort, and in the Assamese b 
Kandura, the native assistant. Mr. Comfort begins to exercise himself 
in the Assamese, and hopes soon to carry the messages of life to the 
outlying regions. During the year Kandura made two trips, each fill- 


- ing several weeks, to the hill country south and southwest of Gowa- 


hati; the last time, reaching the Garo district, and preaching the gos- 
pel to converts and others belonging to that tribe. His spirit was 
refreshed by what he saw and heard. 

Statistics. — Church, 1; members, 11. 
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Mission to the Assamese. 


GOWALPARA. 


. The work among the Garos goes steadily on. A good idea of its 
general features will be gained by the following statements made by Mr. 
Stoddard in October last. 

“This has been a year marked in India for the large number of sud- 
den deaths among Europeans. Several missionaries of different Soci- 
eties are among the number. And with these daily admonitions about 
us, as we stand alone in our work, five churches not yet three years 
old, one hundred and forty Christians just over from darkness and 
heathenism, eight or ten preachers and teachers who are in constant 
need of ‘line upon line, precept upon precept,’ we anxiously inquire 
who will be ready to lead on this interesting army to final conquest 
when we fail, or even now to help in the responsible yet glorious work. 

“T have had a small class with me at the station during the rainy 
months, giving daily lessons from the Scriptures. 

“* Monthly reports have come in from the schools and churches. 

“We have a Garo church membership at this time of one hundred 
and forty, who live in five different villages, and form as many distinct 
churches or communities of Christians. 

“We have eight schools, with one hundred and fifty pupils on the 
rolls. One is a school of girls, supported, at present, by a missionary’s 
wife in Calcutta. The other seven are supported by Government 
rant. 

a These schools, as also the churches, are in the plains at the base of 
the hills, and meet with more or less opposition from the surrounding 
influences of Hinduism and Mohammedanism. 

**T have succeded in starting a small school in Bago’s village in the 
hills, using his chapel as a school-house. This is the only school where 
married men and women attend together, indicating pretty clearly what 
would be the result of entering the hills beyond the influence of the 
plains already referred to. 

** You speak hopefully, in the last date, about help for Assam, which 
we very much need at Nowgong and Gowalpara. At these points we 
have a footing among the hill tribes, which present a much more cheer- 
ing view for evangelical labors than the priest-ridden, caste-bound peo- 
ple of the plains. 

“T find great assistance from Mrs. Ward’s Assamese Question-book, 
in giving Bible lessons to the Garo Christians, who understand this 
language. My class has made fine progress the last six weeks, and 
begin to be able of themselves to study and comprehend a lesson with 
the question-book in band.” 

In the month of December we find Mr. Stoddard, in company with 
Mr. Comfort and Kandura, of the Gowahati station, laboring together 
in the plains. A few extracts from his letters will show the nature 
of the work and the character of the converts. Dec. 28, he wrote 
from the village of Rajasimola : — 

“ Br. Comfort and I have been at this Christian village four days. 
We find much to encourage us. During this time eighteen have been 
baptized. Most of these are wives and daughters of those who were 
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formerly baptized. Omed had the pleasure of baptizing his daughter, 
Ohalla, an interesting girl of ten years. Our brother Bago, from the 
hill chapel, brought down a neighbor whose experience and examina- 
tion pleased all. He was baptized, and a new ray of hope seemed to 
light up the pleasant face of Bago, as he bade us good-by to return to 
his mountain home with his new brother. 

*“ The Christian teacher, who volunteered some time since to start 
a school in Bago’s village, has succeeded very well. He has collected 
twelve pupils, most of whom are young men and women. 

* While I am writing, here comes Bago, who left us yesterday, lead- 
ing an own sister, probably about sixteen years old, saying, * My sister 
has at last given her heart to Christ, and during the night expressed 
the desire to go and join the Christians at once. So, long before day, 
we started, fearing you would be gone before we could get here. God 
is good. He is giving me my neighbors and friends, one by one, after 
they had all left me. O how I love Him and Jesus Christ.’ 

* And we all weep together, while we behold this simple faith in an 
unlettered, ignorant man, that overcometh the world and the devil, 
and puts our enlightened faith and zeal to great shame. 

* The Christian village seems to be prospering in this world’s goods 
also. Cattle, rice, clothing, and everything for their comfort, is said to 
have increased fourfold during four years.” . 

Dec. 20, Mr. Stoddard wrote from Amjunga: ‘“ This is a large 
Garo village, half way between Damra and Rajasimola. The little 
band of disciples have been greatly afflicted the past year. Three of 
their number have died : the aged father, whose body the heathen relatives 
burned ; the mother, who gave her ornaments for the spread of the gos- 
pel; and, on the 3d of this month, her husband, who was a pensioned 
sepoy, and the only one able to read the New Testament at their weekly 
gatherings. Besides, their heathen neighbors give them much annoy- 
ance, and have broken up our day-school for the second time. 

“ Still the Lord reigneth, and a few in Amjunga believe this, and 
their trust is in the living God. -In our meeting last night one said, 
‘I love Christ and this new religion more and more ; two of my younger 
children died recently; I give them to Jesus; three of my older children 
believe in Christ as I do; why should I turn back to folly and death ? 
Never! never!!’ The old widow, whose husband’s body was burned, 
and in whose house our meeting was held, spoke freely of her great ig- 
norance, her abiding faith in Christ, and her determination to serve 
Him even if her neighbors vexed her more and more. And she joined 
in the earnest petition of all who spoke, viz.: * We pray, pity us, and 
send us at once a religious teacher ; none of us can read, send quickly 
a preacher to teach us all the truth.’ What can be done for this band 
of twelve or fifteen Christians and this heathen village, is a subject of 
serious prayer, now laid before the Garo preachers.” 

From Damra, the point nearest to Gowalpara, Mr. Stoddard writes, 
Jan. 1, 1870: * A new year has opened upon us. Our first work 
was at our beautiful Jordan. Soon after sunrise, four converts from a 
neighboring village, previously received by the church, were present 
for baptism. It had been thus arranged, as we expected to make an 
early march to a new point, and not return here for several weeks.” 
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At this point labors were interrupted, Mr. Comfort, and soon after 
him Kandura, being taken sick of fever, making it necessary that all 
should return to Gowalpara, from which place Mr. Stoddard renewed his 
narration on the 9th of January. After referring to the climate, and 
the risks to which all strangers, even natives of Assam, expose them- 
selves, ‘just under the shadow of the hills where our work is at pres- 
ent,” he goes on to say, ** But the field is inviting, and continually 
growing in interest. The day we left Damra, others came in from a 
distance and asked for baptism. And at other points along the frontier, 
not yet visited this year, we hear of those who have abandoned heathen 
rites and are waiting to know more of Christ that they may follow 
Him. 

“ Over twenty years ago, in connection with the Orphan Institution of 
Nowgong I baptized a promising lad of about twelve years. His father 
was a poor blind beggar, of the fisherman caste of Hindus. This was 
my first, to lead into the waters of baptism. I was delighted to witness 
his progress in study, and growth in grace, and subsequent appointment 
as colporteur. This same native brother, Kandura, I had the joy of 
meeting in company with br. Comfort in Garo land: and from place 
to place, in all our travels together, he faithfully preached Christ and 
Him crucified. And his soul was filled with wonder at this great won- 
der among the Garos. After about one hundred and fifty Christians 
had given him a hearty welcome by a shake of the hand, he turned to 
Omed and Ramkhe and said, ‘ Brothers, where am I? whom do I 
see and hear around me? when you two called on me in Gowahati, 
only a few years since, to inquire about this Christian religion, did I 
believe to live to see so great a fire of truth kindled in this dark land ? 
No, never. But ‘tis of God. On, my brothers, with the torch of 
truth, and you shall see all the Garo land, ere long, in a blaze.’” 

In a few days the sick ones recovered sufficiently to set out for 
Gowahati, and Mr. Stoddard returned to his work in the plains. At 
Damra, under date of Feb. 7, he informs us that others had been bap- 
tized at that point, making in all twenty-seven this season, — also that 
sixteen feet had been added to the chapel, to render it sufficiently ca- 
pacious to accommodate the growing numbers, —a labor in which the 
disciples participated freely and generously. Of the opening field he 
thus speaks : — 

“ We have, while building, kept up our evening meetings with little 
interruption. The preachers and pundits, six or eight, have been sent 
out, two and two, to visit such villages in the hills as are accessible. 
Already new places have heard the ‘ good news,’ and we look with 
prayerful interest to the coming reports. We have reason to believe 
that within two or three years, at the most, we shall be able to go 
everywhere ov the Garo hills unmolested. 

* Col. Haughton was here on the 20th ult., to meet the Garo chiefs. 


Between thirty and forty were present, as friendly to the Government. . 


Many of these have but recently ‘ wheeled into line.’ The Colonel 
addressed them through an interpreter, and all professed their willing- 
ness to aid Government in bringing all the chiefs into friendly rela- 
tionship. He has had large experience and marked success with many 
savage tribes, and he expressed to me his determination, next cold sea- 
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son, to march entirely through the Garo hills. He is quite confident 
he can do it by that time, without fear of molestation. The Commis- 
sioner is a warm friend of missions, and contributes liberally for evan- 
gelical labors among the various savage tribes he has from time to time 
governed and tamed. He stands ready to aid any efforts we are put- 
ting forth for the good of this neglected and vere Sec people.” 

Thus the Lord is opening the fields much faster than His people seem 
ready to go in and cultivate. “The harvest is great, the laborers are 
few.” May the fervent, effectual prayer ascend to the Lord of the 
harvest for laborers. 

The Statistics to December 30, 1869, are as follows: Churches, 5; 
baptized, 66; died, 5; whole number, 176. 

Schools, Normal, 1; village, 8; pupils in all, 156. 

Native assistants. — Omed, ordained preacher, Rdmkhe, Rungkhu, 
Omorsing, Rdmsing, Gougdndm, Fokud, Néaran, Malgang, and 
Chakhin. 

Summary of the Mission.—Stations, 4; churches, 8; baptized, 67; 
excluded, 13; died, 7; whole number, 246. 


SOUTHERN INDIA. 
MISSION TO THE TELOOGOOS. 
Ne uore. — Rev. L. Jewert and wife. Rev. Joun McLAuRIN and wife. 
' Oncor. — Rev. Joun E. Cioven and wife. 


Ramaratam. — Rey. A. V. Timpany and wife. 

Native Assistants.— Under Mr. Jewett’s supervision, Canakiah, and others to the number 
of thirteen. Connected with Mr. Clough, Rungiah and twelve others. With Mr. Timpany, Z2ra 
and six or seven others in a course of training. 

Ovr-stations. — Connected with Nellore, Cavoor, Alloor, and Jnamadagu. Connected with 
Ongole, Cumbum and many others. 

Mr. and Mrs. McLaurin, under appointment to this mission at the 
time of the last annual meeting, sailed from New York in December, 
expecting to reach Madras at the end of February. They would repair 
to Nellore and make a temporary residence in the mission house with 
Mr. Jewett. Since the last report, land and buildings suitable for a 
mission station have been bought at Ramapatam, on the Bay of Bengal, 
and Mr. Timpany has been designated to occupy them. The property 
is thought to be remarkably well suited to our purpose, and was secured 
at a low price,—some $2,000, including repairs. Everything has 
favored, thus far, the opening of this new station, and brother Timpany 


looks for an early fruit-gathering. 


NELLORE. 


The mission families at the station have been exempt from serious ill- 
ness. The out-station at Alloor was visited by cholera, which swept 
many away, and among them one convert, a man about thirty-five 

ears of age, with a family dependent on him. His short Christian 
life was such as to win the confidence and love of the missionaries. 

The first week in January was spent in prayer, after which Messrs. 
Jewett and Timpany, with their wives, visited Ongole for purposes of 
consultation. At that time plans were formed which have since been 
successfully carried out. On the way back, Ramapatam, Alloor, and 
other villages were visited, and much time spent in direct labor. 
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Alloor has become an important out-station. Nine acres of land and a 
dwelling house have been purchased, at a cost of Rs. 1,100 = $500, and 
one of the ablest native preachers stationed there. The number bap- 
tized has risen to 38,—of whom 25 have put on Christ during the 
year. It is in contemplation soon to organize a church. 

The converts are all from the Mala class, in extreme poverty. They 
are endeavoring to improve their condition by leasing lands of Govern- 
ment, but hitherto have been thwarted in their efforts by the Reddies, 
who wish to grasp all the lands and make the Malas work their farms 
for almost nothing. Their cry now is for land and schools. 

In Kouragunter, four miles from Alloor, five young men, heads of 
families, have been baptized. Four of them can read, and their worldly 
condition generally is better than that of the Alloor converts. In re- 
lating their experience, they referred back some ten years, to the time 
when the Tract called “* The Jewel Mine of Salvation,” was brought 
to their village, and became to them the first source of spiritual knowl- 
edge. The visits of colporteurs and catechists were blessed of God in 
ripening their convictions, and giving a well-grounded hope in the Lord 
Jesus. 

At the Cavoor station also, progress has been made. The oldest pu- 
pil in the school bids fair to make an efficient laborer. He is now 
working in the villages, and is supported by the Salem church and Sun- 
day-school, Michigan. Four have been baptized, three of them mem- 
bers of the school. 

Inamadagu is a village without a temple or idols. The school here 
numbers fifteen boys and nine girls, in all, twenty-four. The people 
have made great efforts to emerge from their narrow bounds into a 
plain laid out into broad streets, with a chapel and school-house in the 
centre. They wish also to get land to work, that they may have a 
chance to rise. They have been greatly absorbed in efforts to secure 
this end. In this village eight have been baptized, — one of them a pu- 
pil in the school. 

In Vangolu and other villages west of Nellore, six have been bap- 
tized. Many more give hopeful signs of conversion, but have not come- 
out openly on the Lord’s side. 

At Nellore extensive repairs have been made on the mission house 
and out-buildings; the chapel has been enlarged by the addition of a 
room for the use of the school, and Rs. 150 expended in furnishing it with 
tables, benches, maps, and a globe. 

On the first Monday of each month, all the native assistants have: 
been required to recite lessons which had been assigned to them the 
previous month. Some of them have not remitted their mission tours 
during the rainy season, while others have spent some weeks in con- 
tinuous study. It has been the purpose of the brethren, as far as possi+ 
ble, to carry the gospel to the masses on the Sabbath. The afternoon 
sermon in the chapel has been given up, and the members of the church, 
male and female, have gone out into the streets of the town or into the 
villages, to gather congregations or visit from house to house. In the 
evening all meet together, to report what they have done, and pray 
for a blessing on their labors. 

The monthly covenant meetings of the church, instead of being occa- 
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sions for the members to relate the exercises of their minds, are now de- 
voted to hearing an account of what each one has attempted to do for 
the conversion of souls. The change has proved to be a profitable 
one. 

There has been also a decided advance on former years in the amount 
contributed by the mission. At Nellore five have been baptized, four 
of them pupils in school. 

Many mission tours have been made into the rural districts during 
the year. It is found that the inhabitants of those regions receive the 
word with more readiness of mind than do those who live in the old 
centres. Six hundred villages have been visited, 3,820 tracts and 1,000 
hand-bills distributed, and 1,200 Scripture portions sold. 

Statistics. — One church; baptized 55; excluded 8; died 2; whole 
number 126. 

Contributions. — By native church members and congregations, Rs. 
163-5 ; by others in the mission, 259-8-2; by cash received from sales, 


Rs. 181-8; by friends of missions in Madras, Rs. 559. 
ONGOLE. 


The blessing of God on labors in connection with this station has been 
abundant. Mr. Clough opened his annual statement in the following 
exultant strain: “ When 1 look back over the year 1869, the blessings 
received appear so many and so marked, and we were so happy in our 
work, that it sometimes seems like a dream, too good to be true. Many 
times, especially during the month of December, when far away among 
the jungle villages, did these words come to me ; ‘ Be still, and know that 
I am God; I will be exalted among the heathen, I will be exalted in the 
earth. The Lord of hosts is with us, the God of Jacob is our refuge.’ 
Indeed it seemed as though those words were written expressly for us; 
certainly no advice could be more appropriate. 

“In the midst of harvest, in several villages, men and women turned 
out by hundreds to hear about Jesus; and not only to hear, but to be- 
lieve also. Three hundred and twenty-four were baptized in one month, 
December, and hundreds of others sent away until we should know them 
better. We rejoice with trembling. We know tosome extent our weak- 
ness, and the tremendous load heaped upon us. If Jesus helps sufti- 
ciently, we shall stand and do our work when and as we should. With- 
out His aid, we know that we shall all come to grief and shame. _ Please 
remember us in your prayer.” 

In making further report of this station, we cannot do better than to 
follow the line marked by Mr. Clough, and confine ourselves mainly to 
his language. 

Personal Labors. — * About two months of the year under considera- 
tion I spent in mission tours, made five trips, two of which, one in Sep- 
tember, and the other in December, were to Cumbum and the regions 
north and northwest of that city. 

*“ About six weeks during the * hot winds,’ I lectured to my assistants 
every day and sometimes twice a day, holding in fact, what we called a 
‘ Ministers’ Institute.’ 

* During the remainder of the year, I preached in and around Ongole, 
instructed Christians and inquirers, and superintended affairs as best I 
could; in one word, did all I at the time thought myself able to do. 
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Chapel Services. —* Chapel services have been the same as last year, 
the morning service conducted by myself, the afternoon by native preach- 
ers. Prayer and conference meeting usually held three and four times 
a week. 

Native Assistants. —* I have had, in all, thirteen native assistants, 
eight preachers, one colporteur and four teachers under my care, all but 
one proving faithful. Of the recovery of this one, I have hope.’ At the 
very beginning of the year, I transferred Ezra, my very best man, to 
brother ‘Timpany. 

“ The preachers have worked the same as last year, to wit, have trav. 
elled from village to village about twenty-five days of each month, and 
spent the remainder with me, in reading their reports, receiving instruc- 
tions, and in special prayer. This course I find necessary, as they are 
all new men, and were themselves three or four years ago worshipping 
idols. Hence they are weak and ignorant. 

Schools. —** Our Normal school has done a glorious work, and is 
worthy of the prayers and aid of all Christians. Twenty-three young men 
and six young women, twenty-nine in all, have been in attendance. 
Three teachers have gone out from it, and established schools in as 
many Christian villages, —one at Genuagepenta, one at Nidapetta, 
the other at Cumbum Rangpand. We also have a school at Dond- 
laroo, as reported, last year. The pupils are made up cf Christian par- 
ents and their children. In all our schools, there are about one hundred 
and fifty scholars. 

Converts. —**'The first week in January, 1869, we, as a mission, in 
concert with the rest of the Christian world, spent in special prayer, 
We asked the great Head of the Church that He would send five hun- 
dred of his own elect to us, the year then just commenced. If all we 
have baptized prove to be real Christians, as we hope they will, the num- 
ber asked for came, and seventy-three more. The native Christians 
connected with our stations live in ninety-four different villages, are 
mostly very poor and ignorant people, being from the Mordayhar and 
Mala castes. None can read or write until taught by us. I say none; 
perhaps one in two hundred can read a little, but not one can write cor- 
rectly. Assoon as they profess faith in Jesus, all have a great desire to 
learn to read the Bible, except, of course, the very aged. Their carnest- 
hess amounts to enthusiasm, and teachers are asked for by so many vil- 
lages, that [ have not been able to supply more than one tenth of the de- 
mand. ‘The converts are willing to build school-houses, and support 
teachers, in most instances, if they and their children can only be taught. 
Teachers must all come from our Normal school, and how important 
that it be supported by your prayers and your money. 

Cumbuin — A new Station desirable. — * Cumbum is too far away from 
Ongole to be connected with it any longer than is actually necessary. 
Being in another district, Kurnool, and separated from the Vellore district 
for many miles by a range of high hills, aspur of the Eastern Ghauts, it is 
naturally another field. In many respects it is even now like an old sta- 
tion. About four hundred members of our church are there, and inquir- 
ers numbering hundreds more. The present Assistant Collector living 
there isa friend to us and to justice, and therefore, although I am far away, 
the disciples have a degree of peace. But I know from experience that 
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the heathen are ‘ exceedingly mad,’ and would gladly persecute them 
‘even unto death,’ did they not fear ‘the powers that be.’ Besides 
this, the converts need a white face, an Anglo-Saxon zeal, to teach, encour- 
age, and inspire them. Each trip I make, costs from 70 to 100 rupees, 
and I travel as cheaply as Ican. And yet I feel that such tours are not 
quite satisfactory ; everything has to be done in a hurry, and I return 
worn out. 

The Great Need. — * It seems to me that Providence says plainly to 
the American Baptists, go up and occupy Cumbum, and also establish a 
theological seminary, either at Ongole or Ramapatam. ‘These two un- 
dertakings must be entered upon and carried out at once, in order to 
hold the ground already taken, and raise up a native ministry for the 
many churches that should even now be organized. The work in this 
land has but just begun. Besides br. McLaurin, two more families are 
needed, and should be at once sent forward. 

‘** Until the above named plan, or a better one, can be made a reality, 
I beg you not only to remember our Normal school and the one at Nel- 
lore, by asking the ‘ Lord of the harvest ’ to bless them to the students, 
but also by making them liberal grants. 

Mr. Clough offers either to remain at Ongole, or remove to Cumbum, 
to establish a station there. - 

Statistics. — One church ; baptized, 573 ; died, 3; excluded, 9; whole 
number, 709.

RAMAPATAM. 


In the early part of the year, though still residing at Nellore and 
participating in the labors of that station, Mr. Timpany directed his at- 
tention to Ramapatam, as a point of great importance for our work, and 
one that ought soon to be occupied by a missionary. In this view he had 
been sustained by the concurrent opinions of the older missionaries ; and 
no sooner did his plans become known at the Missionary Rooms, than they 
received the indorsement of the Executive Committee. Instructions 
were sent forward in June, in accordance with which Mr. Timpany pur- 
chased land and buildings formerly occupied by the sub-collector of the 
district, at a cost of some $1,500. An additional outlay of $500, it is 
thought, will make the property all that is required for a well-equipped 
mission station, including dwelling-house, chapel, school-room, and other 
conveniences. The venerable Deacon Stevens, of the English Baptist 
Church in Madras, whose liberality to this mission we have before had 
occasion to record, gave about $400, towards the purchase money. Mr. 
T. has also bought, at a point three miles away from Ramapatam, one 
acre of ground and a small house, for $100, which he offers to the Union 
at his own expense for an out-station. Some one, reading this, may be dis- 
posed to relieve our brother of this burden, or rather, by the contribution 
of an equal sum, enable him to accomplish some other object equally 
valuable in itself and equally dear to his heart. 

While these negotiations were going on, assistant Hzra, a tried and 
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faithful helper, was put on the field, to travel from place to place, preach- 

ing the gospel, and selling tracts and Scripture portions. He visited 

from one hundred and fifty to two hundred villages, being well received 

and having in some instances audiences of two hundred people. Heex- 
ts tocontinue in this delightful employment the year to come. 

Besides Ezra, br. Timpany has had around him six or seven other 
persons, some advanced in life and others quite young, in process of train- 
ing for assistants. A part of them have spent most of the time in study, 
while another part have alternated between study and jungle labor, hav- 
ing visited a hundred or more different villages. From these he expects 
much assistance in carrying out future plans. 

Mr. Timpany has also made several tours for mission work to On- 
gole, to Ramapatam, to Alloor, and to the region west of Nellore, keep- 
ing in mind all the while the importance of acquiring facility in the use 
of the language, combining the study of books and the study of the peo- 
ple, and seeking by both studies and by constant practice to make him- 
self at home in the Teloogoo tongue. In all these labors his wife has 
been ‘*a help-meet.”

CHINESE MISSION OF BANGKOK.

By the blessing of God the operations of this mission have gone steadily 
on through the year, and not without encouraging results. 

During the entire year preaching in Chinese has been continued at 
the chapels in Banplasoi, Lengkiachu and Watko (Bangkok), and 
during the last half of the year at the Union chapel, Bangkok. 

In addition to a general oversight of the work, Dr. Dean has con- 
tinued his endeavors to prepare an improved version of the Scriptures in 
Chinese, shared with the native assistants the service of the chapel on 
the Sabbath, and conducted daily religious services with the domestics and 
teachers. He has also visited the out-stations several times, laboring to 
guide, establish, and strengthen the infant churches. 

Before leaving Bangkok, Mrs. Dean kept up, as in previous years, a 
class of Siamese women and children for religious instruction. She also 
went from house to house for tract distribution and Bible-reading. 

Miss Fielde spent parts of the year in a daily visitation in the chapels, 
to give religious instruction, and more recently has sought the Chinese 
wherever she could gain a hearing for the messages of the gospel, while 
she read and explained the Scriptures. 

During the first part of the year, Miss Dean spent much time in tract 
distribution at the floating houses, and afterwards commenced a small 
school in Chinese for the instruction of the children of church members in 
reading and Christian learning. 

Mr. and Mrs. Partridge have, since January, 1869, given daily attention 
to the study of the Chinese language, and with very encouraging results.

In a variety of ways they have afforded important aid in the general 
work of the mission. They have good health, and are encouraged in 
their work. 

The strength of Mrs. Dean became so much reduced that her physi- 
cian deemed a change indispensable, and accordingly she left fora visit to 
her children in this country.

Mr. and Mrs. Johnson, whose health had for some>time been giving 
ray, at length found it imperative to make a change, and accordingly 
left Swatow in midsummer for California, where they have passed the 
winter. He soon found himself so much improved that he engaged in 
pastoral work with the Baptist church at Petaluma, enjoying in this 
4 new sphere of Christian labor signal tokens of Divine approval. 
cr The withdrawal of Mr. Johnson left the mission in the care of Mr. 
Ashmore, from whom we have derived materials for the following 
statement. 
‘ eo The year past has been characterized by a quiet but steady progress. 
The whole number baptized is 35, which is an increase of 5 over the 
previous year. 
% The internal condition of the churches is gratifying, and furnishes 
4 occasion for continued thanksgiving. Not that all the members are 
walking as they should, or that any present extraordinary cases of ad- 
rancement, above converts from heathenism in other places. Several 
show a lack of zeal and faithfulness, but no instance of apostasy has oc- 
curred, As a body, the members evince an increasing love for the 
gospel and for one another, two prime tests of piety. Their experience 
lacks depth and breadth concetning the sinfulness of sin and the excel- 
lence of holiness. Also in learning to feel the burden ,of responsibility 
in making known the truth to others and in supporting pastors, they 
are yet in the primary stages of consecration. In both these respects 
an encouraging advance is visible. 
At Tang Leng there is a church with a settled pastor, A Sun, who, 
a though feeble in body, is strong in faith. He continues to be supported 
c by funds contributed by the Bristo Street Baptist Church, Edinburgh, 
; Scotland. At this station eleven have been baptized during the year, 


; 1In the above names, Pe means Senior, and is applied to persons well advanced in years: 
: Hnia means elder brother: Che (So Che) means elder sister: Ja means something equivalent to 
Esquire. These are the common designations which the Chinese use to each other. 
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making the whole number of names on the book fifty. It is in contem- 
plation to make a beginning soon toward supporting the pastor. 

In the Hu City too there is a church, but no pastor. A Chuan, for 
a long time employed as a teacher in Mrs. Johnson’s school, has gone 
there, and the indications are that he will prove acceptable to the little 
flock. Puring the year, five were baptized by Mr. Johnson, making 
the whole number eleven. There are some hopeful inquirers. 

Tat Hau Po, situated, like Capernaum, down by the sea, maintains its 
reputation for hardness of heart. Two were baptized before Mr. John- 
son left, and two have since been baptized. Sometimes the communion 
is administered here. 

Swatow and Kakchie are situated on opposite sides of the Swatow 
River, the missionaries living at the latter place for greater safety, though 
the former is the larger. Heretofore Mr. Johnson has had charge at 
Kakchie and Mr. Ashmore at Swatow. At present Mr. A. cares for 
both, services being held at different hours of the day on either side the 
river, those in K. being mainly for church members, while those in S. 
are designed more for the heathen. Two have been baptized in con- 
nection with the work at the latter place, though neither of them resides 
there permanently. 

Kiet Ine has yielded some increase, five having been baptized, and 
three others being on the list of hopeful inquirers. The assistant here is 
competent, but greatly needs more zeal,—the want of almost all 
Chinese helpers. 

Te Ine also has made a little progress. Four persons have been 
baptized, and others show a deep interest in the truth. 

Ampo has been favored with one baptism. Though a difficult field, 
Mr. Ashmore speaks hopefully of it, when a more earnest native worker 
shall be found to place there. 

At Hong Kong, three Chinese have been baptized. One by Aee, 
who visited the island in the early part of the year, one by Mr. Ash- 
more, who was there in May, and one by Mr. Johnson, when on his 
way home. Mr. Ashmore also baptized three Europeans, and he speaks 
hopefully of the establishment of a Baptist church of English-speaking 
people. 

Classes of native teachers, in Biblical studies, have been kept up, as 
in past years, the exercises consisting in a careful perusal of the Word 
of God, comparing part with part, and the discussion of such practical 
and experimental topics as grow out of the portion under review. In 
this way the preachers acquire a greater degree of fitness for their 
work, while they ‘* grow in grace and in the knowledge of our Lord 
Jesus Christ.” The practice of the mission is to hold a bi-monthly cel- 
ebration of the Lord’s Supper at Kakchie, on which occasion the 
preachers come together and spend several days with the missionaries, 
in reciting lessons previously given out, listening to instruction, and re- 
ceiving hints for future studies. To these labors, too great importance 
cannot be attached.

NINGPO. 


Under the supervision of Mr. Knowlton, assisted by Mr. Goddard, the 
work at this station and the connected out-stations, has been carried on 
much asin former years. Efforts to extend the operations of the mis- 
sion to new localities have been continued, and, in connection with this, 
great care and painstaking have been evinced to raise all the converts 
to a higher grade of Christian intelligence and activity, so as to render 
them efficient helpers in every department of labor, whether as preach- 
ers, colporteurs, or Bible-readers. The idea that conquests in future 
are to be achieved mainly by native agency is a favorite one in the mind 
of the senior missionary, and hence he has been untiring in efforts to 
open the Scripture to all inquirers, and especially to those who are looked 
upon as the future preachers and pastors of the rising churches. Several 
of these have been gathered into a class by themselves, with set lessons 
in the Scripture catechism, weekly preparation of essays, outlines of ser- 
mons, etc. Females as well as males are brought into service, and sev- 
eral of these spend much time in passing about among their own sex, 
reading and explaining to them the Word of God. Some new stations 
have been opened, twenty-eight converts have been baptized since the 
last report was made up, and on the whole, things wear a cheering as- 
pect. At last accounts Mr. and Mrs. Knowlton were expecting soon to 
set out for the United States, leaving the care of the station with Mr. 
Goddard, who has made good progress in the language. With such 
burdens of care and labor upon him, he will need help from on high, and 
may justly expect the sympathies and prayers, as well as generous con- 
tributions of the churches. | ;

HANGCHOU. 


At this station, which is in charge of Mr. Kreyer, much has been done 
the past year towards making our operations permanent. A lot of land, 
in a healthy location, has been purchased, and a roomy, substantial house 
nearly completed, at a cost in all of not far from twenty-five hundred 
dollars. Daily preaching has been kept up at the chapel in Great Wall 
street, and weekly services on the Sabbath have been held twice a day, 
in the hall of the missionary’s house. Many have listened to the 
messages of truth, and two persons, one an old man, give evidence of 
conversion. One has been baptized. A day school has also been held 
most of the year, two of the pupils receiving their board and clothing. 
Mr. Kreyer is “ confirmed in the view that day schools should be merely 
the stepping-stones to boarding-schools, and these to schools for theolog- 
ical training,” in order to secure a properly trained native ministry. 
The day school has been no direct expense to the treasury of the 
Union. 

The work at the out-stations has not been without interest. At Sang- 
bah, two have been added to the church by baptism, while several others 
seem interested. Better accommodations are needed. The station near 
Kwang teh has yielded its first fruits, one having been baptized, and 
two more having applied for the ordinance. A house, for chapel pur- 
poses, has been leased for a period of fifteen years, and indications of a 
permanent occupancy are multiplying. The hope is expressed of being 
able soon to open a chapel in the city itself, as the chief magistrate has 
declared that the teachers of Christianity cannot be disturbed. Meas- 
ures have also been initiated, looking to a more permanent work at Teh- 
tsing.

16. Preaching places, 5. Native helpers, 4. 

During the latter part of the year, Mr. Kreyer suffered much from 
dysenteric fever, interrupting his labors, and making a temporary change 
of residence necessary. At the latest dates he was at Shanghai with 
his family, where he had been invited by the Government officials to 
connect himself with a college about to be established at that point for 
instruction in what the Chinese denominated “The Western Sci- 
ences.” 

ZAO HYING. 


Mr. Jenkins, in his yearly statement made up last October, speaks of 
the work at this station as being “ fairly organized, though wanting in 
some of those appliances necessary to convenience, permanency, and 
health. Temporary arrangements had been made for the accommodation 
of his family, for the use of his native helpers, and also for chapel purposes. 
A lot of land had also been purchased and steps taken for the erection of 
permanent buildings, including dwelling-houses, for which funds to the 
amount of fifteen hundred dollars had already been expended. Mr. 
Jenkins had surrounded himself with a company of native laborers, to 
the number of four, whom he had known and found faithful while labor- 
ing in connection with the Ningpo station. Two of these act as preach- 
ers, one as colporteur, and one, a female, as Bible-reader. Though dif- 
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fering widely in temperament, in intellectual strength, and in spiritual 
attainments, all these are spoken of with favor, and much useful labor is 
expected from them. One or more of these men was on this field in 
1868, at work here and there as opportunity was presented. Since 
April, 1869, regular services have been kept up in the chapel, and from 
that date the standard of the gospel may be regarded as set up in Zao 


hying. 


Mrs. Jenkins has turned her attention towards those of her own sex, 
and instituted labors for their benefit, holding on Friday of each week a 
meeting, when the Scriptures are read and explained. The average at- 
tendance is fifteen, though few come in a second and third time. Al- 
ready a permanent impression seems to have been made on some minds, 
and the effort will be continued. 

First and last, in connection with these initiatory labors, many have 
been reached by the proclamation of the gospel message. Sometimes 
the attendance has been large, at other times small, very small. Occa- 
sionally one has shown an uncommon degree of interest, awakening 
hope in his behalf, when he would suddenly drop out of sight. Still 
these gospel sowers have not been discouraged, they have faith in “ the 
seed sown.” Two persons, a mother and her son, have given such ev- 
idence of faith in Christ as to be deemed worthy of baptism, and accord- 
ingly received the ordinance. To this event “the missionary thus re- 
fers: “ After two months of waiting and careful instruction, we judged 
them worthy of baptism, and last Sabbath, the 3d of October, 1869, the 
first converts to Christianity under the auspices of the A. B. M. Union 
in Zao hying, received the visible sign. of brotherhood in the Baptist 
family. The rite was administered in a pond kept for fish-culture, lo- 
cated in a retired part of the city, at a convenient walking distance from 
our house. At the appointed time scores had gathered upon the banks 
to witness the baptismal scene, and they remained perfectly quiet to the 
end. In the afternoon we celebrated the Lord’s Supper. Ten persons, 
including four from our own household, the four native helpers, and the 
two newly baptized, partook. At the next communion I expect to bap- 
tize two more, when we shall organize the first Baptist Church in Zao 
hying.’

The work of the Mission in France makes slow, but steady progress. 
The laborers, who are all natives of France, are distinguished by sincer- 
ity, earnestness and fidelity. 

In Paris the meetings are well attended, and frequently by new wor- 
shippers from among the Catholics. The members of the church have 
been much refreshed by the occasional visits of Baptist brethren from 
America, travelling in France, and by their kind and encouraging 
words, 

Regular meetings are held in different quarters of Paris, which are 
attended by many persons from among the Catholic population, Some 
of them are very serious and inspire ‘much hope. In one of the quar- 
ters of the city, a member of the church has donated a chapel, where 
meetings have been held for the last few months three times weekly. 
Many Bibles and Testaments have been sold, which are read in numer- 
ous families. A collection is taken at the close of worship every Sab- 
bath, amounting to thirty or forty francs per week. ‘The members are 
beginning to be sensible of their obligation to lay aside their offerings 
on the first day of the week for the poor and for missions. 

Mr. Dez still holds his place in the bank, where he is confined all the 
week. With his concurrence the church have elected Mr. Lepoids, the 
regular pastor of the church in Paris. 

The Sabbath-school proceeds as usual. The out-stations of Mesnil 
and the valley of Chevreuse are visited the third Sabbath in every 
month. The work also makes progress at Fontainebleau, where Mr. 
Farrazin spends most of his time as a Bible colporteur. He is supported 
by a Society in Scotland. 

The church in Paris feels deeply the need of a chapel and a suitable 
baptistery, where the ordinance of baptism may be fitly administered. 
In Chauny the prejudice and ill-will towards the Baptists which for- 
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merly existed are somewhat abated, and a spirit of religious tolerance is 
more perceptible. Many are discovering that Roman Catholicism is 
not sufficient to meet the wants of the human soul. If there were a 
supply of faithful preachers of the truth in France, the best results might 
be anticipated from the present agitated state of public feeling. An in- 
cipient revival influence seems to prevail, and eight or ten recent con- 
verts are awaiting baptism. 

In Denain the truth is making progress, and the prospects are more 
favorable than at any former time. The errors of Rome are the gen- 
eral topic of conversation, and there are many serious inquirers. Many 
tracts have been distributed which are eagerly read. There are several 
new hearers at Preseau, and many are ina hopeful state. The exem- 
plary walk of the Christians does honor to the gospel. At Pas de Ca- 
Jais, a hundred and fifty hearers were present at the last meeting, and 
the people desire more frequent visits of the missionary, who also labors 
in Lannoy, Anzin, Orchies and other places. The brethren in Denain 
have only a room for a place of worship, but they are making great ex- 
ertions to obtain thi# means of building a convenient chapel. 

The work at St. Sauveur dates back nearly twenty-two years. The 
first member was received into the church by baptism in June, 1851, 
Two brethren employed in the work of the mission were hopefully con- 
verted in St. Sauveur, — Mr. Cadot, of Chauny, and Mr. Vincent, of 
Denain. The members are said to be as firm as a rock. They are 
looking for good days, and report many souls somewhat interested, in 
every part of their immense field. The prayer-meetings are said to be 
blessed seasons, and witness to the mighty influence of God’s Spirit. 

Mr. Veron is laboring as a colporteur and evangelist at Soissons, 
where there is some encouragement. 

At Lafére there is much to inspire hope. Opposition has ceased, and 
the brethren have liberty, with slight exception, to establish as many 
meetings as they please. Besides those who have been baptized, a few 
others are hopefully converted, and will probably soon join the church. 
The place where the meetings have been held for several years has re- 
cently been sold, and the church are anxiously inquiring how they are 
to be provided for in the future. 

The church at Lyons shows signs of life and wins respect. Prejudice 
is not wholly allayed, but the cause of truth is steadily gaining ground. 
There is a call for Baptist tracts in Switzerland, the Vaudois valleys, 
Belgium, and other parts of France. Aid has been received from 
friends in England to meet the expense of printing five small tracts in 
an edition of 3,000 each, and the work of distributing them has been 
begun. 

The members at St. Etienne are firm in faith and very zealous. 
They need a laborer to reside among them constantly Mr. Cretin of 
Lyons is able to visit them only once in a month. Some of the best 
members are about to leave France for the United States in search of 
employment. A chapel has recently been hired, more in the centre of 
the town. 

There are said to be Baptists in other portions of Southern France, 
but having no pastor to hold them together, many of them unite with 
churches of other denominations.

The work of the gospel in Germany and adjacent countries has gone 
forward with unabated interest and in many places with marked pros- 
perity. The laborers have been faithful and their toils have been 
crowned with suecess. The points of greatest interest have been in 
Southern Russia and the neighboring empire of Turkey, where the in- 
gathering of souls has been very wonderful. These are fields of great 
promise, and cal] earnestly for more laborers to thrust in the sickle and 
reap, for the harvest is fully ripe. 

Mr. Lehmann of Berlin has visited England for the purpose of mak- 
ing collections for the chapels in Berlin and K6nigsberg ; but the period 
being unpropitious, the sum realized was not large. 

During the year three German pastors have died. We have also re- 
ceived notice of one ordination. ° 

A new church was organized in Brunswick, July 18, 1869; another 
in Bladiau, Dec. 25, numbering 140 members. Another church was 
constituted in Berlinchen at the same date. This is the fifth in genea- 
logical succession of the Baptist churches in Germany in the nineteenth 
century ; the church in Hamburg was the mother of the church in Ber- 
lin, Berlin of Stettin, Stettin of Reetz, and Reetz of Berlinchen. 

The brethren, in many places, are in need of suitable chapels, and 
exert themselves as far as they are able, in their poverty, in this direction. 
The church in Kénigsberg have collected three thousand Prussian dol- 
lars and purchased an eligible building lot, but their means are now ex- 
hausted ; they need from seven to nine thousand dollars to secure the 
accomplishment of their enterprise. 

At Marienburg in Prussia a new and beautiful chapel has been built 
at the expense of one of the members. Four were baptized in the bap- 
tistery on the day of the dedication. At Einbeck a new chapel was ded- 
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icated Nov. 14. The church in Miilhausen has entered a new place of 
worship. It is favorably situated, though not in the middle of the city. 

The brethren in Hamburg have erected a story over their old chapel, 
where they hope the present year to commence the instruction of about 
twenty young brethen, recommended by their respective churches as 
candidates for the gospel ministry. To carry forward this project, they 
will need the aid of their brethren in America. 

The brethren in Germany are ambitious of the privilege of sustaining 
a missionary of their own among the heathen, and have commissioned a 
young herald of the gospel, My. C. Biischlin, as a missionary to China. 
At the latest date, Jan. 18, Mr. B. and wife had reached Singapore on 
the way to their appointed field. They will reside for the present in 
Ningpo. 

The Danish Association held its annual meeting at Oure, on the 
isand of Fuhnen, July 1-3. Delegates present, 27, besides four visiting 
brethren and many members of neighboring churches. The last year 
was a fruitful one. On the chapel in Copenhagen there is a debt of 
$5,000 ; the pastor would have gone to England to secure pecuniary 
aid, but his duties at home rendered it inexpedient. 

The Prussian Association held its anniversary in Stettin. Much in- 
terest was added to the meetings by the presence, remarks and sermons 
of Prof. Rauschenbush, of the Rochester Theological Seminary. . 

Besides the four Associations reported hitherto, — the Northern, the 
Middle and Southern, the Prussian, and the Danish, — the brethren in 
Southern Russia have formed a Union composed of three churches, 
numbering respectively 185, 170 and 180 members. These churches 
are in the districts of Texatherinoslaw, Taurus and Caucasus. Besides 
these, there are about twenty believers in the district of Cherson. Two 
of these churches have pastors ; they also support a Bible colporteur. 

A work has commenced under favorable auspices in perpen and 
a church has been organized in Haarlem. A little band of believers in 
that city, as they searched the Scriptures, were led into the truth on the 
mode and subjects of baptism, and the first three of the number were 
baptized in Franeker, Sept. 5. These were followed by four more Oct. 
3. In a few days five more desired the ordinance ; and it was adminis- 
tered int the city of Haarlem in an extemporized baptistery, the first time 
in modern days. The church now numbers 15. In the evening the 
gospel was preached to an assembly of several hundreds. 

Several believers are found in Austria. A Bible colporteur, on a 
visit in that empire, found in one place sixteen persons, who, though 
surrounded by Catholics, have maintained their evangelical faith. The 
priests forbade the people to go into the houses of these brethren or to 
look into their books. Such was their destitution of the Word of God, 
and so highly was it prized, that a Bible was divided into several parts 
and a few leaves given to each ; and the children walked on the Sabbath 
a distance of three or four hours, to learn to read them. No Protestant 
had visited them before. One person asked to be baptized. 

‘The work in Poland advances in an encouraging manner. Three 
hundred converts were added to the churches last year. But a larger 
staff of devoted and competent missionaries is greatly needed. 

The work is still making progress in Kurland. Persecutions under 
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the authority of the magistrates are becoming less frequent, but many 
annoyances are suffered from the enemies of the gospel. 

There are many believers in Russia, both German emigrants and na- 
tive Russian men and women. They have read the New Testament, 
and perceiving the idolatry which exists in the Greek church, they have 
abandoned it. ‘They are persecuted by the ecclesiastical and civil au- 
thorities ; but notwithstanding this, they refuse to enter a Greek church, 
and maintain worship in private houses. There are twenty-five of these 
Russian believers in one village, eighteen in another, nine in a third, 
eleven in a fourth. During the last few years greater religious tolera- 
tion has existed in this empire ; butsthe people are very far from enjoy- 
ing perfect religious freedom. Mr. Oncken visited Russia, Turkey, Ro- 
mania, Transylvania, Hungary and Austria in October and November, 
1869, preached extensively to German emigrants and others, and organ- 
ized churches. He was aided in his work by Mr. John Pritzkau, who 
had spent a year in study in Hamburg, and who is now pastor of the 
church in Alt-Danzig. In this place twenty-eight Russians, formerly 
slaves, have been baptized. Mr. Oncken writes, ** The prospects for the 
foundation of churches on the model of the Apostles’ churches, that is, 
consisting of baptized believers, among the German colonists in Southern 
Russia, are truly promising.” Mr. Oncken gives the following state- 
ment of the results of his tour in Russia and Turkey. 

“My mission to Russia has been attended with happy results. Three 
churches have been formed in the south of Russia, numbering 300 im- 
mersed believers, and one in Turkey with 111 members. At Odessa, 
Bucharest, Vienna, and other places, valuable connections, have been 
formed, 

« All these lands, with their more than two hundred million souls per- 
ishing in their ignorance and sins, now lie open before us, and our out- 
posts extend already to the Caucasus. But alas! alas! we cannot re- 
spond to the cry of these millions, for want of a few thousand dollars. 
What we have toiled and suffered and prayed for, nearly half a cen- 
tury, the Lord has given us, —a rich harvest of souls, and liberty to 
preach the gospel throughout Europe. But the two nations, rolling in 
gold, cannot grasp the greatness of the moment and come to the help of 
the Lord. 

“In the years 1865 and 1866, ten families residing in Russia were ban- 
ished from the country, and others left it of their own accord, because it 
was impossible for them to live as believers in Russia. ‘These all crossed 
over the boundary into Turkey, where there are a few German colonies. 
By the blessing of God a revival followed, through the agency of the 
persecuted Russian emigrants, and they are now all Baptists. In one 
village so great has been the excitement that the Lutheran pastor has 
left the place ; infant baptism is no more recognized ; the place of wor- 
ship has fallen into the hands of the Baptists, and the church bell is now 
rung on the Sabbath to summon the population to their Divine service. 

“Tn every part of the field connected with the Mission to Germany, 
there are widening prospects, and calls for more laborers. The reapers 
are not adequate to the harvests. God is opening wide His hand to give 
in abundant measures. The people give liberally of their penury ; but 
they are unable to meet the demands of the work without the aid of the 
friends of missions in other lands.”

Mr. Edgren continued to labor in Upsala till midsummer. Under 
his influence the church, which had become infected with erroneous 
7 sentiments, was redrganized, a large part of the old material being left 
out of the new structure ; a new hall was secured for public worship, 
and the whole undertaking placed on a more substantial and promising 
foundation. It was matter of regret to all, that the health of his 
family did not allow him to remain and carry forward what had been 
so well begun. Mrs. Edgren had become so enfeebled by repeated at- 
tacks of disease as to render, in the opinion of the best physicians, the 
trial of a different locality indispensable. He accordingly removed to 
his native place, and spent some time among his relatives, with favora- 
ble results, and subsequently repaired to Gottenburg, where in coépera- 
tion with Mr. Truvé, he has passed the winter. At last accounts he 
- was on the point of coming to the United States, — a step sanctioned by 
the Executive Committee. 

The work at Gottenburg does not move forward rapidly. -Mr. 
Truvé continues to be a faithful and earnest worker, and from time to 
time is permitted to see results of his labor in souls regenerated. Bet- 
ter chapel accommodations would add to the effectiveness of his ministry. 
In response to providential openings and in obedience to a desire for a 
wider range of efforts, he has made several trips during the year to 
different parts of the kingdom, where he has found eager listeners and 
not a few believers. On the whole, we judge that he has sufficient 
reason to thank God and take courage. 
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The brethren in Stockholm have prosecuted their labors much as in 
former years. With the beginning of 1869, Mr. Drake, without 
essentially remitting his labors in the Seminary, started a weekly 

riodical, religious and political, called ** Wecko Posten.” We can 
best set forth the character of this undertaking, and the motives for 
engaging in it, in his own words. 

“ For years it has weighed upon my mind that our members, if they 
wanted to take any notice of political events, had only the‘choice be- 
tween a liberal, but rationalistic press, or bigoted Lutheran and State 
Church papers. The impression upon the community at-large has been 
that liberty and irreligion were synonymous terms, and that piety only 

_ existed in connection with hierarchy and monarchy. Not a voice had 
been raised in the press to refute that glaring fallacy in the public 
mind. What was still worse, the only paper with regard to price and 
language accessible and intelligible to the masses out of which the bulk 
of our members are chosen, was a scandalous paper. Consequently my 
aim has been to give our members a political paper, not poisoning them 

‘with rationalism, and to try among the lower classes at large to sub- 
plant the immoral paper by something better and purer. I have also 
an opportunity of making known many facts relating to true liberty as 
manifested in America, of which our nation is deeply ignorant. I have 
circulated about 600 copies. The income has not covered the expenses, 
as I hardly expected the first year, being also a year of famine ; but it 
will consume most of my little property. I have been urged by my 
friends to continue it the next year. The other day, quite unexpect- 
edly, I received a letter from an editor of a country paper, a teacher in 
an academy, saying that of all the papers issued in the capital he finds 
none so fully corresponding with his views in politics, treating subjects 
with becoming gravity, and chaste in style. I write only the religious. 
arts myself, and pay an assistant to do the principal work in _polities.. 

hrough my paper, the Missionary Magazine of Boston reflects its rays. 
all over Sweden.” 

Mr. Broady still holds the place of principal in the Seminary, and in: 
connection keeps up the Sunday evening preaching in the chapel.. 
Under date of 13th September last, he gave the following account of the 
school for the previous year, and of its results hitherto in the form of 
preachers and pastors for the churches. Though entering somewhat 


into details, it will repay a perusal, as disclosing the character and wants. 


of the field on the one hand, and on the other, the source from. which 
alone those wants can ever be adequately met. 

“Our Seminary held its commencement on the 9th of June. The 
average grade of scholarship manifested at the examination was not be- 
low that of last year. The studies pursued were the same as then, with 
the exception of Hebrew and Physiology. The former had been ex- 
cluded from the course ; the latter could not be pursued, for lack of 
time. Ten students have been in attendance during the whole year. 
When the year began, eighteen were in attendance ; but two had to 
leave when the appropriation was diminished last fall. Three, who 
were last year’s graduates, but whose course had been somewhat pro- 
longed, left in October. ‘Two more left at the close of the first term ; 
these two did not study for the ministry, and from the beginning did 
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not intend to stay any longer. One had to be dismissed during the 
second term for want of a capacity to study. These reductions brought 
the number of scholars down to ten. Of these ten, three graduated at 
the last commencement, and have already been assigned to their respec- 
tive fields of labor. 

Former Graduates. —* The three who went out from us last summer, 
were brn. Lindblom, Wingren and Backman. Lindblom was called to 
take charge of a weak and sinking church in the city of Eskilstuna, an 
important manufacturing town. The church, having never been 
properly attended to, was getting to be a by-word in the mouths of the 
community. Br. Lindblom has, by the grace of God, succeeded in 
getting it on its legs, and made it an object of respect and a source of 
spiritual good to the community at large. But he did not think it his 
duty to stay with this church longer than a year. Consequently, after 
having witnessed its growth in grace, in numbers and in_ spiritual 
strength, br. L. has now gone to take charge of the church in Orebro, 
a still more important field, which was left destitute through the death 
of our beloved and lamented Hamvall. | 

Utility of Day Schools. —* Br. Wingren has settled in Kristianstad, 
one of the leading cities in the south of Sweden. Here an extensive 
field of usefulness is open before him. He is surrounded by a large 
number of churches, almost all of which are destitute of pastors and of 
proper care and instruction. He is also nobly and faithfully at work. 
Besides taking the direct care of the church in Kristianstad, he has set 
about inaugurating a system of day schools throughout his extensive 
district. He collected such members of the various churches, principally 
female members, as felt themselves called and willing to teach in these 
schools. These teachers he has put through a course of instruction 
suited to the present demand. He intends to repeat this course of in- 
struction for teachers yearly, every time elevating somewhat its scope 
and character. 

** This idea of day schools originated some years ago among the breth- 
ren in the north of Sweden, where these schools have proved a decided 
success, and been the means of much good to our cause. Br. W. seems 
to be just the man whom the Lord intends to use in starting this kind 
of work now in the south of Sweden, as he is by nature and education 
excellently adapted for it, and besides, during a prolonged visit north 
last winter, he had an opportunity to learn thoroughly how it ought to 
be worked and managed. It is also already eagerly embraced by the 
churches where he now is, and there is reason to hope, that by the 
blessing of God these schools will be the means of doing as much good 
in the south as they are doing in the north. 

“ And this kind of work will not likely stop here, but in proportion as 
we get men qualified to take charge of it, it will probably spread until 
the whole land is caught under this at present apparently insignificant 
little school-net. Grd is in this work; and can we but get the children 
of the country under the influence of the Baptists and that of the gospel, 
then the field is won for Christ. 

Domestic Mission Work. —* Besides this enterprise, br. W. has also 
begun to organize systematic mission efforts for the spread of the gospel 


throughout his part of the country ;—a thing very much needed, be- 
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cause there are places in the south as dark and destitute as anywhere 
else. Until the arrival of br. Wingren, the southern churches had 
done nothing in this respect; but he just writes me that they are now 
fast awakening to the importance of this work, and that they intend 
soon to organize a regular Missionary Society. 

Feeble Church Strengthened. —*“ Br. Backman has settled in Norr- 
koping, perhaps the principal manufacturing city in Sweden. A small 
church has been in existence here for some years past, but for want of 
proper care and training, it had accomplished little or nothing for Christ, 
and was near its dissolution. They have worshipped hitherto, in a little, 
unseemly, out-of-the-way place, but have now received help to rent 
another hall, which is favorably located, and which will seat from five 
to six hundred people. Br. B. feels hopeful that, by the blessing of 
God, the prospects for this little church will soon begin to brighten, as 
the people of the city can now be reached by the gospel, and as the 
Holy Spirit already seems to be working on the hearts of some of them. 

Disposal of the Graduating Class. —* Of the three brethren who 
graduated this year, one, br. Patterson, has been called to fill the place 
vacated by br. Lindblom, in Eskilstuna. Another, br. Anderson, has 
been sent to superintend the work on the island of Gottland, in the 
Baltic Sea. Here we have several small churches, which have suffered 
terribly by false teachers, and by unfaithful and corrupt members. 
The third, br. Engstrom, has received a call to settle over one of our 
largest country churches, situated a few miles from Stockholm. As 
br. E.’s health is at present somewhat unsettled, he has not yet en- 
tered this new field of labor, but hopes to be able to do so by the begin- 
ning of October. Brn. Lindblom, Patterson, and Engstrom are mostly 
supported by their respective churches; but the other three brethren 
are as yet wholly dependent on the mission for their support. 

“I have thus given a brief view of the regular coursers, who have thus 
far gone out from the school. I have certain hopes that they all, by 
the grace and blessing of God, will prove faithful, acceptable and suc- 
cessful laborers in the gospel. And so far as the effects of their labors 
have been felt, the benefit of the training they have received in the 
school is also beginning to be perceived and gratefully acknowledged. 

Vacation Labors. —* During the vacation the other students were, as 
usual, sent off to various parts of the country to preach, and none of 
them labored in vain. Some met with greater success, others less ; 
but the Lord was with them all, and made them a blessing whitherso- 
ever they went. These labors in which the brethren engage during 
vacations are excellent every way. They return to their studies 
strengthened both in soul and body, and accompanied by the benedic- 
tions of the people they have served. Besides, their faith is enlarged, 
their experience increased, and the love of Christ more precious to them 
than ever. As faith and love beget labor, so it is also true that labor 
for Christ begets faith and love in turn. Blessed be God that it is so. 

The New Term — Fewness of Students. — ‘The school opened again 
Aug. 11th. Of the new-comers, all are beneficiaries, studying for the 
ministry, and two of them are tried and experienced workmen of the 
Lord. At times I feel somewhat sad because we have not a larger 
number of students for the ministry, seeing that the need for such work- 
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men is so very great. Yet there may be various causes for this. One 
is, that God has not seen fit as yet to give us any more. True there 
are some in the field who, no doubt, would be greatly benefitted by go- 
ing through a course of study. But they themselves do not seem in- 
clined to do so, and I, as well as my brethren generally, have not the 
heart to induce them to quit the field and their labors at present, as it 
could not but be injurious to the cause. Prejudices are no doubt as yet 
at work in keeping some away, W ho would otherwise, perhaps, readily 
avail themselves of our instructions and other advantages of the school ; 

but still I cannot now look upon this as the only principal hinderance. 
There is an actual and a fearful dearth of men and laborers among us. 
Even if we had the means, we could not get the men. Emigration has, 
of course, much to do with this state of things. It almost constantly 
takes away from us some of our best and most experienced gospel work- 
men, as well as some who would, no doubt, under God, become faithful 
servants of the churches of Christ. All this looks sad; but what can 
we do? All is in the hands of an all-wise and merciful God; to Him 
do we look ; He is our only hope. 

A Providential Arrangement. — “ So far as the number of students in 
the school is concerned, the matter might also be looked at from another 
point of view. Suppose the Lord should send large numbers of scholars 
to the Seminary ; — whence, under present circumstances, would their 
support come when they should enter the field? And would they not 
crowd out and devour the support of those who have not been throngh 
the school? This would very likely be the case, which, however, 
would not be wise at all, — as these uneducated laborers furnish a most 
indispensable element in our mission work. And when the educated 
had got into their hands all the means available, there would still be 
others of the same class left unsupported and drifting round at-large, 
nobody knows, in a country like this, how and whither. I am_pro- 
foundly convinced of the wisdom and providence of God, that this 
school is His work, and that He will hencefor th, as He has done 
hitherto, graciously foster and enlarge it, and use it in the way Himself 
has decreed, so as to make it best subserve the interests of His heavenly 
kingdom among us. Pray for us.” 

The Ministers’ Institute, so well inaugurated the previous year, was 
omitted last summer for reasons beyond the control of the ‘brethren. 
This circumstance afforded br. Broady the more time to attend Associa- 
tions, and devote himself to other matters pertaining to the advancement 
of the common cause. 

Mr. Nystrom still holds connection with the Seminary as a teacher 
in the Greek language, for which he receives a limited salary. We ob- 
serve with pleasure that he has devoted himself the last year to preach- 
ing on the Sabbath at destitute points outside of Stockholm, at one of 
which he has done much to strengthen and build up a Baptist church. His 
tastes and habits fit him best of all for literary pursuits, and for several 
years past he has found remunerative employment in connection with 
‘the publishing-house of Mr. Palmquist. Among his productions is a 
** Biblical Dictionary,” a translation in part from another language, yet 
bearing in many portions the marks of independent investigation. It is 
regarded as a choice work, and has received the commendation of the 
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critics of the established chureh. Other labors of a similar kind now 
occupy his attention, and it is hoped that he will find in them an abund- 
ant reward, 

Though suffering at times from poor health, Mr. Wiberg continues 
his labors with unabated zeal and usefulness. In response alike to the 
representations of the Executive Committee, and his own oft-repeated 
request, the church has released him from the duties of pastor, and 
elected another person, Rev. A. W. Lindblom, to fill that important 
office ; at the same time, as we understand, assuming the responsibility 
of his support. This is regarded as a step in advance, in which an ex- 
ample worthy of imitation has been presented to all the Baptist churches 
in Sweden. Brother Wiberg had been a father to nearly the whole 
body of members, and never was the mutual attachment between the 
parent and children stronger than now. ‘There was no desire for a 
change of relations for its own sake. The wiser ones felt that he ought 
not in justice to be expected longer to bear this weight in addition to 
his other duties. They saw also that the church, now become so large, 
needed the undivided time and attention of the best man that could be 
found. Moreover, they conceived that, for its own healthful develop- 
ment, and in view of the position it holds among the rising churches 
of the land, it ought, by popular vote, to elect its pastor and make itself 
responsible for his support. These considerations prevailed ; and the 
result is, that the First Baptist Church in Stockholm, in this respect, 
takes the lead of all other churches of the Baptist name, so far as our 
knowledge extends, on the Continent of Europe. May she soon have 
many followers. 

The subjoined statements, furnished by Mr. Wiberg under date of 
Sept. 20th, 1869, will show the state of the churches and the progress 
made in the different departments of evangelical effort. The closing 
portion, to which we invite particular attention, relates to the wonders 
God has wrought in Finland, and the remarkable opening in that coun- 
try for the dissemination of the gospel. He wrote, as will be judged, on 
the occasion of receiving information of the.appropriations made by the 
Executive Committee for 1869-70. 

“Tt is our earnest prayer that the Lord may add His richest blessing 
to the sums which have been so generously given to the different depart- 
ments of the Swedish mission. We know full well that it is not by 
might, nor power, nor money, that the kingdom of Christ will be ex- 
tended, but by the Spirit of the Lord. We therefore ask, as an addi- 
tional favor on your part, that you may individually and at your relig- 
ious gatherings remember in your prayers Sweden and the adjacent 
countries. We will, in return, not forget Germany, nor the Asiatic and 
African Missions. There is One Eye that looks with undivided inter- 
est on all the Christian missions of the earth, and we are called to be 
His followers as beloved children. 

The Triennial Conference. —‘* I am now going to impart to the reader 
good news from this part of the great vineyard. We have great reason 
to thank the Lord that He is still manifesting His presence among us. 
Our last Triennial Conference of the Baptist churches in Sweden, was 
held at the Bethel Chapel in Stockholm, June 10-12. Sixty-four dele- 
gates were present from the churches, and at least as many other guests 
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from the churches outside of Stockholm. We had also the pleasure 
of seeing among us for the first time Baptist friends from Denmark 
and Finland. The presence of the friends from Finland was especially 
interesting, as they were the first-fruits of the truth in that country, 
and as they were, so to speak, flesh of our flesh and bone of 
our bones, being in fact a part of the Swedish nation, though living 
under another government. Many more from the churches in the 
northern provinces of Sweden would have attended the Conference, but 
were prevented, as the sowing time was not yet over with them. 

Letters from the Churches — Revivals. —* The letters from the 
churches were left to committees, to be examined and digested, after 
which the committees, on the last day of the Conference, reported from 
the letters and from their personal knowledge, on the state of religion 
in the different Associations. Some letters were, on account of their 
deep interest, read entire. One of these wa. from the church at Eskils- 
tuna. This church was formed three years ago, and now numbers 
seventy-five members. It was composed mostly of poor day-laborers ; 
but in their poverty they had contributed, during the last two years 
3,424 rix dollars, or $913 in gold, for the cause, and their efforts for the 
spread of the gospel had been crowned with abundant success. The ac- 
count from Dala Association created the deepest interest. The only 
delegate sent from that Association, br. D. Eric Ericsson, had, eighteen 
years ago, been imprisoned twenty-eight days, to starve on watér and 
bread for taking the Lord’s Supper without the pale of the State church. 
From this imprisonment, which is considered equivalent to capital pun- 
ishment, he suffered, then only a youth, such a loss of his faculties as 
has not as yet been fully repaired. 

“With unusual clearness he now gave an account of a general revival 
which had taken place among all the Baptist churches in the north of 
Dalecarlia last winter. The revival commenced in the parish of Orsa, 
where several Baptist sisters were especiaily impressed with the duty of 
praying earnestly for the outpouring of the Holy Spirit. Special prayer- 
meetings were held; the attendance increased more and more, and the 
revival fire spread from village to village. In one village alone, 117 had 
professed to have received peace in believing. This Association was 
not the only one which had enjoyed a special revival. Several other 
regions of the country had been favored with extended revivals. Thus 
in the province of Skane a general revival had taken place during the 
last two years, and hundreds had been added to the churches as the re- 
sult of the revival. 

Subjects of Discussion. — ** On Thursday and Friday afternoons, ques- 
tions regarding spiritual life, church polity, etc., were discussed. <A 
subject of special interest for discussion was the new dissenter law, 
passed by the Diet of 1868-9. Though some believed that the Baptist 
churches might adopt it as a stepping-stone to more extended religious 
liberty, a vast majority expressed their opinion in the following resolu- 
tion : — 

* * Resolved, Though the Conference acknowledges that the proposed 
dissenter law, passed by the Diet of 1865-9, in many important items is 
an improvement on the law of 1860, yet the Conference expresses its 
conviction that several paragraphs of said law contain enactments 
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which do not agree with the 16th paragraph of the Constitution (grant- 
ing full religious liberty, though made void by other contradictory 

statutes). Acknowledging no other head over a religious body but the 

Lord Jesus Christ, we find it to be a principal defect in the said pro- 

posed law, that the right of free worship is dependent on the option of 
the government. 

“+ The Conference ventures to express the hope that the day is not far 
distant when all citizens, without regard to their religious creed, shall 
be vouchsafed perfectly similar privileges, and when, consequently, no 
other law will be needed for dissenters than those which are valid for 
all Swedish subjects.’ 

Stockholm Missionary Union. —“ Another subject of special interest 
was the question of forming a new Missionary Society, which should 
consist of members of the churches in the whole country. But as there 
were several local Missionary Societies formed in the country, besides 
which some of the Associations supported laborers to work within their 
respective districts, the time for such a Society seemed not as yet to 
have come, 

“* However, the members of * The Stockholm Missionary Union’ who 
were present, informed the Conference that this Union had changed its 
Constitution, so that it now is a Baptist Missionary Society, and recom- 
mended it to the sympathy of the Baptist churches in the country in 
general, at the same time expressly declaring that the object was not to 
supplant other local Missionary Societies, but to collect missionary re- 
sources which otherwise would be lost. The delegates took a vote ex- 
pressing their confidence in the Stockholm Missionary Union, and 
promised to try to influence their respective churches to contribute to 
the funds of the Society. 

* The Conference also resolved that ‘the Common Treasury of the 
Baptist churches’ should be dropped, and be merged into the funds of 
the Stockholm Missionary Union. There remain consequently, only 
two treasuries that are in common for the Baptist churches in Sweden, 
namely, the Building Fund and the Poor Fund. 

Knowledge of the Bible. —* The last subject of discussion had reference 
to a more deep and vital knowledge of the Holy Scriptures. As means 
for obtaining that end, were recommended a more faithful version of the 
Scriptures, Bible classes, and especially such Bible classes as should 
stand in connection with the Sunday-schools of the whole church, to live 
under the influence of the Holy Spirit and near to Christ, ete. 

** A proposal was made to take measures for the publication of a new 
Hymn Book, adapted especially to the wants of the Baptist churches ; 
but it was considered best to leave it to individual enterprise. Between 
the public discussions the different committees worked with unresting 
zeal, so that very little time was left for rest or sleep. The prayer- 
meetings held every morning were real seasons of refreshing. There 
was never any pause, neither was there any lack of order; but warm, 
heartfelt prayers were continually offered, and especially were the 
prayers for Finland fervent. 

‘In the evening discourses were delivered by different brethren, and 
the meetings were well attended. 

Anniversary of the Union. —* On Sunday forenoon, June 13, the 
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First Church of Stockholm invited the delegates and other members of 
sister churches to take part in celebrating the dying love of our blessed 
Saviour. About 500 Baptists thus assembled around the communion- 
table. 

** The Stockholm Missionary Union celebrates its thirteenth anniver- 
sary on Friday, June 11, in connection with the Conference. From its 
annual report it appeared that it had during the year supported, either 
in whole or in part, eighteen evangelists who had labored in seven 
provinces. Among these laborers, one had devoted his whole time as a 
city missionary in Stockholm. During the winter vacation, nine of the 
students at the Bethel Seminary were supported by the Society to labor 
as evangelists in the provinces of Upland, Sodermanland, Westmanland 
and Wermland. During almost the whole year the Society had paid 
the travelling expenses for students of the Bethel Seminary and other 
brethren in Stockholm who have travelled out on Sundays to preach the 
gospel in the vicinity of Stockholm. Often four or five have gone out 
on the same Sunday and preached the gospel. The evangelists who have 
thus labored in connection with the Society have devoted their services 
especially to the Baptist churches, trying to strengthen them in their 
weakness and to extend their borders. And their labors have not been 
without fruit. Especially had that been the case in the province of 
Wermland, where the labors of br. E. M. Nilsson resulted in a remark- 
able revival. 

* The Stockholm Missionary Union is also a Publication Society. Dur- 
ing the past year it had published sixteen new tracts, 10,000 copies of 
each tract. It had circulated books and tracts to the value of 1,500 
rix dollars ($400 gold) among them, 80,000 tracts gratis. 

“The income of the Society during the year was 2,346 rix dollars 
($625) and the expenses 2,491 dollars ($664.) Since the formation 
of the Society in 1856, it had issued about 1,362,000 copies of books 
and tracts, amounting to 11,690,000 pages. During the same time it 
had expended 15,592 rix dollars ($4,158) on colporteurs ; 19,899 rix 
dollars ($5,306) on books and tracts ; and 9,819 rix dollars (82,618) for 
heathen missions ; in all 45,311 rix dollars, ($12,083. 

Stockholm Association. — ** On Monday, June 14, the Stockholm Asso- 
ciation celebrated its seventh anniversary. Of the 87 churches of 
which it is composed, 21 were represented by delegates. (Two churches 
had sent delegates who attended the Conference, but had not time to 
attend the Association. Direct communication was however received 
from all the churches. Two new churches were received into the As- 
sociation. The reports from the churches were of a varied interest. 
Most of the churches were suffering from lack of pastors, but some were 
in a flourishing condition. Three brethren were appointed to travel 
among the churches and strengthen them. 

Converts from Finland. — * The interest of all these meetings was very 
much heightened by the presence of some new converts to our faith and 
order, from Finland. One of these converts, Miss Anna Heikel, is al- 
ready known to friends in America. The light which the Lord had 
kindled in her own soul had through her begun to shine among her 


relatives and friends in Finland. In a letter, dated Jacobsstad, Fin- 
land, April 15, she wrote — 
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“¢ Here in this region the cause of Christ seems to be gradually pro- 
gressing. The sermons of Spurgeon and the “ Pilgrim Hymns,” are 
blessed means in the hands of the Lord to the conversion of sinners. 
Again and again I have ordered these books (thirteen copies of Spur- 
geon’s Sermons have been circulated, and now again I have sent for 
twelve volumes), and where these sermons are to be found, the people 
gather, both in the country and the city, in the evening, when the day’s 
work is done, to read, sing and pray till late at night. Our meetings 
are largely attended, and so is our Sunday-school. We have some- 
times been invited into the country villages, where generally a great 
many people have assembled to hear the word of God. Among the 
farmers, there are several brethren who lead in prayer at our meetings.’ 

A Subject for Prayer. —“ Among her friends in the country villages, 
she mentions a remarkable character, a farmer by the name of Peter 
Stor Mans (Peter Great Martin). He seems to be a man uncommonly 
great in body and mind. Before meeting with Miss Heikel, his mind 
had been spontaneously led to doubt the propriety of infant baptism. 
In meeting with Miss Heikel, he found a kindred spirit, and it was not 
long before he was fully convinced of his duty to receive Christian bap- 
tism. He had expressed a great desire to accompany Miss Heikel to 
the Conference, but was hindered. But in visiting Stockholm, she was 
accompanied by two of her own family, a brother and sister. These 
two I baptized in our chapel June 9th, and they were received as mem- 
bers of our church. A more interesting scene could scarcely be im- 
agined. This step evidently cost br. Heikel a great sacrifice of feeling, 
and it was with great hesitation that he ventured to take this step, fear- 
ing that he would not hold out. He is a very promising young man. 
He is studying for the degree of Master of Arts; but by becoming a Bap- 
tist, he knows that the doors of promotion will be shut against him in Fin- 
land. May the Lord keep him steadfast in the truth, and make him a 
polished shaft. I recommend this young brother to the fervent prayers 
of the churches and the brethren in America. With the blessing of 
God and proper training, he may become the Apostle of Finland. 

Baptism in Finland. —“ In one of his letters, the Secretary remarked 
that he would be afraid to send a Swede to Finland at this juncture, 
lest it might be like Uzzah laying hands on the ark. This remark 
seems fully borne out by subsequent events. It seems evidently to be 
the purpose of the Lord to carry out His work in Finland through 
native agencies. No soonershad the brother and sister Heikel returned 
home from the Conference, than we hear of a baptism performed on the 
shore*of Finland, by a native of Aland. But I wish to communicate 
this remarkable event in the graphic style of Miss Anna Heikel. Ina 
letter dated July 19, she says, — 

““* Saturday evening, our brother Valin arrived from Aland. He 
came just as the people were gathered to our meeting. We had a pre- 
cious season. Late in the evening my mother, Antonetta, Thure, br. 
Valin, Miss Maria Ekgvist, and myself, went out twelve miles into the 
country to visit Stor Mans, who had invited us to stay with him over 
Sunday. On Sunday forenoon we assembled in one of the Sunday- 
school rooms, which for the occasion was dressed with leaves and 

‘flowers. In the afternoon br. Valin preached in the open air to a large 
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number of people who had assembled to listen, some from curiosity, 
but the greater part, I believe, from real desire and longing to hear 
good news of salvation through Christ alone. It was very pleasant to 
find that all were so quickened that they could scarcely separate. Br. 
Thure, too, addressed the people. Finally, the little deaf and dumb 
boy from Lapland, whom I had put out to board in the country, was al- 
lowed to bear witness to the wonderful power and love of the Lord, by 
explaining through signs the meaning of the Bible pictures which he 
had received as a present from Stockholm. On Monday morning a 
mass of people assembled for prayer, singing praises, and conversation. 
They would by no means allow us to separate. Br. Valin was greatly 
astonished as well as rejoiced to see such a great desire for the word of 
God and such ardent love. The people vied with each other in en- 
deavoring to provide for our entertainment, and to furnish us with 
horses for our homeward journey. It is indeed blessed to be a partaker, 
when the Lord works such wonderful things. Many professed to en- 
joy peace and joy in the Holy Spirit. The State church seems also to 
become more and more distasteful to them; and the subject of baptism 
as well as free church government seems to be of more and more con- 
sequence. May the Lord Himself direct all according to His wisdom. 

*¢On Tuesday afternoon our family circle met at our home. Br. 
Victor read aloud the tract, —*‘ How shall I honor Jesus to-day?” 
which gave occasion to a lively conversation on the subject of religion. 
At a later hour in the evening Stor Mans and Miss Maria Ekgvist gave 
in their experience for baptism. Though we are not formed into a 
church, yet on account of brn. Valin and Victor, who were unacquainted 
with the candidates, we would not that they should be baptized without 
having become better acquainted with them, and with what the Lord 
had done for them. Thus in listening to their experiences, we found 
great cause of rendering thanks and praises to the Lord for the love and 
faithfulness wherewith He seeks and cares for His own, and we were 
together till late in the night, conversing on the mercy the Lord had 
shown us. 

“*The following day, July 14, our friends were baptized in the fore- 
noon. We were sitting there in the forest near to the shore, a small 
band, unseen by the world, but not forgotten by Him who says, 
** Where two or three are convened in my name, there I am in the 
midst of them.” Victor read from the New Testament some passages 
which treat on baptism, among others, the beautiful passage in Acts 8. 
We sang, prayed and praised the Lord who had called even us ** who 
are afar,” after which our friends, Stor Mans and Miss Maria Elegvist, 
were buried with Christ in the open sea, and rose happy, to walk in new- 
ness of life. 

*“¢ Thus the first baptism according to the commandment of Christ 
had been performed on the shore of Finland. It was something strange 
to know this to be the fact, and we felt it to be an earnest that the 
Lord would cause His kingdom to go forward and raise up many 
churches for Himself. This will indeed be done. 

“* Thursday evening we had again a meeting. A great many assem- 
bled ; some came on foot a distance of twelve miles, though it was in the 
busy harvest season. They laid aside their scythes and went away ; 
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they could not do otherwise, they said. Brn. Valin and Victor 
preached from Heb. 10. Several have professed to receive great bene- 
fit from the word thus spoken. 

«* At the close of the meeting we who had the great privilege of hav- 
‘ ing been baptized into one body, met to break bread and eat with each 
other, rejoicing and praising God our Saviour who had bought us with 
His blood. It was a very happy season. The Lord does indeed ex- 
ceeding abundantly above what we can ask or think. Thirteen months 
ago, baptism and church polity were things quite unknown here. Vie- 
tor alone had then taken the important step. Now we were sitting here, 
seven baptized brethren and sisters, and celebrated the dying love of our 
Saviour just in Jacobsstad, the centre of Finland. Is not our God a 
wonderful God? His greatness is not less here than anywhere else. 
Praised be His holy name! How could I expect any such thing last 
winter, though I prayed to the Lord to raise up a church for Himself 
even here ? 

*¢’'The same night we accompanied br. Valin to the steamboat. He 
could not stay away any longer from his home.’ 

What hath God wrought ? —* Thus runs the letter from sister Heikel. 
This is indeed a wonderful chapter in the history of the good cause in Fin- 
land. Who is this br. Valin, who like Philip in the wilderness, was called 
to go to Finland and baptize, and then was so suddenly taken away ? 
Some twelve years ago some poor persecuted Baptists from the island of 
Aland, were seen walking the streets in the town of Abo. They had 
been summoned to appear before the consistory of Abo, to answer the 
charges of having fallen from the true evangelical doctrine, and em- 
braced the heresy of the Anabaptists. Not without fear, (for they did 
not know whether they should not be banished to Siberia,) did they ap- 
pear before the consistory. They were examined, and their case was 
left to be decided by higher tribunals. Among those thus examined 
was our br. Valin. And one of the examiners in the consistory was 
Prof. Heikel, the father of these brothers and sisters Heikel, who have 
lately put on Christ by baptism. As the poor Alanders were leaving 
the consistory, Prof. Heikel asked them in a friendly manner, to call at 
his house. They thought, what does it mean? Does he intend to 
make some further inquiries, in order to make the sentence against us 
more sure? In calling, however, they were happily disappointed. The 
professor entertained them with food, and treated them in the most 
friendly manner. His children, then young, were witnesses to all this, 
and they received a favorable impression of the Baptists which has fol- 
lowed them up to the present moment. 

The Cause in Stockholm.—* There is nothing of special interest to re- 
late as regards the work in Stockholm. Our meetings continue to be 
well attended, though as a matter of course the congregations are al- 
ways smaller in summer time. During the last three months thirteen 
have been added by baptism to the First Church, and several are waiting 
toreceive the ordinance. But during the present year we have already 
lost twenty-three of our number through emigration to America. It 
seems that we shall have plenty to do hereafter to fill up the ranks at 
home, after those who are constantly going to the United States. But 
in this, too, the wise and merciful providence of God is manifested. No, 
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America is going to be the world, par excellence ; and therefore the Lord 
continues to send the cream as well as the dregs of the nations of Eu- 
rope to your country. The Baptists of Germany, Sweden and other 
countries are the New England Puritans of the present century, and 
will exert an influence that shall tell on the destinies of coming genera- 
tions that shall fill that happy land.” 

Beyond will be found a table, showing the names and location of the 
churches, with the changes in membership since the last report, the 
names of pastors, &c., &c. This table is made up from the returns of 
1869, so far as reported, and shows the following summary : — 

Churches, 203 ; pastors, 112 ; chapels (¢ mark for meeting-house in 
table below), 30; baptized, 749; received by letter, 199; restored, 
149 ; dismissed, 613; excluded, 254; died, 102; clear increase, 128; 
whole number of members, 8,148 ; number of Sunday-school scholars, 
2,775; number of teachers, 253 ; new churches formed, 6.

MISSION IN AFRICA. 


Monrovia. — Rev. J. T. Ricnarpson. J. H. Cuavers, Treasurer.

Since the last report, some changes have occurred in the workin 
force of the mission, — the Rev. A. Woodson having departed this life, 
and Rev. W. F. Gibson having taken his place in the Executive 
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Committee, which now consists of Messrs. Richardson, Gibson, and 
Chavers, — the first, acting as Corresponding Secretary, and the last 
named as Treasurer. The amount appropriated by the Committee, in. 
cluding exchange, is about $2,500, on the number of laborers supported 
is four, — exclusive of the Treasurer, who also receives a small sum for 
his services. 

The effort to resuscitate this mission, though of a limited character 
has been crowned with large success. God has smiled upon our en- 
deavors, and met them with a blessing so rich and comprehensive, as to 
fill us at once with humility and joy. With glad amazement we sur- 
vey the wonders of His redeeming love. The Spirit from on high has 
been poured down, and the months of November and December last 
witnessed such an awakening as was never before known in Liberia, 
This is the testimony of all the brethren. A new and remarkable 
feature of the work is seen in the number of native Africans, of differ- 
ent tribes, who have become subjects of renewing grace; not in one lo- 
cality alone, but in many. Among these rude people, including the 
head men of the villages, is found a desire for knowledge of both sacred 
and secular things, and they beg to have missionaries and teachers sta- 
tioned among them. 

Full particulars of this movement have been furnished by Mr. Rich- 
ardson, which we cannot withhold from this report. His narrative be- 
gins as far back as August 9, 1869. 

“Saturday, the 31st of July, I left Monrovia, accompanied by br. 
Chavers, for Virginia, for the purpose of hearing the experience of 
three Congoes who live in the vicinity of Jackstown; and Sabbath, the 
1st instant, I met them early in the morning in the church in Virginia, 
to witness what had been done for them by the operation of the ‘Holy 
Spirit upon their hearts. It would have given the readers of the Mag- 
azine great satisfaction to have been present, to hear from themselves in 
broken English, the wonderful power manifested to them in the pardon 
of their sins. It would have encouraged Christians in America to per- 
severance and unwearied diligence in this great and glorious work. 

‘J stated in my last letter that there were indications that at no distant 
period we would have a powerful ingathering of precious souls into the 
ark of safety. Now the prospect for winning souls to Jesus is bright and 
cheering. These native stations, at no distant day, from the signs of the 
times, will become the garden spot of the Lord. 

‘“‘ Four were hopefully converted from the error of their ways and are 
sitting at the feet of Jesus, clothed and in their right minds — two 
Congo women, one Congo man, and an Americo-Liberian woman. At 
11 o'clock, a. m., I preached from Matt. 28: 18-20, toa large gather- 
ing, both natives, Congoes, and Americans. We had the presence of 
the Lord during the exercises, and the occasion was one that will be long 
remembered by all who were present. 

An Encouraging Work. —“ I am much encouraged in this work, more 
particularly when I am called to witness such wonderful results from a 
work so recently begun. The signs are so cheering to me, that I am at 
a loss for words to express my thanks to the Almighty God for having 
moved upon the hearts of my dear brethren to aid us in Africa in preach- 
— gospel of the Son of God, to the perishing heathen of this 
and, 
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“ The light of the gospel is spreading, and the darkness of idolatry and 
superstition is fast receding. The glory of the Lord is being revealed. 
The Sabbath-schools at each station are growing daily in interest. The 
set time for God to visit the heathen world, particularly poor, bleeding 
Africa, draweth nigh. God is raising up friends in various parts of the 
world, and this country is sure to be saved. She has long been shrouded 
in moral night, and her sons abroad have had to pass through a fiery 
ordeal, crying unto God to deliver them and their heathen brethren of 
this land. And it seems that Providence says their many prayers are 
being answered, and they shall be redeemed, despite the ragings of men 
and devils. 

“ After preaching in the morning, I had the extreme pleasure of bap- 
tizing those received, in the name of the Father, Son, and Holy Ghost. 
In the afternoon I administered the Lord’s Supper to the church ; so 
ended those holy exercises. 

Opening Fields. ‘ Aug. 17.— I cannot but feel deeply grateful to our 
heavenly Father for the prospects which are now before us in this land. 
By singular want of forecast, we have hitherto been confining our op- 
erations to the coast, waiting for large openings into the interior. But 
for vears a wide and effectual door has been opened before us, and the 
calls have been sounding in our ears, to preach the gospel in ‘the 
regions beyond.’ Partly for the want of means and partly a want of 
appreciation of our duty, we have neglected the call. The words of the 
Saviour come now with fresh force to us, ‘Say not ye, there are yet 
four months and then cometh harvest,’ etc. John-4: 35. For above 
thirty years I have been intimately acquainted with the heathen around 
us, their necessities and desires, and have longed for an opportunity -to 
supply in some degree their need. Iam privileged to be well acquainted 
with several of the leading chiefs. I have lived at Boporo, the capital 
of the Congo country, an interesting centre of influence, about 75 miles 
from the coast. The Southern Baptist Convention attempted in 1849, 
through brethren Bowen and Goodale, to establish a mission at Boporo; 
but br. Goodale fell a victim to the climate, or rather the fatigue and expo- 
sure of the journey, and the mission was transferred to the Yoruba. My 
desire is to establish a mission at once at Boporo. The chief Monoru, to 
whom Prof. Blyden and one of my sons paid a visit a few months ago, is 
anxious to have Christian schools in his neighborhood. Then there are 
towns intermediate between this and Boporo, where are hundreds of peo- 
ple shrouded in moral darkness and living without the blessings of the 
gospel. Shall they not be occupied as soon as possible ? There is Sir- 
weh, a large town where numerous Mohammedans congregate from time 
to time ; a town, by the by, to which I have some peculiar attachment, 
for I was shot there in 1840, when, under Gov. ae ing I accom- 
panied an expedition to break up the power of Gatoomba, a slave-tradin 
chief. Old Gatoomba is still alive, and I should like to see the poe 
preached in his town, and a school established there before the old king 
dies. It is about a day’s journey from Virginia. Then there is Soo 
bloon, a large town about six hours’ walk from Virginia, presided over 
by a civilized chief, partly brought up in our settlement. He is anxious 
for a good school and to have his people evangelized. 

* Behold, then, the doors of usefulness before us, closed at present only 
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through the want of funds. Will you not come to the rescue, and make 
this wilderness blossom as the rose? O yes, God helping us, we must 
make the solitary places glad. Yes, these solitary places must be made 
to rejoice in the hope of the glory of God. 

** My plan is to reside at Virginia, but make preaching tours through- 
out the country, as far as Boporo, calling the attention of the chiefs to 
the glorious work that we are engaged in; and when we get stations 
opened at the points I have mentioned, I shall make them regular stop- 
ping places, for the purpose of overseeing and stimulating the work. 

** Our pressing need is men,—men of high Christian character, of 
spiritual-mindedness and prayerfulness. Where shall we get them? 
Pray the Lord of the harvest that He may send forth laborers into His 
harvest. Are there no young colored Baptists in some of your schools 
in America, who could be secured to come out and establish a good 
training school for our church? We need good teachers and preachers. 

* One thousand preachers, scattered among the six hundred thousand 
benighted souls in our territory, would not be too many. Pray for us.” 

At a later date, Nov. 3 and 4, he wrote again, me 3 the most thrill- 
ing scenes. 

** With feelings of gratitude to Almighty God, I write of the gracious 
and refreshing visitation of the Spirit, with which the churches have 
been blessed in this land. Hundreds of souls have been converted to 
God in various parts of the field. For three weeks the interest of the 
churches has been kept up in this town unabated. There have been 
large ingatherings in all the churches. The Providence Baptist church 
here, of which I am pastor, has been unusually blessed, and twenty-six 
souls have joyfully professed faith in Christ. These will all go down 
with their Lord into the water of baptism on Sabbath next, the 7th inst. 

Young Men for the Ministry. —** A very interesting feature of this 
revival is the large number of promising young men who have come 
forward. Surely the Lord intends great things for Africa. Surely He 
is about to raise up laborers for His harvest. The field is white unto 
harvest, and God is converting young men to go and thrust in the 
sickle. Glory be to His name. Now we feel the need of a — 
school, in connection with our church, for ministers. Men an 
brethren, help! Come up to the help of the Lord, to the help of the 
Lord against the mighty. Africa must be redeemed, and there is a 
great work before us. 

The Door into Africa. —*‘I think that God has given Liberia to Amer- 
ican Christians, as their door into Africa, and they should concen- 
trate their power upon this continent through this point. The field is 
ample enough for all. Leave Yoruba and the valley of the Niger to 
Bishop Crowther and his English and native coadjutors, and we from 
Liberia will go east and shake hands with them on the banks of the 
Niger. God speed the day. 

Converts from Various Tribes. ‘ Nov. 4.— The work of the Lord 
has commenced at both of the native stations in the vicinity of Virginia, 
The head man, by name Chase, is converted, and has been received as 
a candidate for baptism ; and many more, the number not as yet known 
consisting of Bassas, Passahs, Golahs and Congo tribes. While penning 
these lines, a message is received, or has just reached me, to this effect : 
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The work of the Lord commenced at Congo town on the South Beach, 
in the vicinity of Monrovia, and those converted are coming in to give 
in their experiences, in order to be baptized with those on the 7th inst.” 

Still later, March 26, we have the following from bro. Richardson’s 


n. 

x It is with feelings of profound gratitude to Almighty God that I am 
spared to witness so much of the fruits of the precious revival during 
the months of November and December last; for such has not been 
seen in Liberia before. Every field under our care is in a most healthy 
condition, inviting laborers to enter. I will give the exact number of 
converts at the different stations. At Monrovia, I baptized thirty-five ; 
at Virginia, thirty-three ; at Careysburg, sixty-two, two thirds of whom 
are Congoes ; at Louisiana, eighteen, all Congoes; at Millsburg, five, 
all Congoes. At Robertsport, Grand Cape Mount, forty-five are now 
awaiting my visit, to be baptized. In the New Georgia Congo church 
are ten converts, and in the Clay Ashland, twenty-nine. Of the 
number of converts in the Leeward counties I have not been correctly 
informed. 

“The natives in the vicinity of each of our stations have been 
aroused to serious reflection. They are greatly astonished at the num- 
ber of Congoes converted, who have gnly been within the reach of the 

ospel for a few years. This circumstance has caused them to begin to 
. aside their idols, and to inquire the way to heaven. They are 
constantly begging for teachers and preachers to be sent to them. Shall 
they not have them ? 

“The king of Boporo is anxiously waiting for the establishment of 
a mission at his town. He has been sending in to me constantly, beg- 
ging me to come or send some suitable person. My son has just re- 
turned from there, bringing the most urgent message from the king to 
commence missionary operations at once. Shall I go, with power to 
meet the wants of this suffering, perishing people? We are also wait- 
ing to hear something definite with regard to the proposed training 
school. Such an institution is much needed.” 

The Executive Committee would be happy to enlarge their opera- 
tions in this field, in this direction at least: first, by appointing more 
men to labor among the native Africans; second, by making limited 
appropriations to such churches as will themselves contribute for the 
support of their own pastors, so adding to the effectiveness at once of 
both churches and pastors ; and third, by opening at a suitable place, a 
school for training preachers and pastors. They look upon each and 
all of these measures as exceedingly important, and if the funds at their 
disposal allowed, they would move vigorously toward their realization. 
The second one enumerated, has been suggested to the churches in 
Liberia, through the Executive Committee there, and met with a 
cordial response. The plan is approved by them, and, in some in- 
stances, money has been raised,—a thing not known for some time 
past, if ever before. According to the statement of Mr. Richardson, 
made in September last, there was not a church out of the eighteen 
found within the Republic that did anything, as a church, to support its 

stor. 

Another thing which shows the quickened impulse, imparted by your

recent action, to the work of evangelization in Liberia, is the formation 
of a missionary organization, by the Baptist churches, under the name 
of the “ Liberian Baptist Missionary Union,” contemplating the same 
ends which you seek, and having, as we remember, the same persons 
on its list of officers as comprise your Executive Committee there. 
There is manifest the most earnest desire to coéperate with you, as well 
as to receive your fostering care and assistance. Within the coming 
30 these churches may be brought into a closer and more formal re- 
ation to the Union, and their names and membership may hereafter ap- 
pear in our statistical table. At present we put down only the following. 

Statistics. — Missionaries, 4; baptized, so far as reported, 153 ; con- 
verts reported, 218. 


GENERAL SUMMARY. 


The missions of the Union are 13. Inthe Asiatic Missions are 20 
stations where American missionaries reside, 328 out-stations, and 319 
churches. The number baptized the last year is 1,504, and the whole 
number of members in the churches is 17,496. Including those 
churches in Burmah not immediately under the supervision of the 
Union, the number of members reaches more than 20,000. Number 
of American laborers connected with the Asiatic Missions, 100; of whom 
48 are males and 52 females. Of*native assistants there are 475, and 
of this number, 80 are ordained ministers of the gospel. ; 

The tables of the Missions in Europe and Africa, farnish the following 
summary: 1,571 stations and out-stations, 311 churches, 382 preachers 
and colporteurs, and 3,096 baptisms, with a total membership of 26,964. 

Combining the statistics of the Missions in Asia, Europe, and Africa, 
we have an aggregate of 1,919 stations and out-stations ; 630 churches, 
957 laborers of all classes, 4,600 baptisms, with 46,964 members, — 
showing a gain over the previous year, as reported, of 169 stations and
